The  test  for  yeast-extract  in  meat-extract  is  further  elaborated

We  publish  a  long  letter  on  the  apothecaries'  assistants'  ques- 
tion on  p.  821. 

Sleeping  Sickness  is  due  to  a  species  of  tryanosoma  entering 
the  blood  (p.  813). 

The  Names  of  'those  who  passed  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
examination  last  month  are  given  on  p.  791. 

The  proprietors  of  Fels  naptha  soap  have  in  an  appeal  failed 
to  establish  their  contention  that  the  sale  of  Christopher's 
naphtha  soap  is  an  infringement  of  their  rights  (p.  815). 

Outside  of  speculative  interests,  the  business-tone  is  flat. 
Cubebs,  cochineal,  Ceylon  cocoanut  oil,  and  petroleum  are  higher. 
Star-aniseed  oil  is  firmer,  and  American  peppermint  oil  remains 
unsettled  (p.  823). 

The  milk-standard  has  recjived  a  blow  from  Mr.  S.  H.  Collins, 
of  Newcastle- on-Tyne,  who  shows  that  some  cows  in  the  colder 
climate  of  the  North  do  not  naturally  yield  milk  so  rich  as  the 
standard  (p.  805). 

Kino  and  Cocaine  were  the  scientific  fare  provided  at  the 
Bloomsbury  Square  evening  meeting  this  week  ;  but  it  was  not  quite 
so  satisfying  as  an  elaborate  repast  of  comestibles  provided  in  tho 
examination-hall  afterwards  (p.  800). 

The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council  meeting  last  week  has 
afforded  lively  reading,  due  to  Mr.  Kelly  alleging  that  the  pre- 
sidency and  vice-presidency  were  settled  in  Belfast,  which  tho 
President  and  Vice  President  indignantly  repudiated  (p.  826). 

Gelatinisation  op  Tincture  op  Kino  is  due  to  the  existenca 
in  the  drug  of  an  enzyme,  which  Mr.  Edmund  Wiiite  finds  acts  in 
alcohol,  but  is  destroyed  by  heat  above  90°  C.  Upon  the  latter 
fact  he  bases  a  process  for  making  a  permanent  tincture  (p.  800). 

Mr.  Carter  Bell,  in  his  address  as  Chairman  of  the  Man- 
chester Section  of  the  S.C.I.,  dealt  with  "  Municipal  Chemistry," 
his  topics  including  a  criticism  of  so  called  digestive  or  tannia- 
free  tea  and  ferruginous  wine,  which,  he  said,  are  not  real  (p.  804J. 

The  Chemical  Society's  first  meeting  last  week  was  devoted  to 
discussion  of  the  following  subjects :  Reduction  of  hydrazoic  acid, 
viscosities  of  mixtures,  reactions  of  hydrogen  peroxide,  the  nature 
of  the  silicates,  and  the  constitution  of  chrysophanic  a:id  and  o£ 
emodin  (p.  804). 

The  Best  Discussions  on  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts  this  week 
have  been  at  Bristol  and  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  We  report  them- 
(pp.  807-3).  Also  a  meeting  of  grocers |at  Glasgow,  at  which  Mr. 
James  Cockburn,  a  chemist  and  druggist,  spoke  in  warm  terms  of 
the  LR.  officers  (p.  798). 

Mr.  Isaac  C.  Thompson,  F.L.S.,  of  Thompson  &  Capper, 
homoeopathic  chemists,  Liverpool  and  elsewhere,  died  last  Satur- 
day. He  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  scientists  connected 
with  British  pharmacy,  and  ranked  with  Dr.  H.  B.  Brady  in  the 
investigation  of  marine  fauna  (p.  824c). 

The  "  Tabloid  "  Trade-mark  Case  has  not  yet  come  definitely 
before  the  Court  owing  to  the  death  of  Mr.  I.  C.  Thompson, 
principal  of  the  defendant  firm.  Some  of  the  trade  marks 
involved  were  mentioned  in  an  application  to  the  Court  (p.  813), 
and  we  give  particulars  of  these  on  p.  813. 

Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  in  an  article  on  English  lavender  oil, 
shows  that  the  sp.  gr.  of  the  oil  when  first  distilled  is  in  some 
districts  rarely  as  high  as  the  B  P.  requires,  but  increases  on 
teepicg.  Oil  from  other  districts  gives  the  B. P.  factor,  but  Mr. 
Umney  gives  reasons  for  considering  that  the  official  figure  could 
be  lowered  without  encouraging  sophistication  (p.  825). 

An  Appeal  on  behalf  of  the  British  Dental  Association  in 
respect  to  alleged  infringement  of  the  Dentists  Act  by  a  limited 
company  has  been  heard  by  the  Dublin  High  Court.  The 
defence  was  reliance  on  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  London  and 
Provincial  Supply  Association  (Limited),  although  Mr.  T.  M. 
Healy,  K.C.,  one  of  the  counsel,  said  it  was  all  a  question  of 
advertising  (p.  815).

Brevities. 

A  fire  occurred  in  the  Omega  Oil  Company's  premises, 
Euston  Road,  on  November  6. 

An  explosion  of  nitro-glycerin  occurred  on  November  9  at 
Faversham  powder-mills,  the  property  of  the  Cotton  Powder 
Company  (Limited).  One  man  was  killed  and  four  other 
workmen  seriously  injured. 

At  Chorley,  on  November  3,  Andrew  Peel  Orrell,  described 
as  a  chemist  (but  not  on  the  register),  of  Brindle,  was  fined 
20s.  and  costs  for  travelling  on  the  L.  and  Y.  Railway 
without  having  previously  paid  his  fare. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  November  6,  complaint 
was  made  that  the  drug-bill  had  increased  from  114Z.  8s.  Id. 
to  249/.  17s.  It  was  decided  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
reduce  the  drug-bill,  if  possible. 

At  the  Porth  Police  Court  on  November  5,  a  girl  named 
Lucy  Bennett,  a  bottler  employed  at  the  Tonypandy  Aerated- 
water  Company's  works,  was  fined  27s.,  including  costs, 
for  neglecting  to  wear  gauntlets  in  accordance  with  the 
special  rules  provided  by  the  Act. 

At  the  Worthing  Police  Court,  on  November  4,  Charles  C. 
Collier,  a  chemist's  assistant,  was  summoned  to  answer  a 
charge  of  persistent  cruelty  preferred  by  his  wife.  Defen- 
dant did  not  appear,  and  after  evidence  had  been  given  a 
separation  order  with  a  maintenance-allowance  of  15s.  was 
made,  with  costs. 

We  hear  that  the  Alliance  Chemical  Company  (Limited) 
have  started  works  in  Bury  (Lanes)  for  the  production  of 
"  saccharine,"  but  we  mention  this  with  reserve,  as  many 
fiscal  difficulties  have  to  be  overcome  before  permission  is 
given  for  the  production  of  artificial  sweetening-agents  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

The  King's  Birthday  honours-list  did  not  contain  many 
names  of  interest  to  us.  Mr.  Alan  R.  Manby,  his  Majesty's 
surgeon-apothecary  at  Sandringham,  whom  we  pictured  in 
his  dispensary  on  board  the  Ophir,  that  took  the  Prince  and 
Frincess  of  Wales  round  the  world,  has  received  a  knight- 
hood. Mr.  H.  J.  Helm,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Deputy-Principal  of 
ths  Government  Laboratory,  gets  the  I.S.O. 

On  October  30,  at  Kingston-on-Thames  County  Court, 
Wilfred  Ernest  Morgan,  manager  of  the  Norbiton  Drug- 
stores (Limited),  was  fined,  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  four  penalties  of  5/.  each  for  infringements 
of  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  The  Registrar 
ordered  the  defendant  to  pay  the  amount  claimed  and  costs 
by  instalments  of  11.  per  month. 

At  Southwark  Police  Court  on  November  10,  Jethro 
Lardent  (38),  herbalist,  of  321  Southwark  Park  Road,  and 
Ada  Booth,  alias  Lardent  (34),  housekeeper,  of  the  same 
address,  were  remanded  on  a  charge  of  performing  an  illegal 
operation  upon  Rebecca  Mitchell.  The  police  evidence  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  prisoners  denied  the  charge,  but 
admitted  having  supplied  medicine  and  pills,  and  also  that 
Mitchell  stayed  in  their  house  seven  or  eight  weeks. 

Royal  Society's  Medals. 

Amongst  the  awards  are  a  Royal  medal  to  Mr.  Horace  T. 
■  Brown  for  his  work  on  the  chemistry  of  the  carbohydrates 
and  on  the  assimilation  of  carbonic  acid  by  green  plants, 
the  Davy  medal  to  M.  Pierre  and  Madame  Curie  for  their 
researches  on  radium,  and  the  Hughes  medal  to  Professor 
Wilhelm  Hittorf  for  his  long-continued  experimental  re- 
searches on  the  electric  discharge  in  liquids  and  gases. 

The  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball. 

A  committee-meeting  of  the  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball  was 
held  this  week,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  twenty-third 
annual  ball  on  Wednesday,  February  24,  1904.  The  last 
ball  was  a  great  success,  a  balance  being  carried  forward 


and  a  grant  of  ten  guineas  made  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
The  committee  consists  of  Messrs.  R.  L.  Cassie,  C.  W.  Martin, 
A.  H.  Solomon,  H.  C.  Wright,  R.  D.  Dixon,  and  J.  E.  Southon. 
Mr.  Percival  Trick,  Salisbury  House,  London  Wall,  is  the 
Hon.  Secretary. 

Sheffield  Motes. 

Mr.  Edwin  Wells  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Nether 
Edge  Road,  is  building  a  fine  new  shop  immediately  adjoin- 
ing the  premises  he  now  occupies. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Furness,  J.P.,  chemist  and  druggist,  finished  his 
second  fight  for  municipal  honours  within  a  fortnight  on 
Wednesday,  when  he  was  defeated  in  the  Burngreave  Ward 
by  a  local  solicitor,  by  402  votes.  There  has  been 
considerable  excitement  caused  by  this  contest,  as  it 
practically  decided  which  party  in  the  City  Council  will 
be  in  the  majority  during  the  ensuiDg  year,  and  conse- 
quently each  side  had  spared  no  pains  to  gain  the  seat, 
the  respective  candidates  having  all  the  assistance  that 
could  be  given  to  them  by  the  presence  of  the  big  guns  of 
the  parties  at  their  meetings. 

A  Food,  Cookery,  and  Domestic  Exhibition  is  now  running 
at  the  Drill  Hall,  Edmund  Road,  among  the  list  of  patrons 
of  which  appear  the  names  of  two  local  pharmacists — Mr.  A. 
Russell  Fox  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Furness.  One  of  the  most 
attractive  stands  is  that  of  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat 
Company  (Limited),  where  attractive  damsels  dispense 
steaming  cups  of  Oxo.  The  Cadbury  and  Van  Houten  firms 
are  represented  by  handsome  miniature  chalets,  where  cups 
of  their  respective  cocoas  may  be  obtained  for  Id.,  together 
with  a  sample  tin.  The  Patent  Borax  Company  (Limited), 
Birmingham,  have  a  pretty  show  of  their  preparations,  as 
also  have  Messrs.  Chivers  &  Sons  (Limited)  with  their  jams, 
table-jellies,  &c.  Coomb's  Eureka  Aerated  Flour  Company 
(Limited)  show  a  malted  food  for  infants.  Among  the  other 
exhibits  are  those  of  Mr.  G.  Blissett,  of  Walham  Green, 
S.W.  (optical  inftruments  and  appliances)  ;  Mr.  T.  F.  Archer, 
Sheffield  (Japanese  soaps  and  perfumes) ;  and  the  H.  J.

The  stock  salvaged  from  the  recent  fire  at  the  London 
Essence  Company,  Camberwell,  was  sold  by  auction  at  the 
London  Commercial  Sale-rooms  by  Messrs.  Toplis  &  Harding 
on  November  11.  The  catalogue  comprised  eighty-six  lots, 
and  everything  was  disposed  of  without  reserve.  Of  these, 
thirty  lots  comprised  oil  of  lemon  in  original  coppers,  the 
total  weight  of  which  was  over  7,000  lbs.  It  was  said  to  be 
last  year's  crop,  and  most  of  it  was  in  sound  condition, 
although  one  or  two  lots  contained  terpenes.  The  competi- 
tion for  it  was  fairly  keen  up  to  a  certain  figure,  and  on  an 
average  it  realised  about  Is.  6^.  per  lb.  Of  American  pepper- 
mint 360  lbs.  were  offered,  the  bulk  of  which  sold  at  about 
6s.  8d.,  though  in  one  instance  a  lot  averaged  8s,  per  lb. 
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Some  small  lots  of  Japanese  Kobayashi  dementholised 
peppermint  oil  sold  at  271.,  "  all  at,"  for  twenty-one  tins  con- 
taining about  105  lbs.  Six  tins  of  eucalyptus  oil  (about 
120  lbs.)  brought  51.  10s.,  and  a  similar  lot  5/.  Cananga  oil 
to  the  extent  of  108  bottles  sold  at  from  101.  10s.  to  11Z.  per 
twenty-two  (24  oz  )  bottles,  and  various  odd  salvage-lots  of 
anise,  cassia,  eucalyptus  oils  and  essences  were  disposed  of. 
As  usual  on  these  occasions  the  audience  was  mostly  com- 
prised of  muffler  and  cloth-cap  genlry,  who  when  not  in- 
terested in  the  lots  kept  up  a  loud  and  ceaseless  conversa- 
tion, which  brought  forth  remonstrances  from  those  intent 
on  business.  Here  and  there  a  member  of  the  audience 
comforted  himself  with  a  pipe  of  tobacco,  while  his  more 
successful  competitor  affected  a  cigar  and  a  diamond  ring.

'beriberi'  or  sleeping-sickness,  and  also  curiously  enough 
a  remedy  for  Bright's  disease  !  " 

The  same  paper  states  that  now  that  Mr.  Nathaniel  Smith, 
of  Cheltenham,  is  dead,  "there  remains  only  one  founder  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society— viz.,  Mr.  Elias  Bremridge, 
father  of  the  present  secretary  of  the  organisation  which  is 
now  so  potent  a  force  among  chemists."

Mr.  Gibbs  has  the  good  wishes 
of  numerous  Birmingham  friends  in  his  double  venture. 


At  the  annual  prize-giving  at  the  Technical  School,  held  on 
October  30,  many  valuable  prizes  in  chemistry  and  botany 
were  given  to  successful  students,  but  alas  1  few,  if  any,  went 
pharmacy-wards.  The  plum  was  secured  by  Edwin  S. 
Crump,  and  should  tempt  many  a  young  ambitious  pharmacy 
student.  It  was  a  scholarship  of  501.  per  annum  for  three 
years  and  free  admission  to  the  Royal  College  of  Science, 
London. 

"  Hungry  Harborne,"  as  is  its  sobriquet,  has  had  a  pheno- 
menal growth  as  a  suburb,  and  there  are  several  first-rate 
pharmacies.  Mr.  Thonger's  big  place  was  acquired  by  Mr. 
Barass,  who  in  turn  sold  it  to  Mr.  Sbaw,  formerly  manager 
of  Messrs.  Southall's  apparatus  department  in  Easy  Row. 
Mr.  Gaskin,  who  has  found  it  necessary  to  enlarge  his  shop

On  this  ground,  and  because  of  the  un- 
satisfactory condition  of  the  dispensary,  the  Master  asked 
that  the  committee  consider  the  advisability  of  appointing 
a  resident  dispenser  ;  but,  after  consideration,  the  committee 
declined  to  recommend  that  such  an  appointment  be  made. 
Instead,  they  suggested  that  all  spirits  be  placed  under 
lock  and  key,  and  tenders  for  cupboards  for  that  purpose 
have  been  received  which  varied  from  36/.  to  1357.  The 
method  adopted  by  these  luminaries  is  not  satisfactory  to 
pharmacy.  The  dispenser  attends  daily  from  2  to  6,  and 
receives  507.  annually.  Considering  that  there  are  1,601  in- 
mates, the  expenditure  in  the  direction  of  medicines  does 
not  cost  much. 

Exhibition  at  Plymouth. 

The  Drill  Hall,  Plymouth,  is  this  week  the  scene  of  a 
Trades,  Industrial,  and  Photographic  Exhibition.  Among 
stalls  of  interest  to  chemists  is  that  of  Messrs.  Breeze,  Jack- 
son &  Green  (Limited),  Plymouth,  who  have  an  interesting 
display  of  baking-powder,  egg-powder,  essence  of  rennet  and 
Japanese  dance  compo.  An  adjoining  stand  is  occupied  by 
Mr.  F.  H.  Ralph,  Plymouth,  who  makes  a  special  feature  of 
"  Hoe  Breeze  "  perfume,  together  with  a  good  assortment  of 
scent-caskets  and  smelling-bottles.  The  Millbay  Soap 
Company  exhibit  a  selection  of  their  toilet  and  other  soaps, 
together  with  an  interesting  series  of  samples  showing  the 
process  of  manufacturing  soap  from  raw  materials.  Visitors 
are  requested  to  sample  Maggi's  "  Consomme,"  prepared  by 
Messrs.  Cosenza  &  Co.,  who  also  show  tonic-bouillon  and 
essence  truffles  Perigord.  In  the  photographic  section  the 
Plymouth  Co-operative  Drug  Company  have  a  large  selection 
of  cameras  and  other  photographic  apparatus.  Among 
other  firms  exhibiting  may  be  mentioned  Virol  (Limited)  and 
Christopher  Thomas  Brothers  (Limited),  Bristol,  who  have 
two  remarkably  good  models  in  soap  of  the  Eddystone  Light- 
house and  the  War  Memorial  on  Plymouth  Hoe  ;  Sapon,  with 
a  mechanical  washer  working ;  and  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat 
Company.  The  exhibition  has  been  promoted  by  a  syndi- 
cate of  local  gentlemen,  of  which  Mr.  Alfred  Breeze  is 
secretary,  and  was  opened  by  the  Earl  of  St.  Germans  on 
November  4. 

Believed  in  the  Herbalist. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Brighton  on  November  6,  on  the 
body  of  a  child,  named  Minnie  Silsby,  aged  six,  for  whom  a 
herbalist  had  "  prescribed  "  and  had  supplied  medicine,  the 
mother  deposed  that  the  herbalist,  on  being  consulted, 
said  the  child  was  suffering  from  whoopiDg-cough.  He  gave 
her  a  bottle  of  medicine  for  which  he  charged  half  a  crown. 
Three  days  afterwards  he  gave  another  bottle  of  different 
medicine,  for  which  he  charged  9(7.  When  the  child  died 
later  in  the  same  day,  he  came  and  took  away  the  medicine 
that  remained.  He  took  out  the  cork  and  smelt  the  con- 
tents, though  he  made  no  remark.  He  then  volunteered  to 
give  a  "certificate"  as  to  the  cause  of  death,  and  did  so, 
stating  that  it  was  whooping-cough  of  which  the  child  had 
died.  The  parents  stated  at  the  inquest  that  they  thought 
Mr.  Stokes,  the  herbalist  referred  to,  was  "  a  properly 
certificated  doctor."  William  D.  Stokes,  who  described 
himself  as  "  a  professor  of  medical  botany,"  said  he  had 
"  practised"  for  about  forty- six  years,  and  had  always  pre-... 
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pared  his  own  medicines.  He  had  prescribed  for  this  child 
a  mixture  of  "different  harmless  herbs."  When  the  child 
was  brought  to  him  he  noticed  no  symptoms  of  bronchitis. 
He  gave  the  certificate  "just  to  show  the  Coroner  that  the 
child  died  from  whooping-cough  and  that  she  died  in  a  very 
weak  state."  He  was  not  in  the  habit  of  giving  certificates, 
for  not  many  of  his  patients  died.  He  considered  that  he 
had  a  right  to  charge  what  he  liked  for  his  medicine  and 
advice.  The  medical  evidence  showed  that  the  child  died 
from  acute  bronchitis,  developing  into  pneumonia,  and  that 
it  was  a  case  in  which  medical  advice  ought  to  have  been 
obtained.  The  Coroner  said  that  in  the  certificate  referred 
to  there  was  nothing  misleading.  It  was  written  on  one  of  Mr. 
Stokes's  bill-heads,  and  merely  stated  what  he  thought  the 
child  had  died  from.  The  jury,  after  returning  a  verdict  in 
accordance  with  the  medical  testimony,  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  parents  had  shown  grave  indiscretion  in 
consulting  a  herbalist  in  preference  to  a  medical  man,  an 
opinion  in  which  the  Coroner  concurred.  The  father  of  the 
child  said  the  herbalist  had  cured  him  when  doctors  had 
failed. 

No  Loose  Distribution. 

At  a  recent  inquest  at  Kingston-on-Thames,  the  jury 
expressed  the  opinion  that  disinfectints  were  loosely  distri- 
buted by  New  Maiden  Urban  District  Council,  and  that  in 
future  bottles  containing  disinfecting-fluid  should  be  labelled 
"  Poison."  The  Council  have  adopted  the  latter  suggestion, 
but,  considering  that  there  was  no  loose  distribution  of 
disinfectants,  have  resolved  to  make  no  change  in  the  mode 
of  distribution. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

The  only  samples  of  drugs  taken  in  Berkshire  last  quarter 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  cream  of  tartar  and 
camphorated  oil,  all  of  which  were  genuine. 

The  public  analyst  for  the  Borough  of  Portsmouth  in  his 
recent  report  certifies  that,  amongst  other  things,  he 
examined  four  samples  of  iron  pills,  all  of  which  were  found 
to  be  genuine. 

Fire. 

An  explosion  occurred  on  November  3  at  the  premises  of 
Mr.  A.  R  Davies,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Presteigne.  A 
mixture  that  was  being  prepared  caught  fire,  and  the 
receptacle  was  carried  out  into  the  yard  by  Mr.  Davies,  jun. 
A  bucket  of  water  was  then  thrown  on  the  burning  liquid, 
with  the  result  that  the  receptacle  exploded,  breaking  the 
windows  at  the  back  of  the  premises  and  injuring  Mr. 
Davies,  jun. 

The  Inspector  and  Pseudo- chemists. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Allwood,  inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  for  the  Wolverhampton  Corporation,  in  his 
annual  report  states  that  during  the  past  year  samples  have 
been  submitted  for  analyses  of ,  amongst  other  things,  almond 
oil,  beeswax,  chloric  ether,  cod-liver  oil,  eucalyptus  oil, 
Friar's  balsam,,  magnesia,  mercury-ointment,  milk  of  sulphur, 
paregoric,  sal  volatile,  sweet  nitre,  and  white  wax.  Com- 
menting upon  these  articles,  Mr.  All  wood  says  it  is  grati- 
fying and  reassuring  to  the  public  to  be  able  to  testify  to 
the  purity  of  drugs  sold  in  Wolverhampton  by  duly  qualified 
chemists.  During  the  last  ten  years,  however,  in  the  course 
of  his  inspections  of  this  town,  he  has  found  that  certain 
drugs  are  sold  by  traders  other  than  chemists,  and  usually  by 
the  smallest  class  of  shopkeepers  who,  in  many  instances, 
have  not  the  slightest  elementary  knowledge  either  of  their 
therapeutical  or  medicinal  effects,  or  of  the  care  that  is 
requisite  in  the  sale  and  preservation  for  sale  of  such  drugs. 
Where  so  much  depends  upon  the  potency  of  certain  drugs 
he  does  not  think  that  this  method  of  sale,  by  irresponsible 
persons,  is  one  that  is  conducive  to  the  health  and  well-being 
of  the  community ;  and  it  may  even  be  attended  by  most 
injurious  effects. 

Tar-works  Bisks. 

The  attention  of  the  Home  Office  having  been  directed  by 
reports  of  Inspectors  of  Factories  and  by  the  occurrence  of 
fatal  accidents  to  the  risks  incurred  by  persons  employed  in 
works  in  which  is  carried  on  the  distillation  of  tar  for  the 
production  of  naphtha,  light  oil,  creosote  oil,  and  pitch, 
the  Department  has  issued  a  circular  urging  upon  the 
occupiers  concerned  certain  recommendations,  which  are, 


for  the  most  part,  based  upon  the  precautions  actually  in 
use  in  certain  works.  One  of  these  is  to  the  effect  that  all 
uncovered  tar-reservoirs,  wells,  and  tanks,  unless  constructed 
so  as  to  be  at  least  3  feet  in  height  above  the  ground  or 
platform,  should  be  securely  fenced,  with  either  a  brick  wall 
or  double  rails,  to  the  height  of  3  feet.  Another  recommen- 
dation is  that  during  the  process  of  cleaning  every  tar-still 
should  be  completely  isolated  from  adjoining  tar-stills 
either  by  disconnecting  the  pipe  leading  from  the  swan-neck 
to  the  condenser-worm,  or  by  disconnecting  the  waste  gas- 
pipe  fixed  to  the  worm-end  or  receiver.  Blank  flanges 
should  be  inserted  between  the  disconnections.  In  addition, 
the  pitch  discharge-pipe  or  cock  at  the  bottom  of  the  still 
should  be  disconnected. 

A  Mixture. 

Two  men  have  been  known  in  the  Manchester  district  as 
Dr.  Herbert  Part,  but  we  do  not  find  that  name  on  the 
medical  register.  One  of  them  was  before  the  Magistrate 
at  the  Manchester  Police  Court  on  Tuesday,  November  10, 
charged  with  bigamy,  but  before  the  end  of  the  hearing  the 
charge  had  been  abandoned  and  others  preferred  against 
him  tor  impersonation  and  for  infringement  of  the  Medical 
Acts.  It  appears  that  Dr.  Herbert  Part,  said  to  be  L.R.C.P., 
&c,  practised  at  Golborne,  where  in  1900  he  married  Ellen 
Kershaw,  and  ten  days  later  went  to  New  York  as  a  ship's 
doctor.  In  August  of  that  year  Mrs.  Part  heard  that  her  hus- 
band had  died  at  sea.  This  was  not  the  man  who  was  before 
the  Manchester  Magistrate,  but  another  person  whose  name 
is  actually  Herbert  Part,  who  had  been  a  medical  student, 
and  had  practised  as  a  doctor  in  Salford  and  Manchester.  He 
met  the  first  Dr.  Herbert  Part  in  Liverpool  in  1900,  and  agreed 
with  him,  so  he  says,  to  take  his  place  as  a  ship's  surgeon. 
He  did  this,  and  caused  the  information  to  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Ellen  Part,  the  wife  of  the  other  man,  that  her  husband  was 
dead.  Last  year,  when  acting  as  a  medical  assistant  at 
Prestwich,  Dr.  Herbert  Part  No.  2  married  Alice  Ford,  and 
it  was  she  who  taxed  him  with  having  married  Ellen 
Kershaw  in  1900.  He  admitted  it,  and  Mrs.  Alice  Part 
informed  the  police ;  hence  the  arrest  for  bigamy.  The 
curious  thing  is  that  Mrs.  Ellen  Part  believed  the  man's 
representation  that  he  was  her  husband,  and  stayed  with 
him  in  his  lodgings  one  night.  Even  in  prison  he  wrote  to 
both  the  women  as  his  "  dearest  wife,"  but  he  confessed  the 
whole  scheme,  and  the  charge  was  then  changed  to  one 
under  the  Medical  Acts  with  falsely  pretending  to  be  a 
physician  and  surgeon,  and  with  impersonating  the  husband 
of  Mrs.  Ellen  Part. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 

The  whole  of  the  ten  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  during  the  week  were  caused  by  the  absorption  of 
scheduled  poisons.  Five  of  the  deaths  are  supposed  to  have 
been  accidental.  Three  cases  of  carbolic-acid  poisoning 
took  place,  the  acid  being  taken  by  a  labourer  named 
Walker,  at  Byker,  by  Henry  Rimmer,  a  Liverpool  com- 
mercial traveller,  and  by  an  army  pensioner  named  Coker, 
who  lived  in  Clerkenwell.  Oxalic  acid  was  taken  in  mistake 
by  Eva  Wright,  a  Stoke  Newington  milliner,  who  thought  it 
was  Epsom  salts,  and  by  a  five-year-old  boy  at  Bradford 
named  Rushworth.  Stuart  Herbert  Scott,  an  artist  living  in 
Brompton  Road,  improvised  a  cardboard  chloroform-mask, 
which  he  fastened  round  his  head  by  an  elastic  band,  and 
so  committed  suicide  with  chloroform.  A  hotel  manager  at 
Peckham  Rye,  William  Craig  Watt,  died  from  strychnine 
poisoning  by  misadventure,  according  to  the  Coroner's  jury. 
Annie  Reeves,  of  Stoke  Newington,  drank  some  liniment 
containing  opium,  which  had  been  sent  to  her  by  Dr. 
Soutter,  of  Cumberland  Terrace,  Finsbury  Park,  and  died. 
Dr.  Soutter  deposed  at  the  inquest  that  deceased  knew  it 
was  poison,  and  that  the  bottle  was  labelled  "  For  outward 
application  only."  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  by 
misadventure,  and  censured  Dr.  Soutter  for  not  labelling  the 
bottle  "  Poison."  At  Brentford,  Ann  Probit,  a  widow,  died  "  from 
emaciation  and  exhaustion,  the  result  of  habitually  taking 
opium  in  the  form  of  laudanum."  The  evidence  at  the  inquest 
was  to  the  effect  that  deceased  had  been  a  laudanum-drinker 
for  forty  years.  She  usually  obtained  it  from  Mr.  Henry 
Wood,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  New  Brentford,  who  deposed 
that  he  had  sold  her  "  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  bottles." 
In  answer  to  a  juryman  who  could  not  understand  a  chemist 
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selling  laudanum  without  making  the  purchaser  sign  the 
poison-book,  Dr.  Williams  said  "  it  was  usual  to  sign  the  book, 
but  he  did  not  know  whether  it  was  customary  for  a  regular 
customer  to  sign."  The  jury  in  returning  their  verdict  said 
they  were  of  opinion  "  that  chemists  should  compel  any  person 
buyiDg  laudanum  to  sign  a  book  each  time  they  received  it." 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Abertillery  on  November  10  concerning 
the  death  of  a  girl  named  Edna  Taylor  (17),  who  had 
committed  suicide  by  taking  poison,  Mr.  E.  E.  Price,  chemist, 
said  that  the  deceased  came  to  his  shop  and  asked  for  some 
prussic  acid,  stating  it  was  required  to  poison  an  old  dog. 
The  girl,  who  was  employed  at  the  Gaorge  Inn,  took  the 
poison,  and  died.

The  L.G.B.  have  intimated  to  the  Medical  Supply  Company 
of  Sligo  that  they  do  not  regard  them  as  "makers  of  repute  " 
of  medical  and  surgical  appliances  within  the  meaning  of  the 
stipulation  contained  in  the  prescribed  list. 

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

At  an  examination  held  at  Dublin  on  November  6  by  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland,  Miss  Kathleen  M.  Scully  and 
Miss  Mary  Violet  Webb  successfully  passed  the  examination 
for  the  certificate  of  assistant  to  an  apothecary. 

Rebuilding. 

Mr.  James  Glendenning,  M.P.S.I.,  intimates  that  during  the 
rebuilding  of  his  premises  at  Waterloo  Place,  Londonderry, 
his  business  will  be  conducted  in  the  premises  at  the  corner 
of  Sackville  Street  recently  occupied  by  Mr.  Hughes. 

Grocer  Defeats  Chemist. 

Mr.  Wm.  McCarthy,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Clontarf,  was 
last  week  defeated  for  the  couacillorship  of  the  Clontarf 
West  Ward  of  the  Dublin  Corporation  by  thirty-five  votes  by 
Mr.  A.  Lyon,  Secretary  of  the  Dublin  Family  Grocers' 
Association. 

The  Limerick  Dispenser's  Salary. 
The  L.G.B.  have  declined  to  sanction  the  increase  of  201. 
a  year  to  the  salary  of  Mr.  McMahon,  dispenser  to  the 
Limerick  Union,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  salary  of 
Mr.  McMahon  is  equal  to  that  of  the  dispensers  in  the  South 
Dublin  and  Belfast  Unions,  where  the  number  of  infirmary 
patients  is  larger. 

An  Acetylene  Patent. 
Judgment  in  the  acetylene-patent  case,  to  which  reference 
was  made  last  week  (page  760),  was  given  by  the  Master  of 
the  Kolls  on  November  5  in  the  Dublin  High  Court.  It  was 
found  that  the  invention  was  not  new  in  any  shape  or  form, 
and  the  injunction  was  refused.  The  plaintiff  in  the  case 
was  a  "  chemist "  of  Dalkey. 

Pharmaceutical  Camerists. 
Mr.  D.  W.  Elliott,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has  been  elected 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Belfast  Young  Men's  Camera  Club. 
Mr.  A.  R.  Hogg,  registered  druggist,  has  been  elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  same  Association,  of  which  Mr.  David  J. 
Hogg,  also  a  member  of  the  drug-trade,  has  secured  the  gold 
medal  and  championship  cup  for  the  highest  average  by 
marks  for  prints  and  lantern-slides. 

,  Death  in  a  Chemist's  Shop. 

The  inquest  on  Florence  IUiney,  who  died  in  Mr.  Birney's 
chemist's  shop  at  Keady  (C.  $  B.,  October  17,  page  611) 
was  concluded  on  November  5.  Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  who  had 
analysed  the  stomach,  only  obtained  negative  results.  Mr. 


Proctor,  the  chemist's  manager,  said  it  was  possible  that  in 
the  excitement  of  the  moment  some  of  the  liquid  ammonia 
with  which  he  tried  to  revive  the  fainting  girl  had  splashed 
and  caused  the  marks  on  her  face.  A  verdict  of  death  from 
syncope  was  returned. 

Light-and-air  Dispute. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice, 
Dublin,  on  November  6,  Mr.  John  Gillen,  merchant,  Donegal, 
sought  a  mandatory  injunction  to  compel  Mr.  R.  S.  Chapman, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  the  same  town,  to  take  down  a 
gable  wall  erected  by  defendant  on  plaintiff's  building 
ground,  and  which  obstructed  the  free  access  of  light  and 
air  to  plaintiff.  Damages  for  consequential  injury  were 
claimed.  Mr.  Chapman  lodged  11.  in  court  in  full  satisfaction 
of  plaintiff's  claim.  A  large  number  of  witnesses  having 
been  examined,  judgment  was  reserved. 

Poisoning  Mystery. 

A  poisoning  mystery  was  investigated  by  the  Belfast 
Deputy-Coroner  on  November  4  at  an  inquest  on  the  body  of 
Robert  McKee,  aged  seventy,  market-gardener,  who  was  found 
dying  in  a  shed  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city.  A  post-mortem 
examination  revealed  the  fact  that  death  was  due  to  strych- 
nine-poisoning, but  Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  the  city  analyst,  was 
unable  to  state  in  what  form  the  strychnine  had  been 
administered.  Mr.  Hugh  Crail,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  said 
deceased  had  been  in  his  shop  on  the  day  of  his  death,  but 
had  not  been  supplied  with  strychnine.  An  open  verdict  was 
returned. 

Scales- dispute. 

At  Newry  Board  of  Guardians  on  November  9,  a  letter 
was  read  from  Dr.  Smartt  asking  to  be  supplied  with  a  pair 
of  oblong  brass  pans  and  a  set  of  weights.  The  weights 
supplied  were  not  accurate,  and  the  weights  and  scales  were 
not  according  to  specification.  The  Clerk  said  the  scales, 
&c,  had  been  supplied  by  Messrs.  W.  &;  T.  Avery  (Limited), 
Birmingham,  and  owing  to  correspondence  that  had  passed 
between  the  drug-contractors,  the  doctors,  and  the  firm,  the 
Board  had  decided,  as  already  reported  in  the  C.  D.,  to 
place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Local  Government 
Board.  No  reply  had  yet  been  received.  Mr.  J.  Clark 
moved  that  the  medicine-contractor  (Mr.  White,  of  Sligo)  be 
called  upon  to  take  back  the  scales  and  replace  them,  and 
the  motion  was  adopted. 

Working  an  Agitation. 

The  Irish  Department  of  Agriculture  has  written  to  the 
Cattle-traders'  Association  in  reply  to  a  resolution  of  the 
latter  body  requesting  that  the  Department  should  make  an 
Order  in  Council  to  enable  sheep-dip  to  be  sold  as  heretofore 
by  ordinary  traders  other  than  chemists.  The  Department 
now  states  that  they  have  no  power  to  make  an  order  such 
as  the  cattle-traders  suggested,  and  the  matter  was  entirely 
outside  its  functions.  When  this  communication  was  con- 
sidered at  the  last  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Cattle- 
traders'  Association,  it  was  suggested  that  as  the  dipping  of 
sheep  is  not  compulsory  every  inducement  should  be  offered 
to  sheep-breeders  to  have  the  dipping  carried  out  at  frequent 
intervals.  For  this  reason  the  committee  considered  the 
Ballinasloe  Councils,  and  other  public  bodies  interested, 
should  co-operate  with  it  in  endeavouring  to  have  the  Act  of 
Parliament  somewhat  amended  so  as  to  allow  free  sale  of 
sheep-dip.  The  committee  is  also  of  opinion  that  as  the 
Department  exists  for  the  protection  of  agricultural  industry, 
one  of  its  functions  should  be  to  strive  to  make  changes  in 
any  laws  which  tend  to  injuriously  affect  such  an  important 
portion  of  that  industry  as  live  stock.

Mr.  James  Mackenzie,  chemist,  Forest  Road,  Edinburgh, 
has,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Lord  Provost,  Sir  James 
Street,  Bart.,  been  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
Edinburgh. 

First  Aid.

On  November  3,  Daniel  Page,  a  vanman,  was  found  in  a 
street  in  Stirling  in  a  semi-conscious  condition.  He  was 
taken  to  the  infirmary,  where  he  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  laudanum-poisoning.  He  died  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
after  admission. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

Glasgow  is  contributing  a  batch  of  witnesses  to  the  tabloid 
cause  cMbre. 

Window-displays  of  Macintosh's  toffee  form  the  latest 
feature  in  side-lines  in  some  parts  of  the  city. 

Messrs.  Ray,  Everson  &  Co.,  74  York  Street,  Glasgow,  have 
purchased  the  business  of  the  Topnot  Company. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Hart,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is  now  conducting 
the  business  of  Osmond  &  Co.,  chemists,  362  Dumbarton 
Road,  Partick,  and  Langlands  Road,  Govan,  in  his  own 
name. 

If  play-bills,  concert-programmes,  &c,  are  criteria, 
chemists  are  advertising  more  freely  than  ever.  Special 
prominence  is  being  given  to  such  side-lines  as  opticians' 
goods. 

An  English  firm  which  supplies  a  proprietary  direct  only 
to  the  customer  announces  that  some  difficulty  with  the 
Post  Office  has  been  settled,  and  the  public  can  now  depend 
on  prompt  delivery. 

There  have  been  some  notable  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
the  committee  of  the  Trade  Association.  That  body  is 
nursing  its  energies  at  present,  but  is  not  necessarily  the 
spent  force  that  some  of  its  critics  suppose  it  to  be. 

The  annual  smoker  of  the  employes  and  friends  of  the 
firm  of  Mr.  Jas.  Taylor,  wholesale  druggist,  which  is  to  be 
held  in  Smith  &  White's,  Glanford  Street,  on  November  27,  is 
described  on  the  ticket  (Is.  Qd.)  as  "  the  smoker  of  the 
season." 

According  to  authentic  reports  the  Somerset  House 
myrmidons'  bark  has  been  worse  than  the  official  bite. 
Solemn  warnings  have  taken  the  place  of  the  apprehended 
penalty  in  many  cases.  Altogether  the  local  chemist  is  in  a 
less  ruffled  and  recalcitrant  frame  of  mind. 

Those  who  were  associated  with  the  formation  and  infancy 
of  the  Assistants'  Association  will  regret  to  hear  of  its 
dissolution.  A  reference  to  the  back  volumes  of  the  C.  $  D. 
will  show  that  for  some  years  the  Association  was  fruitful  in 
all  good  works.  The  history  of  the  Association  is  typical 
of  many  similar  undertakings.  Assistants,  like  masters, 
seem  to  be  too  busy  otherwise,  or  too  indifferent,  to  spare 
time  and  energy  for  co-operative  effort.    The  loss  is  theirs. 

."Something  for  Nothing." 

This  is  the  legend  on  a  mammoth  advertising  card  which 
is  being  circulated  by  a  well-known  firm  of  store-chemists 
in  Edinburgh.  The  "  something"  that  whosoever  will  may 
get  is  a  sample  bottle  of  "  Cod-liver  Oil  Food,"  and  all  that 


is  required  to  obtain  the  luxury  is  to  tear  away  the  lower 
part  of  the  card  which  forms  a  coupon  for  presentation  at 
any  of  the  firm's  branches. 

Glasgow  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Band  of  Hope  Union  Rooms, 
94  West  Regent  Street,  on  Wednesday  evening,  November  4, 
at  9  15pm.,  "to  consider  the  practicability  of  continuing 
the  Association,  and,  if  so  determined,  to  wind-up  its  affairs." 
This  was  duly  resolved,  and  the  Treasurer's  balance  (about 
10i.)  was  voted  to  the  Glasgow  Lifeboat  Saturday  Fund. 
Thanks  were  voted  to  the  President  (Mr.  W.  M.  Mollison)- 
and  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  J.  Sturgeon). 

Methylated-spirit  Drinking. 

The  Aberdeen  Evening  Express  has  published  articles- 
showing  how  disastrous  are  the  effects  of  methylated- spirit 
drinking,  and  show  that  the  victims  generally  get  it  from 
grocers.  In  concluding  the  series,  our  contemporary  says 
the  Aberdeen  "chief  constable  suggests  that  the  Excise? 
authorities  should  make  it  a  condition  of  granting  a  licence 
to  sell  methylated  spirit  that  a  book  should  be  kept  in  which 
the  name  of  each  purchaser  of  the  spirit  should  be  entered, 
the  police  to  have  access  to  the  books.  A  more  effective- 
plan,  that  would  be  likely  to  stamp  the  drinking  out  for  all 
time,  is  that  suggested  by  Dr.  Matthew  Hay — viz ,  that  to 
prevent  the  use  of  methylated  spirit  as  an  intoxicant  there 
should  be  a  different  and  more  disagreeable  sophistication 
of  the  spirit,  that  it  should  be  made  sonaus°ous  in  smell  and 
taste  as  to  cause  the  stomach  of  the  most  hardened  '  feck  ' 
victim  to  turn  at  the  sight  of  it."  "Feck"  is  what  the 
spirit  is  called  locally. 

In  the  Public  Eye. 

Mr.  James  Bisset,  chemist  and  druggist,  Burntisland,  has 
been  elected  second  Bailie  by  his  fellow-councillors. 

Mr.  Richard  Clark,  of  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.,  wholesale 
druggists,  Edinburgh,  has  been  returned  unopposed  to  the 
Edinburgh  Town  Council. 

Bailie  Fairlie,  of  the  Camelon  Chemical-works,  Falkirk, 
N.B.,  has  been  promoted  to  the  position  of  Treasurer  after 
having  served  three  years  with  much  acceptance  as  a 
member  of  the  Magistracy. 

Mr,  W.  R.  B.  Dougall,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been 
elected  Provost  of  Auchterarder.  Mr.  Dougall  is  a  son  of 
the  late  Rev.  William  Dougall,  for  many  years  Free  Church 
minister  at  Stonehaven.  The  new  Provost  was  educated  at 
Aberdeen  Grammar-school,  and  afterwards  at  Edinburgh. 
He  started  business  as  a  chemist  in  Auchterarder  in  1891, 
and  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
town.  He  was  a  member  of  the  first  parish  council  of 
Auchterarder,  and  entered  the  Town  Council  in  1899. 
He  was  appointed  junior  Bailie  in  the  following  year,  and 
senior  Bailie  in  1902.  Although  quite  a  young  man  it  is 
felt  that  Mr.  Dougall  will  worthily  uphold  the  dignity  of  the 
Chief  Magistracy. 

Councillor  D.  J.  McKinnon,  chemist  and  druggist,  has 
been  appointed  a  Bailie  on  the  Dundee  Town  Council. 
Bailie  McKinnon  is  one  of  Dundee's  public  veterans.  For 
many  years  he  has  taken  an  active  part  in  municipal  and 
parochial  matters,  and  has  often  held  prominent  positions 
both  in  the  Town  Council  and  in  the  Parish  Council.  He 
entered  the  Town  Council  as  far  back  as  1878  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Eighth  Ward,  and  as  a  reward  for  his  services 
his  constituents  have  repeatedly  returned  him  unopposed. 
He  is  an  "  old  hand"  on  the  Bench,  having  twice  before  been 
elected  a  magistrate,  and  he  was  also  convener  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  five  years.  In  1896  an  effort  was 
made  to  turn  him  out,  but  it  only  showed  how  firm  a  grip  he 
had  of  the  ward.  His  public  life  thus  extends  over  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  and  during  all  that  time  he  has  been 
an  active  citizen.  In  committee  work  his  knowledge  of  city 
administration,  gathered  over  so  long  a  span,  is  very  useful. 

Glasgow  and  Stamped  Medicines. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Glasgow  Grocers' 
and  Provision-merchants'  Association,  at  which  Mr.  T.  W.  W. 
Flint  presided,  Mr.  James  Cockburn  (chemist  and  druggist) 
introduced  the  subject  of  stamped  medicines,  and  said  there 
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was  scarcely  a  chemist  in  Glasgow  who,  under  the  new  law 
(sic),  had  not  been  called  upon  to  pay  from  101.  to  150/. 
penalties  for  abuse  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts,  and  the 
carrying-out  of  the  law  would  be  more  strict  than  ever  after 
January  1,  1904.  It  behoved  them  to  watch  closely  labels 
on  drugs  and.  medicines  sold  by  them.  Unfortunately,  there 
were  many  goods  liable  to  the  stamp  of  which  grocers  and 
others  were  entirely  ignorant,  and  as  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  gave  no  warning,  but  merely  swooped  down  upon 
the  retailer,  a  distinct  hardship  was  inflicted.  The  Stamp 
Commissioners  were  more  alive  than  ever,  with  the  result 
that  eighty  chemists  had  just  been  mulcted  in  heavy  fines, 
ft  was  difficult  to  know  what  was  liable  and  what  was  not. 
The  law  had  been  worked  for  120  years,  but  the  Stamp 
Commissioners  were  now  putting  in  a  new  definition  into  it. 
What  had  been  allowed  to  pass  was  now  liable  to  the  duty. 
What  he  objected  to  was  that  the  Inland  Revenue  had  con- 
stituted themselves  a  legislative  body  instead  of  an  execu- 
tive. They  had  exempted  chemists,  but  had  come  down  on 
grocers  and  companies.  Mr.  John  Logan  asked  if  a  chemist 
were  allowed  to  sell  a  certain  article  for  which  a  grocer 
would  be  fined.  Mr.  Cockburn  said  they  had  made  conces- 
sions to  chemists  which  others  had  been  deprived  of.  The 
grocery- trade  would  be  very  much  involved  in  the  change, 
and  it  was  to  their  interest  to  take  action  at  once.  At 
the  moment  grocers  were  selling  articles  which  they 
would  on  no  account  be  allowed  to  do  after  January  1. 
Mr.  Dunlop  asked  if  the  law  affected  only  trade  medicines. 
Mr.  Cockburn  said  it  might  go  out  to-morrow  that  a  grocer 
was  not  to  be  allowed  to  sell  a  digestive  biscuit.  If  they  sold 
■cough  lozenges  they  would  be  liable  to  be  fined,  and  a  fine 
would  result  if  anything  were  sold  with  a  label  rendering  it 
liable  according  to  the  ne  w  definition.  The  Chairman  held  it 
to  be  the  duty  of  makers  to  warn  retailers.  Mr.  Cockburn 
said  it  is  the  retailer  who  is  liable,  and  not  the  manufac- 
turers. They  were  trying  to  get  up  a  combination  through- 
out the  country  to  tackle  the  question,  but  it  was  a  big  thing 
to  fight  the  British  Government.  They  should  get  at  the 
Government  through  the  members  of  Parliament.  The 
Chairman  suggested  that  a  committee  of  that  Association 
•should  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  chemists.  Mr.  Cock- 
burn thought  that  the  idea  was  a  good  one.  The  whole 
thing  had  arisen  from  an  order  issued  from  Somerset  House 
to  get  in  more  revenue  from  stamps.  A  grocer  in  Partick 
had  b-en  asked  to  pay  in  fines  150/.  It  was  ultimately 
agreed  that  the  Chairman  and  Messrs.  Cameron,  Spiers, 
Cockburn,  and  Bernard  be  appointed  as  a  committee  of 
grocers  to  confer  with  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists'  Trade  Association.  On  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Bernard,  it  was  agreed  to  write  the  Federation  on  the  sub- 
ject. The  Chairman  said  they  were  not  affiliated  to  the 
Federation,  but  the  Federation  had  all  along  extended  every 
courtesy  to  them.    Trie  matter  then  dropped.

(Prom  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Assistants'  Association. — At  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  Syndicat  des  Preparateurs  en  Pharmacie  it  was  an- 
nounced that  the  Administrative  Committee  of  the  Bourse 
de  Travail  had,  at  their  request,  granted  them  the  use  of  a 
room  three  evenings  a  week  to  hold  professional  classes. 
The  Bourse  de  Travail  (the  Paris  Labour  Exchange,  where 
the  saDguinary  battle  between  police  and  people  took  place 
a  fortnight  ago)  is,  of  course,  the  headquarters  of  the 
syndicate,  and  is  a  vast  building,  with  numerous  offices  on 
the  upper  floor,  and  a  great  "  Sirike  Hall  "  below.  The  idea 
of  these  evening  classes  is  due  to  M.  Leon  Reynaud,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Syndicate.  It  is  hoped  that  pharmacists  will 
volunteer  as  teachers;  if  not,  capable  assistants  will  fulfil  the 
functions  from  9  30  till  midnight  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Fridays. 

A  Journalistic  Tribute.— One  has  so  often  to  refer  to 
virulent  and  groundless  attacks  upon  pharmacy  in  the  public 
Press  of  France  and  other  countries  that  it  is  refreshing  and 
invigorating  to  read  M.  Thomas  Grimm's  article  in  L°,  Petit 
Journal,  a  popular  halfpenny  daily,  which  claims  the  largest  j 
circulation  in  France.  Speaking  of  the  coming  new  Phar- 
macy Law,  he  dwelt  on  the  services  of-  the  pharmacist -to- 1 


the  public  (first  aid,  night  service,  frequent  free  remedies  to 
the  poor,  &c  )  being  duly  insisted  upon,  and  the  considerable 
demands  made  on  the  intelligence  and  honour  of  the  prac- 
tician are  acknowledged.  "  Honour,  science,  and  duty  "  are 
the  words  inscribed  on  his  banner.  The  modern  pharmacist 
is  as  far  apart  from  the  apothecary  ridiculed  by  Moliere  as 
the  modern  Listerian  surgeon  from  the  barber-surgeens  of 
the  Middle  Ages. 

The  Marmoreck  Serum. — On  Tuesday  afternoon  last, 
November  10,  a  large  audience  assembled  at  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Medicine  with  the  expectation  of  hearing  a 
sensational  communication  from  Dr.  Marmoreck  regarding 
his  new  anti-tuberculosis  serum.  They  were,  however,  dis- 
appointed, as  the  committee  of  the  Academy  did  not  give  the 
scientist  an  opportunity  of  reading  his  paper.  Dr.  Mar- 
moreck was  a  distinguished  chemist  on  the  staff  of  the 
Pasteur  Institute  here  for  ten  years  ;  but  as  the  directors  of 
that  body,  with  Dr.  Roux  at  their  head,  had  decided  that 
the  researches  regarding  the  new  anti-tuberculosis  serum 
were  not  yet  sufficiently  conclusive  to  be  read  as  emanating 
from  the  Institute,  Dr.  Marmoreck  has  sent  in  his  resigna- 
tion as  a  member.  It  is  possible  that  the  communication  in 
question  may  be  read  at  the  Academy  of  Medicine  next 
week.  Those  who  understand  the  methods  of  work  prevail- 
ing at  the  Pasteur  Institute  in  Paris  will  not  be  surprised  at 
the  prudence  exercised  in  making  any  new  discovery  public. 
The  "  Pasteurians  "  usually  meet  ence  a  week  in  conference, 
and  all  the  researches  then  being  made  by  the  chemists  on 
the  staff  are  the  subject  of  discussion,  and  afterwards  of  ex- 
perimental control.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising  that  when 
such  an  important  subject  as  the  cure  of  tuberculosis  is  in 
question,  that  even  greater  prudence  than  usual  should  be 
recommended ;  but  Dr.  Marmoreck  has  now  taken  all  the 
responsibility  of  the  matter  on  himself.  He  is  seventy-seven 
years  old,  of  Austrian  origin,  but  speaks  French  very  fluently. 
In  his  communication  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine  he  will 
give  the  exact  formula  of  the  new  serum,  as  well  as  ex- 
plaining the  experiments  and  researches  that  have  led  to  it. 
The  serum  is  said  to  resemble  all  others,  such  as  the  anti- 
diphtheria  and  anti-plague  serums.  It  is  a  golden  limpid 
liquid,  which  is  applied  by  subcutaneous  injections,  and  is 
claimed  to  be  absolutely  innoxious.  Dr.  Marmoreck  is  stated 
to  have  obtained  remarkable  results  with  it,  and  the  same  is 
said  of  experiments  made  by  Professor  Mikolicz,  of  Breslau.

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EVENING  MEETING. 

THE  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  W.C.,  on  November  10.  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen 
(Vice-President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  explained  that  the 
absence  of  the  President  was  due  to  the  fact  that  he  was  a 
guest  at  the  dinner  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  which 
was  taking  place  that  evening.  Although  the  attendance  of 
members  was  but  meagre,  the  numbers  were  brought  up  to 
above  the  average  by  a  strong  contingent  of  students. 
Amongst  the  pharmacists  present  were  Messrs.  Walter  Hills, 
J.  C.  Umney,  F.  C.  J.  Bird,  E.  J.  Millard,  Upsher  Smith, 
H.  Lucas,  F.  F.  de  Morgan,  E.  S.  Peck,  E.  Wippell  Gadd, 
E.  T.  Brewis,  J.  0.  Braithwaite,  P.  E.  F.  Perredes,  and  Dr. 
W.  H.  Martindale. 
The  first  paper  was  one  by  Mr.  Edmund  White  on 

Kino. 

Mr.  White  has  discovered  that  the  gelatinisation  of 
tincture  of  kino  which  has  been  a  pharmaceutical  trouble 
for  years  is  due  to  the  presence  of  an  enzyme  in  kino.  This 
fact  has  since  been  confirmed  by  Mr.  D.  Hooper,  who,  work- 
ing with  fresh  kino,  was  able  to  detect  an  oxydase.  The 
process  adopted  for  the  collection  of  kino  was  next 
described.  Longitudinal  and  side  cuts  are  made  in  the  tree, 
and  bamboo  tubes  arranged  to  catch  the  juice,  which  exudes 
for  twenty-four  hours.  In  Marshall's  process  the  juice  is 
then  boiled  with  water,  mechanical  impurities  removed,  and 
the  liquid  concentrated  by  evaporation.  This  was  under- 
stood to  be  a  process  not  usually  adopted,  but  one  which 
would  effectually  kill  the  enzyme,  so  that  a  tincture  made 
from  such  a  kino  would  not  gelatinise.  The  action  of  heat 
in  destroying  the  activity  of  the  enzyme  has  been  utilised  by 
Mr.  White  in  preparing  a  tincture  which  will  not  gelatinise. 
Two  ounces  of  kino  is  added  to  10  oz.  of  boiling  water,  and 
the  liquid  kept  at  100°  C.  for  twelve  hours.  Then  after 
cooling,  10  oz.  of  alcohol  is  added,  the  tincture  set  aside  for 
twelve  hours  and  filtered.  The  gelatinisation  problem  is 
now,  the  lecturer  said,  solved,  and  he  thought  that  kino 
would  come  more  into  use  now  that  a  permanent  tincture 
can  be  made.  Kino  is  one  of  the  cheapest  sources  of  tannin 
for  tanning,  containing  as  it  does  about  85  per  cent,  of  total 
solid,  nearly  all  of  which  is  absorbed  by  hide-powder.  This 
biological  solution  of  the  gelatinisation  of  tincture  of  kino 
was  suggested  in  the  course  of  a  chemical  investigation  of 
the  constituents  of  kino.  Mr.  White  then  branched  off  into 
details  of  attempts  he  has  been  making  to  prepare  crystalline 
kino-tannic  acid.  The  nearest  approach  to  success  was  by 
dissolving  kino  in  water  and  precipitating  the  kino-tannic 
acid  by  passing  hydrochloric-acid  gas  through  the  solution. 
Of  four  fractional  precipitates,  the  second,  third,  and  fourth 
were  in  the  nature  of  a  sandy  precipitate,  and  when  dried 
formed  a  dark  red  powder,  but  with  no  traces  of  crystallisa- 
tion. Acetyl,  benzyl,  and  methyl  derivatives  were  next  pre- 
pared, but  with  equal  want  of  success  in  obtaining  crystals. 
The  experiments  are  to  bs  continued  with  fresh  kino-juice 
which  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  is  procuring  from  India. 

DISCUSSION. 

The  President  commented  on  the  negative  results  of  the 
chemical  investigation,  but  said  the  fact  that  a  non-gelatin- 
ising tincture  of  kino  can  now  be  prepared  was  a  gain  to 
pharmacy.  Kino  is  not,  however,  much  used  in  medicine, 
but  now  that  a  better  tincture  can  be  made  there  rnay  be  a 
revival  in  its  use. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  after  congratulating  Mr.  White  on 
solving  a  difficult  problem,  said  it  was  only  in  late  years  that 
the  presence  of  enzymes  in  dry  bodies  was  suspected,  and 
their  action  was  not  understood.  Mr.  Holmes  referred  to  a 
variety  of  eucalyptus-kino,  which  the  late  Mr.  Bosisto  pre- 
pared, in  which  the  juice  of  the  eucalyptus-tree  was 
boiled  as  soon  as  it  exuded  from  the  tree,  the  product  being 
used  for  making  red-gum  lozenges.  If  the  same  care  was 
taken  in  preparing  kino  a  much  better  product  would  be 
obtained.  Kino,  the  speaker  added,  is  not  only  of  use  in 
the  tanning  industry,  but  is  employed  in  making  red  wines. 


Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  took  up  the  point  as  to  kino  being  the 
cheapest  source  of  tannin.  This  would  depend  upon  the 
price,  as  it  is  a  drug  which  is  subject  to  great  varia- 
tions in  the  market.  During  the  last  fifteen  years  the  price 
has  varied  from  bd.  to  16s.  per  lb.  Improved  methods  of 
collection  seemed  desirable,  so  that  whilst  the  solubility  i& 
retained  it  would  be  easy  to  prepare  a  non-gelatinising 
galenical. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Millard  referred  to  gelatinisation  as  a  bugbear. 
He  only  remembered  one  instance  of  a  batch  of  tincture 
going  wrong,  and  then  he  had  grave  suspicion  as  to  the 
quality  of  the  kino,  whilst  the  alcohol  in  the  tincture  had 
also  partly  evaporated.  The  addition  of  glycerin  to  the 
tincture  is  an  improvament,  and  gives  little  chance  of 
gelatinisation.  He  (the  speaker)  adopted  a  method,  which 
was  afterwards  endorsed  by  Professor  Bedford,  of  dissolving 
the  kino  in  the  menstruum  by  means  of  heat.  Many 
hundreds  of  gallons  of  tincture  of  kino  are  exported,  large 
quantities  going  to  India. 

Mr.  H.  Wilson  thought  that,  despite  the  Vice-President's 
remarks  as  to  the  negative  chemical  results,  Mr.  White 
should  be  thanked  for  bringing  forward  a  work  of  great 
value.  His  experience  was  that  investigators,  especially 
Germans,  always  find  crystals,  but  subsequent  workers  are 
not  always  able  to  confirm  the  results  in  that  particular. 

Professor  Greenish  added  words  of  appreciation,  and 
suggested  that  the  occurrence  of  these  enzymes  might  direct 
attention  to  other  preparations  which  are  more  or  less 
unstable.  The  changes  in  other  galenicals  may  not  be  so 
evident  to  the  senses  as  in  the  case  of  tincture  of  kino,  but 
the  properties  of  the  preparation  may  be  altered.  Some 
years  ago  he  (the  speaker)  adopted  the  plan  of  Pasteurising 
ipecacuanha-wine,  with  the  result  that  the  wine  kept  bright 
and  free  from  deposit,  and  although  he  never  published  the 
method  it  was  used  with  success  in  his  business.  The  paper 
was  a  far-reaching  one,  and  the  method  might  be  tried  with 
other  galenicals.  Whether  it  is  desirable  to  sterilise  all 
tinctures  is  another  matter.  In  a  recent  conversation  with 
M.  Leger,  that  gentleman  objected  to  the  proposition,  as  the 
nature  of  the  tincture  would  be  altered. 

Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  congratulated  Mr.  White  on  the  entirely 
new  direction  his  work  had  taken,  and  in  establishing  the 
fact  that  the  gelatinisation  of  tincture  of  kino  is  due  to  a 
biological  change.  Glycerin  is  a  great  improvement  in  the 
tincture,  but  sometimes  fails  even  when  the  same  sample  of 
kino  is  used.  What  action,  he  asked,  has  the  glycerin  on 
the  enzyme — is  it  inhibitory  or  merely  solvent  1 

Mr.  White  replied  to  the  discussion.  He  pointed  out  that 
if  there  is  more  demand  for  kino  more  would  be  collected  in 
India.   Mr.  Millard,  he  was  afraid,  was  in  "  arrant  darkness." 

Mr.  Millard  :  Why  1 

Mr.  White  :  Because  it  has  been  shown  that  the  glycerin- 
containing  tincture  gelatinises  as  readily  as  the  older  tinc- 
ture. The  difficulty  is  that  the  source  of  the  kino  is  never 
definitely  known,  and  the  gelatinisation  depends  entirely  on 
the  preparation  of  the  kino.  Some  samples  of  tincture  take 
three  years  to  gelatinise.  A  peculiarity  of  the  oxydase  class 
of  enzymes  is  that  they  go  on  working  in  comparatively 
strong  alcohol.  The  kino  enzymes  are  not  destroyed  afc 
90°  C. ;  they  stand  a  higher  temperature  than  enzymes 
usually  do. 

The  Vice-President,  in  putting  a  vote  of  thanks,  said  his 
remarks  about  the  negative  results  of  Mr.  White's  paper  were 
intended  to  urge  him  on  in  the  work  he  had  still  to  do.  He 
(the  speaker)  had  never  seen  a  sample  of  tincture  of  kino 
that  did  not  gelatinise. 

The  Vice-Presedent  then  called  on  Mr.  W.  Garsed  to 
read  his  paper  on 

The  Assay  op  Cocaine, 
the  subject  being  one  which  Mr.  Garsed  had  worked  on  for 
some  years  and  made  almost  his  own. 

The  paper  was  a  long  account  of  numerous  experi- 
ments made  with  a  view  to  finding  an  easy  method  of  assay- 
ing cocaine  and  coca-preparations.  The  best  results  were 
obtained  by  a  method  of  bromination  and  solution  in  which 
the  cocaine  is  estimated  by  difference,  the  truxilline  and 
cinnamyl-cocaine  (or  rather  the  hydrolysis  products— 
truxillic  and  cinnamic  acids)  being  assayed,  the  cinnamic 
acid  by  bromination,  and  the  truxillic  acid  by  its  insolubility. 
The  following  are  the  chief  points  in  the  experimental  work. 
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Samples  of  truxilline,  cinnamyl-cocaine,  and  cocaine  were 
obtained  from  Merck,  and  on  these  the  investigation  was 
conducted.  First  the  behaviour  of  the  alkaloids  to  reagents 
was  investigated,  it  being  found  that  there  is  very  little 
difference  in  results  with  the  three  alkaloids.  Alkaloidal 
precipitants  exhibited  a  similar  sensibility  when  added  to 
dilute  solutions  of  the  alkaloids.  A  slight  difference  between 
the  solubility  of  cocaine- chromate  and  truxilline-chromate 
was  noticed,  and  at  first  there  was  a  hope  that  a  separation- 
process  based  on  this  fact  might  be  devised.  The  idea  was 
abandoned  as  it  was  found  that  in  precipitating  the  less  soluble 
truxilline-chromate  there  was  a  loss  of  cocaine,  the  latter 
alkaloid  evidently  being  carried  down  with  the  truxilline.  The 
solubility  of  the  alkaloids  in  various  solvents  was  next  tried, 
but  although  petroleum-ether  differentiated  between  the 
alkaloids,  no  satisfactory  results  could  be  obtained.  Oxida- 
tion experiments  were  then  tried  with  potassium  per- 
manganate. Cinnamyl-cocaine  is  instantly  oxidised,  but 
truxilline  and  cocaine  less  readily.  Good  results  were 
obtained  by  heating  a  mixture  of  cinnamyl-cocaine  and 
cocaine  until  the  smell  of  benz-aldehyde  ceased.  The 
cocaine  recovered  approximated  to  the  quantity  taken.  The 
problem  of  the  separation  of  truxilline  and  cocaine,  how- 
ever, still  remained.  The  permanganate  experiments  were 
then  tried  on  the  products  of  hydrolysis.  Cinnamic  acid  is 
readily  oxidised  by  permanganate,  and  it  was  found  that 
this  reagent  had  no  reducing  effect  on  truxillic  acid  and 
benzoic  acid  (products  of  truxilline  and  cocaine).  The 
difficulty  was  found  that  the  ab-orption-figure  of  cinnamic 
acid  varies  between  rather  wide  limits,  the  average  being 
50  4  per  cent.  This  w^uld  necessitate  the  assay  of  the 
benzoic  and  truxillic  acid,  making  an  altogether  too  com- 
plicated process.  A  volumetric  process  is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion, as  there  is  no  definite  end  reaction.  Experiments  were 
next  tried  as  to  the  bromine-absorption.  Cinnamic  acid 
absorbs  bromine,  whilst  there  is  no  absorption  in  the  case  of 
truxillic  and  benzoic  acids.  It  was  found  that  the  variation 
of  absorption  of  bromine  by  cinnamic  acid  varies  between 
much  narrower  limits  than  in  the  permanganate  method — 
the  figures  being  137  to  132  per  cent.— and  the  results  were 
consequently  more  accurate.  Steam-distillation  was 
thought  to  promise  good  results;  but,  whereas  truxillic 
acid  is  not  volatile,  the  rate  of  distillation  of  benzoic 
and  cinnamic  acids  is  the  same.  Varying  solubility 
in  water  was  next  suggested,  which  necessitated  a 
long  series  of  experiments  on  the  solubility  of  the 
faydrolysed  alkaloids.  The  sodium  salts  of  truxillic,  cinnamic, 
and  benzoic  acid  were  prepared,  diluted  to  varying  degrees, 
and  standard  sulphuric  acid  run  in  until  the  limit  of  pre- 
cipitation was  reached.  With  benzoic  acid  1-250  gave  a 
precipitate,  but  there  was  no  precipitate  at  1-400.  Cin- 
namic acid  precipitated  at  1-2500,  but  not  at  1-3000. 
Truxillic  acid  is  practically  insoluble.  This  led  Mr.  Garsed 
to  devise  a  process  based  on  the  bromination  of  cinnamic 
acid  and  insolubility  of  truxillic  acid.  From  mixtures  of 
the  three  acids  fairly  accurate  results  were  obtained,  the 
truxillic  acid  being  separated  by  its  insolubility,  the  cinnamic 
acid  assayed  by  its  bromine-absorption,  and  the  benzoic  acid 
by  difference.  The  latter  part  of  the  paper  was  devoted  to 
showing  that  a  hydrolysis  process  can  be  readily  worked  on 
a  small  scale,  and  that  alkaline  hydroly tic  agents  give  better 
results  than  acids.  It  now  remains  to  put  these  principles 
into  practice,  and  define  a  process  for  assaying  the  crude 
alkaloids  from  coca-leaves.  It  is  also  intended  to  assay 
different  kinds  of  leaves  as  regards  the  proportions  of  the 
several  alkaloids. 

DISCUSSION. 

The  Vice-President  said  Mr.  Garsed  had  only  put  before 
the  meeting  the  rough  details  of  his  most  important  work. 
Mr.  Garsed  had  already  occupied  some  years  with  this  work, 
and  as  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  he  was  qualifying  to 
be  the  greatest  living  authority  on  cocaine  and  coca. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  said  that  but  for  the  Salter  Fellow- 
ship such  work  would  not  have  been  possible.  The  only 
question  that  remained  was  to  devise  a  means  of  standard- 
ising the  pharmacopceial  and  other  preparations  of  coca- 
leaves. 

Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  asked  if  Mr.  Garsed  could  explain 
the  varying  density  of  different  samples  of  cocaine  hydro- 
chloride.   The  British  house  which  supplied  the  cocaine 


(with  a  German  label,  Mr.  Gadd  added)  could  only  give  a 
stereotyped  explanation  which  explained  nothing. 

Professor  W.  P.  Wynne  paid  a  tribute  to  the  remarkable 
perseverance  shown  by  Mr.  Garsed.  The  problem  he  had 
attacked  was  one  which  he  (the  speaker)  would  have  hesi- 
tated to  have  undertaken — at  least,  he  would  not  have 
expected  to  get  practical  results  in  a  definite  time.  No 
better  results  than  those  shown  by  Mr.  Garsed  were  likely 
to  be  obtained.  The  Society,  the  Professor  added,  ought  to 
be  much  indebted  to  the  Salters'  Company,  as  without  the 
Company's  aid  the  work  which  such  a  problem  entails  could 
not  have  been  done. 

Mr.  Garsed  replied  that  the  density  of  cocaine  would 
vary  according  to  the  size  of  the  crystals.  The  problem  was 
how  to  adapt  the  principles  he  had  laid  down  to  a  process 
for  estimating  the  total  alkaloids  and  fix  the  limits  of 
cinnamyl-cocaine  and  truxilline  which  must  be  present  in 
the  official  products. 

The  Vice-President  then  invite  J  those  present  to 
refreshments  in  the  examination-hall,  where  were  also 
exhibited  some  new  drugs,  apparatus,  and  books.  The 
Evening  Meeting  Committee  aimed  at  making  the  evening  a 
pleasant  one  both  scientifically  and  socially,  and  he  thought 
would  be  decidedly  encouraged  by  the  larger  attendance. 

Exhibits. 

The  catering  arrangements  were  on  a  more  elaborate  scale 
than  usual.  There  were  five  or  six  separate  tables,  each 
piled  with  delicacies  and  gay  with  flowers,  and  our  observa- 
tions went  to  show  that  the  refreshments  were  not  the  least 
appreciated  part  of  the  evening's  entertainment.  On  tables 
here  and  there  were  displayed  drugs,  books  and  apparatus. 

Mr.  E  M.  Holmes  had  a  selection  of  new  drugs,  which 
included  a  sugary  exudation,  called  "  Shirkhist,"  from 
Kurrachee,  Guadeloupe  jaborandi  (yielding  0  34-  per  cent,  of 
total  alkaloids),  Octioco  nuts  (a  West  African  oil-seed), 
Zarishk  (a  northern  India  remedy  for  bilious  complaints), 
Hyoscyamm  mutiaus,  Crocus  sativus  (in  flower),  Codonopsis 
Tangslien  (a  Chinese  medicinal  root),  Oaimum  viricle  (the 
basil  which  is  said  to  keep  away  mosquitoes),  Polygala 
Amarella  (recently  discovered  in  this  country  for  the  first 
time),  and  a  selection  of  principles  which  Dr.  A.  Tshirch 
has  isolated  in  the  course  of  his  work  on  aloes,  senna,  and 
rhubarb. 

Mr.  W.  Martindale  exhibited  an  outfit  for  the  examina- 
tion of  stomach-contents  as  suggested  by  Dr.  George 
Herschell  (a  specialist  in  this  class  of  work),  consisting  of 
the  apparatus  and  the  necessary  reagents.  With  this  outfit 
the  physician  is  able  to  detect  hydrochloric  acid,  lactic  acid, 
mucus,  the  products  of  starch  digestion,  and  rennin,  and  to 
estimate  the  amounts  of  total  acidity,  free  hydrochloric  acid, 
and  the  digestive  power  of  small  quantities  of  the  filtered 
stomach-contents  after  test  meals.  Cyanide  paste  (Cheatle), 
also  shown,  is  supplied  in  special  collapsible  tubes  for  the 
soldier  to  carry.  The  ends  of  the  tubes  are  torn  off  (being 
hermetically  sealed),  and  the  paste  is  spread  onto  the  wound, 
effectually  preventing  sepsis.  It  was  described  as  "a  first 
field  dressing."  Pure  radium  bromide,  in  5-milligram 
tubes,  attracted  some  attention  ;  these  were  shown  together 
with  a  special  metal  tray  for  holding  the  tubes,  which  can 
be  bandaged  on  to  the  ulcer  or  part  affected,  the  rays  being 
allowed  to  act  on  the  part  as  long  as  desired.  There  was  on 
show  a  tubs  of  very  active  radium,  which  had  turned  the 
glass  a  deep  violet.  This  tube  had  been  used  by  a  medical 
man,  and  had  effectually  removed  and  cured  a  case  of  lupus. 
We  noticed  also  a  polonium  deposit  on  bismuth  and  copper 
discs.  Polonium  (so  far  of  scientific  interest  only)  is 
deposited  on  bismuth  and  copper  by  simply  placing  the  two 
metals  in  solutions  of  pitchblende.  Two  thousand  kilos,  of 
pitchblende  yield  4  milligrams  of  polonium.  Polonium 
gives  off  the  a  (non-penetrating)  rays.  A  new  form  of 
dropping  tube  was  also  shown  suitable  for  ophthalmic  solu- 
tions and  bacteriological  stains. 

Messrs.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan  were  showing  White's 
modification  of  Bird's  alcohol-recovery  apparatus.  The  still 
is  round  instead  of  oblong,  as  is  the  original  pattern. 
Alongside  the  apparatus  was  a  bag  of  tr.  gent.  co.  marc  , 
from  which  the  spirit  had  been  extracted,  the  bottles  of 
recovered  spirit  being  also  shown.  This  exhibit  also  included 
a  "  still-watcher,"  a  simple  form  of  apparatus  for  gauging 
the  contents  of  a  still. 
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Professor  Greenish  showed  one  of  Hans  Jenny's  supposi- 
tory presses  for  making  suppositories  by  cold  compression. 
Here  were  also  to  be  seen  Johann  Schmidt's  dry-closing 
cichets  with  the  apparatus  by  which  the  two  halves  are 
united.  Cachet-envelopes — little  envelopes  1^  by  If',  of  rice 
paper — were  close  by.  These  are  intended  to  take  the  place 
of  the  circles  of  rice  paper  commonly  sold,  but  would  be 
rather  bulky  containers  to  swallow.

THE  approach  of  Christmas  is  signalised  by  the  increased 
brightness  of  City  showrooms  and  the  (if  possible) 
blander  courtesy  of  the  representatives.  In  spite  of  political 
pessimism,  I  hear  few  complaints  of  bad  trade.  A  variety  of 
causes  has  induced  a  commercial  depression,  which,  coupled 
with  an  unlovely  summer,  has  tended  towards  a  despairing 
view  of  things,  but  it  looks  as  if  the  cloud  of  gloom  which 
has  overhung  the  commercial  horizon  for  the  past  year  or 
two  were  slowly  lifting.  Certainly  the  displays  of  Christmas 
perfumery  and  "  toiletterie "  are  quite  up  to,  and  in  many 
cases  in  advance  of,  former  years.  There  are  more  novelties, 
and  the  exercise  of  ingenuity  in  designing  such  simple- 
looking  articles  as  perfume-caskets  and  soap-boxes  has  in 
nowise  relaxed.  It  is  pleasing  to  notice  also  that  ornamenta- 
tion in  general  is  less  florid  and  more  tasteful,  even  in  the 
cheaper  lines.  This  is  a  hopeful  sign,  for  the  reproach  that 
we  are  an  inartistic  nation  is  likely  to  lose  its  sting  when  it 
is  seen  that  artistic  strivings  are  apparent  even  in  the 
articles  of  our  every-day  use. 

In  no  showroom  in  the  country  can  one  hope  to  see  a 
larger  or  more  varied  and  select  assortment  of  goods  than  at 

Maw's. 

There  the  special  designs  in  perfume-caskets  for  this  year 
are  sufficiently  attractive  and  comprehensive  to  please'  the 
most  exacting  buyer.  Perhaps  he  will  fancy  the  pink  satin- 
lined  cabinet  holding  two  beautifully  cut  hobnail  bottles  of 
perfume.  The  interior  is  entrancing  enough,  but  if  not 
sufficient,  examine  the  cabinet-lid  of  figured  velvet  and 
salmon-pink  silk,  with  an  ornate  embossed  spray  casting  its 
foliage  over  the  whole.  The  same  pattern  is  supplied  in 
single-bottle  cases  with  a  four-leafed  shamrock  on  the  lid. 
Many  like  the  gelatin-cased  box.  There  they  can  have 
several  varieties.  Others,  dazzled  by  the  glamour  of  the 
East,  will  make  for  the  Egyptian  style  of  casket.  This  has 
a  Pharaonic  maiden  gazing  from  Sphinx-like  surroundings 
upon  a  Western  civilisation,  and  the  soulless  unromantic 
business  person  will  undoubtedly  conclude  that  the  two 
finely  cut  perfume- bottles  (filled)  and  the  general  get-up 
fully  warrant  the  45s.  per  dozen  asked  for  them.  Then 
there  is  a  series  of  three  at  cheaper  rates,  the  boxes  having 
gilt  corners  and  vari-coloured  ribbons  slashed  across  the  top. 
The  wholesale  prices  range  from  21s.  for  the  single-bottle 
cases  to  42s.  for  the  triple-bottled  case.  A  gelatin-paper 
covered  series  with  gilt-lined  interiors  may  be  retailed  at  2s., 
3s.,  and  4s.  '6d.  respectively.  These  will  have  to  suffice, 
although  they  are  but  items  in  a  continent  of  leatherette 
and  plush,  and  glancing  at  the  pretty  wood  cases  (covered) 
with  a  pretty  ivy-and-honeysuckle  design,  we  pass  through 
avenues  of  cut-glass  bottles  for  all  purposes,  get  a  fleeting 
vision  of  hand-painted  puff-boxes  (by  the  way,  the  very  large 
puff-box  and  puff  is  now  de  Hguewr),  we  pass  on  to  the  region 
of  the  spray.  The  latest  in  pump-sprays  is  chaste.  It  is  in 
a  variety  of  coloured  glass  with  gilt  and  embroidery  of 
pleasing  patterns.  The  pump-handle  (gilt)  is  in  the  lid  (also 
gilt),  and  it  fits  down  tight  flush  with  the  lid,  thus  forming 
a  compact  and  pretty  article  which  may  carried  in  the  pocket 
or  portmanteau  without  discomfort,  and  with  no  fear  of 
losing  the  contents.  The  "  Dainty  "  toilet-mirror  is  produced 
in  four  sizes,  the  speciality  beiDg  the  fine  finish  and  the 
unusual  (but  useful)  length  of  the  handle. 

To  those  whom  chance  may  hap  to  be  near 

Wappjng, 

an  inspection  of  the  gigantic  soap  factory  of  D.  &  W.  Gibbs 
(Limited)  will  not  come  amiss.     The  manufacture  of  soap 


has  become  one  of  the  most  important  industries  in  civilisa- 
tion, and  the  process  of  manufacture,  especially  on  a  large 
scale,  is  always  interesting.    I  walked  through  one  room  at 
Messrs.  Gibbs's  premises  a  few  days  ago  where  there  were 
over  a  hundred  large  cooling  "  frames  "  for  the  production  of 
soap.    In  an  adjacent  compartment  were  numerous  immense 
soap- vats,  some  of  them  holding  from  twelve  to  fourteen  ten, 
of  material.    Cold-cream,  buttermilk,  and  a  great  variety  of 
other  toilet-soaps  are  to  be  seen  there  any  day  in  the  procoj 
of  manufacture  on  a  wholesale  scale.    Carbolic-soap  has  a 
department  to  itself,  and  there  are  milling-rooms,  packing- 
rooms,  box-makirig  and  engineering  all  going  on  in  th  e  different 
buildings  the  company  have  gradually  acquired.    The  main 
object  of  my  visit  was  not,  however,  to  inhale  the  sea- 
breezes  (which  I  did  incidentally  at  Gibbs's  wharf)  or  to 
watch  the  making  of  soap,  hut  to  inspect  the  Christmas  lines- 
Messrs.  Gibbs  have  introduced  this  year.     These  include  a 
leatherette  case  in  terra- cotta  and  gold,  containing  six 
tablets  of  cold-cream  soap.    The  box  has  no  advertisement 
on  the  outside,  and  may  be  used  either  as  a  handkerchief- box 
orworkboxafterthesoapis  removed.    But  the  nattiest  things 
in  my  estimation  are  the  glove-boxes.  Each  box  (also  holding 
half  a  dozen  cakes  of  cold-cream  soap)  has  an  embossedl 
silk  lid  with  a  white-and-gold  beading.    The  inside  is  laced 
all  the  way  round,  and  when  the  tablets  have  been  extracted 
an  ideal  glove-box  remains.    The  boxes  are  in  three  co'.ours 
—pink,  green,  and  red ;  the  latter  look  especially  lich. 
These  boxes  may  be  retailed,  with  a  good  profit,  at  from 
2s.  6d.  to  3s.  6d.,  according  to  the  idea  of  the  retailer.  A 
smaller  box,  containing  four  tablets  of  the  "  City  "  soap,  costs 
8d.   per  box  wholesale.    This  is  also  produced  in  three 
colours,  the  lettering  being  gold-blocked,  and  the  erms  of 
the  City  of  London  occupying  a  prominent  corner.    A  r  id- 
coloured  box,  embossed  with  white  lettering,  contains  three 
tablets  of  "  Niphola  "  soap,  and  costs  6s.  6d.  per  doz.  boxes. 
A  cheaper  line  still  (to  retail  at  6^.)  is  also  in  three  colours. 
It  holds  three  cakes  of  assorted  soaps,  each  stamped  in  » 
tasteful  mould.    The  handkerchief-box  and  glove-box  series 
carry  a  5-per-cent.  discount  on  orders  of  31.  and  upwards. 
By  the  unexpected  movement  of  a  space  "  lead "  this  wa-3 
made  to  appear  like  15  per  cent,  in  Messrs.  Gibbs's  adver- 
tisement, on  page  7,  in  some  of  the  copies  of  last  week's 
issue.    As  this  has  already  led  to  some  misunderstanding 
and  a  voluminous  correspondence  with  intending  purchasers, 
readers  will  please  note  that  5  per  cent,  is  intended.  The 
boxes  will  make  a  handsome  window-show  for  Christmas, 
and  this  should  be  an  instruction  to  the  wide-awake  phar- 
macist. 

A  short  time  ago  I  paid  a  visit  to  38  Basinghall  Street,  E.G., 
the  home  of 

"54"  Cologne  and  Amiel's  Perfumery. 

But  Messrs.  Van  Oppen,  Eoss  &  Co.  by  no  means  confine 
themselves  to  one  or  two  lines,  and  the  new  Christmas 
caskets  of  perfumery  they  have  introduced  this  year  com- 
prise many  novel  and  attractive  designs,  and  contain  the 
full  range  of  accepted  perfumes.  Hand-painted  pictures  of 
bewitching  dames  beamed  on  me  from  silk-topped  lids,  and 
the  cut  of  the  bottle  and  the  quality  of  the  perfumes 
enclosed  in  the  cases  have  obviously  been  carefully  con- 
sidered. The  "  Medallion  "  series  deserves  special  mention. 
The  boxes  are  in  pink,  blue,  red,  mauve,  &c,  and  are  by  no 
means  hackneyed  in  composition.  The  prices  range  from 
27s.  to  75s.  per  dozen,  according  to  the  size  of  the  cabinet. 
A  fiddle-shaped  box  will  attract  the  musically  inclined,  while 
the  weary  town-tired  toiler  will  be  freshened  by  the  pastoral 
pictures  which  adorn  another  series.  A  "  souvenir "  box, 
florally  embossed  (two  bottles  in  box,  45s.  per  dozen),  ;vill 
bring  reminiscences  of  long-forgotten  summers,  while  the 
rich  purple-covered  and  white-silk-lined  cabinet  will  be 
approved  of  the  Imperially-minded.  The  latter  cost  from 
36s.  to  66s.  per  dozen,  according  to  the  number  of  bottles 
they  contain.  A  peculiar  ruddy-tinted  box,  with  "the 
portrait  of  a  lady "  embossed  thereon,  is  attractive.  The 
shape  of  the  box  is  peculiar,  and  a  strange  iridescent  colour 
has  been  secured  by  the  designer.  Paper-covered  boxes, 
with  floral  tmblems,  contain  bottles  of  perfume  which  appear 
abnormal  in  size  when  the  price  (39s.  per  dozen)  is  taken 
into  consideration.  Cheaper  lines  (single  bottle,  boxed, 
16s.  6d.  per  dozen)  are  also  on  hand,  while  there  are  others 
got  up — and  got  up  well — to  retail  at  Is.  6d  and  Is.  each.  . 
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The  showroom  at 

4  Old  Swan  Lane,  E.C., 
contains  many  out-of-the-way  things,  and  I  seldom  visit 
Messrs.  Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  without  seeing  several  things 
"just  out"  or  "just  about  to  come  out."  The  very  latest 
novelties  were  shown  me  a  day  or  two  ago,  and  among  them 
was  a  series  of  packed  tooth-powders  in  tins  with  burnt-in 
labels,  which  costs  12s.  per  gross  wholesale.  There  is  nothing 
niggardly  either  in  quality  or  quantity  about  these  twopenny 
tooth-powders.  The  retailer  may  have  Parma-violet, 
carbolic,  cherry,  white-rose,  or  camphorated  chalk,  and  in 
many  instances  he  may  think  himself  well  justified  in 
•charging  3d.  or  even  4rZ.  per  tin.  Another  pretty  produc- 
tion is  a  line  of  iridescent  jars  containing  toilet-creams. 
These  are  packed  three  in  a  box,  and  cost  8d.  a  jar.  A  tag- 
label  is  appended  to  each — no  stuck-on  labels  being  used — the 
idea  being  to  make  the  jar  a  useful  toilet  ornament  even 
when  empty.  Perfume  medallions  in  neat  gilt  and  oxidised- 
silver  patterns  of  "new-art"  manufacture  are  a  decided 
improvement  on  the  old-style  medallion.  They  are  elegant 
.and  ornamental,  and  retail  at  Is.  Qd.  each.  Numerous 
new  penny  lines — camphor  ice,  cold-cream,  lanoline, 
■&C. — are  in  evidence,  and  there  is  also  a  pretty 
aluminium  soap-box,  which  experiment  has  shown  to 
be  unaffected  by  even  the  most  alkaline  soap. 
A  celluloid  box  with  an  owl  face  raised  on  the  centre  of 
the  lid  is  used  for  tooth-powder  or  for  face-powder.  This 
is  in  three  sizes.  Four  new  labels  for  tooth-paste  pots 
have  lately  been  completed.  These  supply  a  choice  to 
meet  the  idiosyncracy  of  the  retailer.  The  threepenny  line 
of  lip-salve  is  now  put  up  in  tiny  porcelain  tubes  with 
metal  tops.  These  look  pretty,  and,  being  carded,  should 
sell  on  sight.  The  "Telsecoid"  is  the  latest  cachet.  It  is 
undoubtedly  the  neatest  and  cleanest  of  cachets.  No 
moisture  is  needed,  as  the  top  half  is  made  to  close  tightly 
•over  the  lower  half,  effecting  a  complete  and  airtight  drug 
•compartment.  One  apparatus  (15s.  complete)  with  one  set 
of  holes  will  close  any  of  the  four  sizes  of  "  Telescoid  " 
cachets.    The  list-price  is  3s.  per  1,000  cachets. 

An  Excellent  Sample  of  Classical  Shop-fitting 

is  to  seen  at  the  Parade,  Haven  Green,  Ealing,  W.,  where 
Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons  have  recently  put  a  new  front  and 
•window-screen  into  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  D.  L.  Lewis.  The 
frames  are  of  solid  mahogany  throughout,  and  the  design 
suggests  a  Dutch  exterior  with  a  claw-pattern  on  the  upper 
window-frames.  The  handles  of  the  doors  and  other  fittings 
of  a  like  nature  are  of  polished  gonmetal,  and  the  quaintly 
artistic  designs  in  which  the  handles  are  produced  aid 
strongly  the  general  artistic  effect.  Carved  frescoes  occur 
incidentally  in  the  scheme,  the  sign  being  in  gunmetal 
lettering  on  a  carved  background.  The  base  of  the  window  is 
of  polished  granite,  and  the  inside  ledge  is  of  light  oak  par- 
quetrie  work.  The  fanlight  is  panelled  with  small  squares 
of  bevelled  glass,  in  keeping  with  the  general  scheme.  The 
screen  has  alternate  ovals  and  squares  of  obscured  glass, 
with  pharmaceutical  legends  neatly  painted  thereon.  The 
window,  which  of  course  is  representative  of  bare  and  high- 
class  seclusion,  containing  only  the  inevitable  carboys  and 
two  show-jars,  is  lighted  by  two  "flying"  metal  figures,  each 
holding  on  high  an  electric  globe.  The  tout  ensemble  is  ex- 
tremely striking,  and  the  style  is  probably  unique  in  the 
annals  of  shop-fitting.

A  full  line  of  these  samples  is  on  show  at  the  offices,  and  on 
personal  inspection  we  found  several  cheap  lines  suitable  for 
chemists.  Clinical  thermometers  are  a  speciality,  of  which 
we  saw  a  choice  and  varied  assortment,  and  judging  from 
the  prices  these  goods  are  listed  at  in  the  catalogue  they 
leave  an  excellent  margin  of  profit  to  the  retailer.  My 
attention  was  specially  called  to  "clinicals"  which  may  be 
retailed  at  Is.  each.  These  are  in  plain  nickelled  cases, 
about  10-13  cm.  in  length,  and  are  one  of  the  cheapest  lines 


of  the  series.  Higher-priced  articles  are  put  up  in  aluminium, 
celluloid,  leather  cases,  &<3.  The  catalegae  which  Mr. 
Kellner  issues  is  an  elaborate  work  of  147  page?,  and  contains 
over  a  thousand  illustrations  of  apparatus  manufactured  by 
him.    A  postcard  will  bring  a  copy  direct  from  his  agents. 


STAMPED  MEDICINE  NOTES. 


From  Material  sent  by  "  C.  &  D."  Subscribers.    More  invited 
for  the  Common  Good. 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  correspondent  called  our  attention  to  the 
fact  that  Luce's  eau  de  Cologne  is  highly  recommended  for  the 
sick-room,  and  when  used  as  follows  will  be  found  very  beneficial : 

For  Headaches. — Apply  to  the  forehead  and  temples  with  a  sponge,  ami 
inhale  through  the  nostrils. 

Toothache. — Saturate  a  piece  of  cc-tton  and  put  it  into  the  hollow  of  the 
tooth  ;  if  the  tooth  is  not  decayed,  a  teaspoonful  mixed  with  two  of  water, 
and  applied  near  the  tooth,  will  be  found  to  give  relief. 

Cutaneous  Eruptions  of  the  Skin. — Mis  equal  parts  of  eau  de  Cologne  with 
water,  and  apply  frequently  as  a  lotion. 

Gout  and  Kheumati&m. — Dissolve  half  an  ounce  of  common  salt  in  foui" 
tablespoonfuls  of  eau  de  Cologne,  rub  the  part  affected  three  times  a  day, 
and  apply  a  piece  of  linen  saturated  with  tiie  mixture  after  each  friction. 

Spasm*. — Sixty  to  eighty  drop;  in  a  tablespoonful  of  water,  or  taken  on  a: 
lump  of  sugar,  are  found  beneficial. 

Bruises  and  Sire  Throats. — Rub  the  parts  affected  three  or  four  times  a 
day. 

Burns  and  Scalds. — Apply  on  a  piece  of  linen. 

Earache. — Take  a  few  drops  on  a  piece  of  cotton,  and  apply  in  the  ear, 
taking  care  to  press  the  cotton  we  1  before  it  is  applied. 

For  Cleansinij  the  Teeth  and  Strengthening  the  Gum;. — Mix  with  water 
and  apply  as  a  lotion. 

Other  eau  de  Colognes  are  similarly  recommended;  but  we 
advised  the  manufacturers  to  make  sure,  as  there  is  nothing  in 
the  statutes  which  permits  the  Commissioners  oE  Inland  Revenue 
to  remit  the  stamp-duty  when  eau  de  Cologne  is  held  out  or 
recommended  for  the  relief  or  cure  of  human  ailments.  The 
perfume  is  mentioned  in  the  1812  schedule,  and  as  since  that 
time  the  import  spirit-duty  has  much  exceeded  the  stamp-duty, 
the  Commissioners,  following  the  Revenue  rule,  regard  the  higher 
duty  as  including  the  lower.  This  idea  underlies  in  the  letter  which 
Luce's  eau-de-Cologne  Company  have  received  —viz. : 

Inland  Revenue,  Southampton,  November  9, 1903. 

Gentlemen, — -With  reference  to  your  letter  respecting  the 
liability  to  stamp-duty  on  Eau  de  Cologne,  I  am  directed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  to  acquaint  you  that  it  his 
been  their  practice  not  to  charge  medicine-stamp  [?  duty]  on  this 
article,  and  the  Commissioners  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  depart 
from  this  practice.

The  first  meeting  ofkj&is.. session  was  held  on  Thursday, 
November  5,  at  8  p.m.,  when  the  President  (Dr.  W.  A. 
Tilden,  F.R.S.)  took  the  chair.  After  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  and  admission  of  new  Fellows,  the  President  read 
a  communication  from  Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe,  who,  "  as  a  Man- 
chester man  and  an  old  Dalton  scholar,"  asked  to  be  allowed 
to  commemorate  the  centenary  of  the  promulgation  of  the 
atomic  theory  by  presenting  to  the  Society 

A  Bust  of  Dalton. 

The  bust  is  in  bronze,  and  has  been  executed  by  Miss 
Leweck,  who  has  utilised  for  her  work  the  daguerrotype  of 
Dalton  (already  in  possession  of  the  Society),  the  Ohantrey 
bust,  and  other  less  known  materials.  It  was  exhibited  to 
the  Fellows  at  the  meeting,  and  was  generally  admired. 

There  was  an  unusually  long  list  of  papers  down  for 
reading,  but  comparatively  few  of  the  authors  had  expressed 
their  intention  of  being  present,  and  consequently  the 
meeting  closed  earlier  than  is  usual  on  opening  nights.  The 
first  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Cooke,  and  dealt  with 

The  Reduction  op  Hydrazoic  Acid. 

The  author  set  out  to  prepare  a  cyclic  nitrogen  hydride, 
N3H3,  similar  t:>  the  boron  hydride  described  by  Ramsay 
last  year ;  but  instead  of  the  desired  compound  he  obtained 
only  hydrazine  and  ammonia. 

The  Viscosities  of  Mixtures 

was  the  subject  of  a  communication  by  Messrs.  Dunstan  and 
Jemmet,  who  had  measured  the  viscosities  of  mixtures  of 
various  liquids  in  order  to  ascertain  the  influence  of  mole- 
cular association  on  viscosity  coefficients.  In  the  viscosity- 
curves  obtained  for  alcohol  and  water,  and  alcohol  with 
benzene,  several  "  breaks  "  occurred,  which  were  ascribed 
to  the  formation  of  definite  compounds.  Mr.  MacLachlan 
followed  with  a  paper  on  the 

Reactions  of  Hydrogen  Peroxide, 

in  which  he  showed  that  when  hydrogen  peroxide  and 
chromic  acid  are  mixed  the  evolution  of  oxygen  is  not 
quantitative,  and  that  in  estimating  hydrogen  peroxide  by 
determinating  the  amount  of  iodine  liberated  by  it  from 
potassium  iodide  in  presence  of  sulphuric  acid,  part  of  the 
iodine  maybe  really  due  to  the  action  of  atmospheric  oxygen 
on  the  mixture  of  acid  and  iodide.  The  author  also  stated 
that  the  familiar  equation  of  the  text-books  representing 
hydrogen  peroxide  and  manganese  dioxide  as  mutually 
decomposing  each  other  and  evolving  oxygen  is  inaccurate, 
and  that  nothing  happens,  in  the  absence  of  sulphuric  acid, 
until  the  mixture  is  boiled,  and  even  then  the  evolution  of 
oxygen  is  very  slow.  Dr.  Divers,  speaking  on  the  paper, 
was  inclined  to  ascribe  the  author's  anomalous  results  to  the 
use  of  impure  materials,  and  in  particular  to  the  use  of  the 
"  milky-white  crystals  of  potassium  iodide  dear  to  the  phar- 
macist in  place  of  the  beautiful  transparent  crystals  of  this 
salt  now  procurable." 

The  Nature  of  the  Silicates 

was  next  considered,  somewhat  inaudibly,  but  at  great 
length,  by  Mr.  Simmonds,  who  has  obtained,  by  reducing 
artificial  silicates  of  lead  and  copper  with  hydrogen,  a 
number  of  interesting  data,  which  appear  to  indicate  that  in 
most  silicates  the  oxygen  atoms  are  not  all  hydroxylic  in 
function. 

Dr.  Jowett  and  Mr.  Lees  followed  this  author  with  a 
paper  on 

The  Constitution  of  Chrysophanic  Acid  and  of 
Emodin. 

By  a  study  of  the  reactions  of  chrysophanic  acid  and  emodin, 
especially  their  behaviour  towards  metbylatirg  agents,  the 
authors  concluded  that  chrysophanic  acid  is  1 :  methyl  5  :  8  di- 
bydroxyanthraquinone,  and  that  emodin  is  2  :  5  :  8  or  3  :  5  :  8 
trihydroxy  d  :  methylanthraquinone.    Attempts  to  synthesise  ' 


these  substances  by  the  usual  anthraquinone  condensations 
were  unsuccessful,  but  by  the  condensation  of  two  molecules 
of  hydroxy-para-toluic  acid  these  isomeric  dibydroxydi- 
methylanthraquinones  were  obtained. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Manchester  Section. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  twenty-first  session  of  this- 
Section  was  held  at  the  Midland  Hotel  on  Friday,  Novem- 
ber 6,  when  the  Chairman  (Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell)  delivered  an 
address  on 

municipal  chemistry. 

After  referring  to  the  fact  that  Sir  Henry  Roscoe  was  the 
first  chairman  of  the  Section,  Mr.  Bell  mentioned  some  of 
the  things  a  corporation  chemist  has  to  analyse  or  advise- 
on,  and,  as  one  who  has  had  thirty  years'  experience  in  the- 
work,  dealt  with  a  few  of  the  departments  thereof.  He 
briefly  spoke  about  the  taking  of  samples  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  then  about  the  testing  of  cements  and 
mortars,  next  dealiDg  with 

DISINFECTING- POWDERS. 

Many  of  these  submitted  to  corporations  are  almost  worth- 
less. In  his  younger  days  a  pink  powder  was  submitted? 
to  him  for  analysis.  It  was  said  to  contain  15  per  cent,  of 
pure  carbolic  acid.  The  price  was  10/.  per  ton.  Practically 
it  contained  no  carbolic  acid  at  all,  but  was  simply  a  mix- 
ture of  lime  and  heavy  tar  oils.  He  informed  the  committee 
that  he  could  make  them  as  good  a  powder  for  30s.  per  ton, 
and  they  gladly  accepted  his  offer.  He  made  25  tons,  and 
for  fitting  up  apparatus,  cost  of  materials,  and  his  own- 
trouble,  the  price  of  the  25  tons  was  50/.  Mr.  Bell  also 
dealt  with 

FOODS  AND  DRUGS. 

Compared  with  forty  years  ago  articles  of  food  are,  he  said, 
greatly  freed  from  adulteration.  Forty  years  ago  tea  con- 
tained various  colouring-matters,  more  or  less  poisonous  ~r 
coffee  was  conspicuous  by  its  absence ;  bread  contained 
alum  and  plaster  of  Paris  ;  sugar  sand  and  colouring-matter ; 
butter  a  mixture  of  various  fats  ;  and  milk  very  little  from 
the  cow.  Not  a  single  article  on  the  breakfast-table  was- 
pure.  The  difficulty  nowadays  is  to  find  adulteration.  Yet; 
now  and  then  sensational  articles  are  written  upon  the 
adulteration  of  the  food  of  the  working  man.  Only  within 
the  last  few  weeks  a  doctor  had  been  writing  upon  Demerara 
sugar,  and  stating  that  bees  fed  upon  this  sugar  die  by 
hundreds,  and  not  only  bees  but  babies  die,  and  it  was  his 
belief  that  more  babies  died  than  bees.  It  would  be  well  to 
state  what  gave  rise  to  that  extravagant  statement.  Demerara 
sugar  generally  contains  a  trace  of  tin,  introduced  by  the 
sugar-refiner  in  the  shape  of  chloride  of  tin,  which  is  said  by 
some  to  act  as  a  mordant,  and  by  others  that  it  is  used  to- 
clarify  and  lighten  the  dark  colour  of  the  sugar,  and  pro- 
duce that  light  golden  colour  which  is  so  much  admired,  and 
which  English  manufacturers  try  to  copy.  This  Demerara 
sugar  contains  about  1  part  of  tin  to  50,000  parts  of  sugar  ; 
or  in  other  words,  a  person  taking  1  oz.  of  sugar  daily  in  one 
hundred  days  would  take  1  gr.  of  tin.  Mr.  Bell  said  he  was 
no  advocate  for  the  introduction  of  metals  into  articles  of 
food  ;  but  if,  as  the  doctor  said,  salts  of  tin  are  so  poisonous, 
then  a  ban  should  be  placed  upon  all  tinned  foods,  for  he 
doubted  whether  they  could  find  any  tinned  fruit  in  which 
tin  is  absent.  In  a  1-lb.  tin  of  pineapple  there  is  tin  in  the 
proportion  of  about  1  in  10,000,  and  other  fruits  in  less  pro- 
portion ;  thus  apple  is  only  about  1  part  in  100,000.  In  tte 
case  of  preserved  meats,  tin  has  been  found  as  high  as  1  part 
in  10,000,  which  means  that  1^  lb.  of  meat  would  contain 
about  1  gr.  of  tin.  In  those  cases  where  those  high  amounts 
have  been  recorded  the  tin  boxes  have  been  very  much 
corroded.  Practically  speaking,  tin  may  be  regarded  as  a 
non-poisonous  metal.  Speaking  about  tea,  Mr.  Bell  said  he 
had  no  doubt  the  public  are  much  imposed  upon  by  adver- 
tisers of  tea  under 

HIGH-SOUNDING  FANCIFUL  NAMES, 

coupled  with  statements  that  they  are  free  from  tannin.  He 
had  examined  some  of  this  supposed  tannin-free  tea,  which 
was  neatly  folded  in  packets  and  "highly  recommended  by 
medical  men"  for  those  who  suffer  from  indigestion.  The 
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price  was  3s.  6i.  per  lb.  It  made  a  very  dark  infusioD,  which 
many  people  would  think  denoted  great  strength.  Without 
taking  all  the  tannin  out,  he  found  it  contained  tannin  to 
the  extent  of  115  per  cent.  Indian  and  Ceylon  tea  contain 
from  7  to  12  per  cent,  of  tannin,  whereas  China  tea  only 
contains  from  3  to  4  per  cent.  From  experiments  he  had 
nu.de  with  different  waters  for  tea,  which  he  submitted  to 
an  experienced  taster,  he  found  that  the  best  results  were 
obtained  from  water  which  had  been  boiled  ten  hours. 
Besides  the  fallacy  of  "  Digestive  tea,''  there  is  an  equally 
fallacious  "  Ferruginous  wine."  Practically,  this  wine  does 
not  contain  iron,  for  the  quantity  found  was  a  mere  trace — 
being  1  part  in  150, 0C0.  He  considered  this  a  cruel  decep- 
tion. The  wine  had  been  advertised  and  backed  up  by 
certificates  of  doctors,  who  had  never  analjsed  it.  It  is  a 
fraud  upon  the  sick  and  needy,  who  part  with  their  money 
for  what  they  do  not  get.  He  had  never  yet  found  a  grape- 
juice  to  contain  an  appreciable  amount  of  iron. 

Mr.  Bell  finally  condemned  some  statements  regarding 
sweets  which  had  been  published  by  "  A  Chemist." 

Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Bell, 
which  Dr.  Hewitt,  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  seconded, 
and  it  was  heartily  accorded.  Mr.  Bell  afterwards  enter- 
tained the  members  of  the  Section  to  supper  in  the  hotel. 

Newcastle  Section. 

A  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  the  Durham  College 
of  Science,  Newcastle,  on  Thursday  evening.  November  5, 
Dr.  J.  T.  Dunn  presiding.  There  was  a  moderate  attendance. 
An  interesting  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  S.  H.  Collins,  of  the 
College  staff,  upon  the  composition  of 

MILK  IN  THE  NORTH  OF  ENGLAND. 

This  was  a  continuation  of  a  previous  contribution,  and  was 
intended  to  prove  that  many  samples  of  milk  considerably 
below  the  legal  requirements  are  perfectly  genuine.  The 
standard  adopted  was  based  upon  results  obtained  in  the 
South  of  England,  and  Mr.  Collins  was  of  opinion  that  the 
standard  is  too  high  for  the  northern  and  colder  districts  of 
the  country,  such  as  Northumberland  and  Durham.  It  was 
admitted  by  the  analysts  who  furnished  the  figures  from 
which  the  standard  was  fixed  that  a  small  proportion  of 
genuine  samples,  say  3  per  cent.,  would  fall  below  3  per  cent, 
fat  and  8  5  per  cant,  solids  not  fat,  but  they  considersd  that 
if  5  5  per  cent,  of  a  normal  herd  yield  milk  under  the 
standard  it  is  a  poor  herd.  Mr.  Collins  found  in  his  experi- 
ments, working  upon  large  herds  and  samplingsystematically 
and  always  under  personal  supervision  by  himself  or  his 
assistants,  that  9  75  per  cent,  of  the.  cows  "habitually" 
yield  a  milk  which  would  be  condemned  under  the  present 
standard.  He  recommended  the  following  as  a  useful  pre- 
servative, when  it  is  impossible  to  make  the  analyses  within 
a  reasonable  time  of  drawing: 

For  winter  or  cold  weather,  1  per  cent,  of  a  mixture  of 
chloroform,  alcohol,  and  ether  (sp.  gr.  1  032).  For  warm 
weather,  1  per  cent  of  a  mixture  of  chloroform.  alcDhol,  and 
formalin  (1  per  cent,  formaldehyde  sp.  gr.  1  032). 

These  keep  the  milk  perfectly  sweet  for  about  three  weeks, 
and  the  infinitesimal  trace  of  formalin  does  not  appreciably 
affect  the  percentage  of  solids. 

In  the  interesting  discussion  which  followed,  taken  part  in 
by  Professor  Gilchrist  and  others,  including  several  large 
dairy  farmers,  the  fact  was  elicited  that  extra  high  feeding 
is  a  drawback  to  both  quality  and  quantity  of  milk.  By 
reverting  to  more  moderate  artificial  feeding  the  milk  pro- 
duced is  greatly  increased  in  quantity  and  the  quality 
vastly  improved.  The  drawbacks  to  a  low  standard,  as 
encouraging  unscrupulous  dealers  to  water  down  to  the  legal 
limit,  were  quite  recognised,  and  one  speaker  suggested  that 
the  Gothenburg  system  of  milk  reports  should  be  introduce  1 
as  giving  fair  play  all  round.  According  to  this  system, 
monthly  reports  are  published  giving  the  names  of  all  dairy 
farmers  and  the  average  standards  of  their  daily  milk  supply. 


Wolverhampton  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday,  November  4,  at  the 
Star  and  Garter,  Wolverhampton,  Mr.  Willcock  presiding 
ever  a  good  number  of  members  and  friends,  who  had  come 
to  hear  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  read  a  paper  entitled  '  Panaceas." 


After  it  was  read,  Messrs.  Gerrard  (Birmingham), 
Warner,  Willcock,  Gibson,  and  Coleman  spoke. 

The  President  then  said  he  had  to  announce,  with  very 
great  regret,  the  sudden  death,  on  November  2,  of  Mr.  A.  S. 
Kitchicg  (Oakengates),  one  of  the  youDgest  members  of  the 
Association,  who  attended  nearly  all  the  meetings,  although 
he  had  to  come  over  twenty  miles  after  eight  o'clock.  He 
moved  a  vote  of  condolence  with  Mrs.  Kitching  in  her  great 
sorrow,  and  that  the  Secretary  write  a  letter  of  sympathy  to 
her.  Mr.  Gibson  seconded,  remarking  upon  the  many  good 
qualities  of  Mr.  Kitching.  The  vote  was  carried  by  the 
members  and  visitors  standing.  Messrs.  \Vil!cock  and  Gibson 
were  appointed  to  represent  the  Association  at  the  funeral 
the  next  day,  and  to  take  a  wreath  from  the  Association. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

At  the  meeting  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W ,  on  Novem- 
ber 5,  the  President  (Mr.  A.  B.  Britton)  being  in  the  chair, 
a  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  R  A.  Robinson,  jua.,  cn  "  The  Major 
Examination :  its  Past  and  its  Future."  As  changes  in  the 
system  of  conducting  the  Major  examination  are  under  con- 
sideration at  Bloomsbury  Square,  said  Mr.  Robinson,  he 
thought  members  of  the  C.A.A.  should  have  an  opportunity 
of  expressing  their  opinions.  He  gave  an  historical  outline 
of  the  Major  examination,  which  was  instituted  in  1841.  In 
March,  1861,  new  regulations  came  into  force,  and  the  first 
syllabus  was  published.  This  bore  a  striking  re-emblance, 
in  many  respects,  to  that  now  issued  for  the  Minor.  After 
various  other  changes  had  taken  place,  it  was  decided,  in 
June,  1894,  to  elect  to  the  boards  of  examiners  teachers  of 
chemistry  and  botany,  who,  "  in  association  with  one  or  two 
other  examiners  appointed  by  the  boards,"  should  conduct 
the  Major  examination.  It  is  in  no  way  a  reflection  on  the 
distinguished  men  of  science  who  have  held  office  as 
examiners  since  1894  to  say,  as  has  recently  been  freely 
stated,  that  the  examination  has  of  late  years  lost  touch 
with  practical  pharmacopedics  [by  this  word  is  implied  the- 
practice  or  business  of  pharmacy]-  Additional  requirements 
came  into  force  in  October,  1899,  but  the  examiners  have 
not  taken  full  advantage  of  the  powers  which  at  this  time 
were  conferred  upon  them.  Summarising  the  effect  of  the 
changes  introduced  between  1844  and  1903,  the  general 
tendency  has  been  to  make  the  examination  more  difficult,  to 
introduce  more  practical  work,  to  displace  pharmacy  by  what 
is  called  pure  science,  and  to  take  from  the  Major  man  the 
privileges  which  were  once  exclusively  his.  Dealing  with 
these  privileges,  Mr.  Robinson  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  title  "pharmaceutical  chemist"  cannot  be  used  by  un- 
registered persons  or  incorporate  entities.  Another  h'ghly- 
prized  right  is  exemption  from  jury-service,  and  it  is  a  pity- 
that  this  exemption  was  not  secured  originally  for  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  instead  of  for  pharmaceutical 
chemists  only.  It  is  still  the  fact  that  the  Major  man  is- 
preferred  for  all  the  better  posts  in  pharmacy,  especially  in 
hospital  dispensaries,  manufacturing  laboratoiies  of  whole- 
sale houses,  and  on  the  teaching  staffs  of  pharmacy  schools. 
Pharmaceutical  chemists  are  almost  invariably  chosen  t"> 
fill  the  pharmaceutical  seats  on  the  boards  of  examiners. 
Mr.  Robinson  then  quoted  statistics  of  the  examinations  in- 
London  and  Edinburgh.  The  two  points  which  tl  es3- 
statistics  emphasised  are  the  very  small  number  of  candi- 
dates in  Edinburgh  and  the  general  diminution  duriDg  the 
last  ten  years.  Many  of  the  candidates  wlo  have  passed  in 
E  linburgh  in  recent  years  gave  addresses  south  of  the  Tweed. 
This  seems  to  afford  good  ground  for  the  suggestion  recently 
made  to  the  Council  that  the  examination  in  Scotland  might 
be  held  less  frequently  than  at  present.  The  decrease  in  the 
number  of  the  candidates  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  the  syllabus  is  not  in  as  close  relationship  with  practical 
pharmacy  as  could  be  wished,  but  principally  by  the  feeling 
that  something  more  substantial  than  the  privileges  now 
gained  should  result  from  the  time  and  trouble  and  money 
devoted  to  the  acquirement  of  the  diploma.  Dealing  with 
suggestions  for  reform,  Mr.  Robinson  said  that  the  official 
proposal  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  is  to  equalise  the 
subjects,  to  bring  them  into  closer  relation  w  ith  pharmacy, 
to  hold  the  examination  twice  a  year  only,  and  to  grant  a 
d'ploma  after  a  satisfactory  examination  in  two  subjects,  of 
which  chemistry  or  materia  medica  must  be  one.  Unofficial 
suggestions  include,  inter  alia,  ex  '.mination  in  a  number  of 
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subjects  which  at  present  are  in  the  nature  of  "  side-lines," 
such  as  bacteriology,  Runtgen-ray  work,  and  milk,  water, 
and  urine  analyses.  Practically  all  seem  to  be  in  favour  of 
the  change  to  two  subjects,  and  few  seem  to  think  that  it 
would  in  any  way  lower  the  status  of  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist.  Mr.  Robinson  said  he  would  like  to  see  increased 
attention  paid  to  bacteriology  and  histology,  which  would  in 
the  future  be  put  to  great  practical  use. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed  the  President  said  he 
approved  generally  of  Mr.  Robinson's  theories.  More  botany 
and  materia  medica  are  not  required.  What  is  wanted  is 
more  practical  work.  Mr.  Wallace  agreed  that  no  more 
botany  is  required,  but  an  increase  in  materia  medica  is 
impossible  without  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  practical 
chemistry  taught,  the  one  being  dependent  upon  the  other. 
He  could  not,  therefore,  understand  the  suggestion  to  limit 
the  examination  to  two  subjects,  one  of  which  must  be 
chemistry  or  materia  medica.  Such  subjects  as  optics 
should,  he  thought,  be  left  to  the  opticians.  Mr.  Peterson 
thought  the  idea  should  be  to  give  the  pharmacist  a  higher 
knowledge  regarding  the  purity  of  his  drugs,  &c.  Mr. 
Fennimore  said  this  is  a  question  of  supply  and  demand  ; 
if  inducements  are  offered  more  men  would  go  in  for  the 
Major  examination.  Mr.  Town  agreed  that  if  more  men 
were  to  sit  for  the  examination  the  result  must  appeal  to 
them  commercially.  Mr.  Strother  also  supported  this  view, 
saying  it  is  merely  a  matter  of  £  s.  d.  Mr.  Goodall  argued 
that  virtue  must  be  its  own  reward,  and  that  the  Major  men 
expect  too  much  kudos  from  the  examination.  Mr. 
Robinson  having  replied,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
him. 


■Great  Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  November  5,  at  156  King 
Street,  Yarmouth,  when  a  capital  attendance  was  presided, 
over  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Poll.  The  question  of  earlier  closing 
occupied  the  attention  of  the  members.  Introduced  by  Mr. 
Male,  the  subject  provoked  considerable  discussion,  in  which 
Messrs.  W.  G.  Poll,  Hill,  Shearman,  Goddard,  Williams, 
Richmond,  Roberts,  &c,,  took  part.  It  was  eventually  de- 
cided to  see  the  two  or  three  members  not  present  at  the 
meeting  with  a  view  to  a  mutual  arrangement.  Accordingly 
■the  discussion  was  adjourned  until  the  December  meeting. 

Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  evening,  November  9. 
Mr.  R.  Gledhill  (President),  in  opening  the  proceedings, 
referred  to  the 

Stamped-medicine  Regulations. 

A  discussion  on  this  subject  had  been  adjourned  from  the 
previous  meeting,  and  since  then  the  intimation  respecting 
organs  of  the  body  had  been  made.  Mr.  W.  Stead  sug- 
gested that  chemists  should  hold  their  hands.  He  did  not 
think  they  could  do  any  good  by  discussing  the  matter. 
As  things  were  tending  now  he  was  afraid  chemists  would 
soon  fi.nd  themselves  in  the  same  position  they  were  in  last 
January.  He  moved  that  the  matter  be  further  adjourned 
until  the  January  meeting.  Mr.  A.  B.  Barker  seconded, 
and  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  Walker)  reported  on  the  meeting 
of  the  West  Riding  Federation  at  Bradford. 

C.O.D. 

Mr.  Stead,  speaking  in  regard  to  the  proposed  cash-on- 
delivery  parcel-post  system,  said  they  were  still  tradesmen, 
although  they  aped  professionalism.  The  trade  journals  had 
been  drawing  attention  to  the  proposal,  and  they  asked  for 
the  opinions  of  subscribers.  The  prime  movers  were  the 
owners  of  large  departmental  stores  in  provincial  towns.  If 
the  scheme  were  brought  into  force  the  small  traders  would 
suffer,  as  when  parcels  were  brought  to  them  they  would 
have  to  pay  for  something  they  had  not  seen,  and  would 
then  have  no  redress.    He  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

That  this  Association  expresses  its  strong  disapproval  of  the 
"  Ca3h  on  Delivery  "  scheme  now  under  the  con?iaeration  of  the 
p03td  authorities,  being  of  opinion  that  its  operation  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  majority  of  private  traders,  and  would  at  the 


sime  time  afford  facilities  for  fraud  and  imposition  on  the  general 
public  by  unscrupulous  and  unprincipled  advertisers. 

Mr.  R.  Broadhead  said  the  new  scheme,  if  adopted,  would 
simply  mean  turning  a  State  department  into  general  carriers 
for  large  stores,  to  the  detriment  of  smaller  traders.  Mr. 
S.  N.  Pickard  seconded  the  motion,  observing  that  the 
proposal  would  be  a  means  of  encouraging  fraud.  The  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  passed. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  annual  dinner  in  February. 


Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  Huddersfield,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  November  10,  when  Mr.  Walshaw  presided, 
and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Johnson  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary), Broadbent,  Wood,  Spurr,  Stephens,  Buckley,  Sykes, 
Hadfield,  Jackson,  Calvert,  Swift,  and  Day  (Dewsbury).  At 
the  outset  of  the  proceedings  Mr.  Johnson  moved  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  deepest  sympathy  with  the  President  on  the 
death  of  his  wife.  Mr.  Broadbent  seconded  the  motion, 
which  was  accepted  in  silence,  all  the  members  standing. 
The  Chairman  thanked  the  members.  Mr.  Walshaw 
reported  on  the  annual  meeting  of  the  West  Riding  Federa- 
tion. 

Election  of  Office-bearers. 

After  the  President  and  Hon.  Secretary  had  been  thanked 
ft  r  their  services  during  the  past  year,  Mr.  Walshaw 
was  re-elected  President.  He  said  the  office  should  go 
round,  and  accepted  it  for  another  year  on  that  condition. 
Messrs.  Broadbent  and  Buckley  were  elected  Vice-Presidents. 
As  regards  the  office  of  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Johnson  said  he 
must  really  decline  to  continue  in  office  after  a  service  of  two 
years.  It  had  been  a  labour  of  love ;  but  he  thought  the 
time  had  come  when  someone  else  should  take  hold  of  this 
office.  There  were  various  reasons  why  he  should  be  re- 
lieved, one  reason  being  that  he  had  had  to  consult  an 
oculist  during  the  summer,  and  had  been  advised  to  rest 
his  eyes  as  much  as  possible.  After  some  discussion,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Buckley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Johnson,  it  was 
decided  that  Mr.  Wood  should  be  elected  Hon.  Secretary. 
The  Executive  Committee  was  completed  by  the  election  of 
Messrs.  Stephens  and  Johnson.  Messrs.  Wood,  Stephens,  and 
Walshaw  were  elected  delegates  to  the  Council  of  the  West 
Riding  Federation,  and  Messrs.  Hadfield  and  Jackson  were 
appointed  to  the  general  meetings. 

The  Chairman  introduced  a  discussion  on 

Cq-operative  Buying. 

Mr.  Buckley  :  Or  cc-operative  selling  ? 

The  Chairman:  No  ;  buying  amongst  ourselves.  He  went 
on  to  say  that  the  system  would  entail  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  upon  somebody.  That  work  would  have  to  be 
divided  up  amongst  the  members. 

Mr.  Buckley  asked  if  the  Association  could  not  formulate 
a  scheme  such  as  that  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Black- 
pool chemists.  In  that  case  they  each  undertake  to  buy  one 
or  two  articles  which  had  a  good  sale  in  the  district.  Each 
distributes  his  particular  commodity  for  which  he  is  liable 
amongst  the  other  chemists.  Each  was  allocated  his  articles 
which  he  stocked,  and  sold  and  distributed  on  the  best 
terms  to  the  others.    The  articles  were  leading  lines. 

The  Chairman  :  The  only  objection  I  can  see  is  as  to  who 
is  going  to  find  the  capital. 

Mr.  Buckley  :  Each  one  finds  his  own. 

The  Chairman  :  But  take  an  article  on  which  you  have  to 
send  11/.  18i.  Gd,  cash.  Are  you  prepared,  each  of  you,  to 
go  to  that  amount,  and  to  retail  at  23s.  6i.  per  dozen  1 

Mr.  Buckley  said  such  a  quantity  might  be  allocated  to 
a  couple  of  members.  They  could  take  up  eight  or  nine 
leading  lines. 

Mr.  Johnson  said  he  had  made  inquiries  as  to  the  practice 
in  various  towns.  Nearly  every  other  West  Riding  town  had 
a  scheme  of  its  own.  There  seemed  to  be  three  different 
classes.  In  Leeds  all  who  were  associated  in  the  trading 
scheme  took  up  5/.  shares,  and  had  a  central  warehouse 
from  which  they  distributed  the  articles.  There  were  some 
forty  to  fifty  members  so  associated.  In  Halifax,  year  by 
year,  by  rotation,  a  member  took  up  the  work,  each  sub- 
scribing a  51.  share,  and  it  was  that  member's  duty  to  buy 
and  sell  and  distribute  to  the  others,  either  at  cost-

price  or  at  a  charge  of  Id.  a  dozen  to  cover  the  repacking. 
The  general  scheme  seemed  to  be  that  which  Mr.  Buckley 
had  described  as  being  in  use  at  Blackpool. 

Mr.  Buckley  :  I  think  it  is  the  most  practicable  scheme  for 
Huddersfield. 

Mr.  Johnson  said  that  distribution  in  a  place  like  the 
Huddersfield  district  would  entail  considerable  labour. 

Mr.  Stephens:  The  difficulty  is  distribution. 

The  Chairman  said  that  a  body  like  the  West  Riding 
Federation  might  take  up  such  a  scheme. 

Mr.  Sykes  said  he  thought  it  would  be  better  for  each 
town  to  have  its  own  scheme.  He  suggested  that  there 
should  be  a  special  meeting  to  discuss  the  matter. 

Mr.  Johnson  said  he  had  made  inquiries  into  seven  leading 
articles,  and  proceeded  to  state  the  terms  on  which  the  pro- 
prietors would  supply  quantities  of  commodities  in  bulk. 

Mr.  Sykes  observed  that  all  except  two  of  the  articles 
were  not  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 

The  Chairman  said  it  was  not  a  question  of  P.A.T.A. 
now,  but  of  a  consideration  of  schemes  of  co-operative 
buying. 

Mr.  Buckley  asked  if  the  savirjg  from  such  buying  would 
amount  to  10  per  cent.,  but  there  was  no  answer. 

The  Chairman  suggested  that  a  good  method  for 
Huddersfield  would  be  that  each  subscriber  should  store  in 
turn. 

Mr.  Johnson  remarked  that  at  Bradford  there  was  a 
system  of  exchanging  old  stock. 

The  question  was  adjouroed  for  the  purposes  of  a  more 
detailed  discussion  at  the  December  meeting. 

Mr.  Spurr  said  there  must  be  some  benefit  in  co-operative 
buying,  from  the  fact  that  wholesale  houses  did  not  view  the 
matter  with  favour. 

Stamped  Medicines. 
The  Chairman  adverted  to  the  next  item  on  the  agenda, 
which  had  reference  to  the  alteration  in  the  Inland  Revenue 
method  of  administering  the  patent-medicine  stamp-duty. 
He  said  that,  for  his  part,  he  was  going  to  wind-up  his 
limited  company,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  take  advantage 
of  the  new  method.  Mr.  Buckley  said  that  there  was  a 
particular  instance  on  which  he  would  like  to  obtain  the 
general  opinion  of  the  meeting.  He  had  a  fever-mixture, 
which  was  made  by  his  predecessor  a  great  many  years  ago. 
He  was  not  desirous  of  publishing  the  formula,  and  the 
meeting  had  a  few  minutes'  chat  about  how  Mr.  Buckley 
could  get  round  his  difficulty. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  November  10,  when 
Mr.  Arthur  Hanson  read  a  paper  on 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Mitchell  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good 
attendance.  Mr.  Hanson  is  well  known  to  all  who  follow 
the  Conference  as  a  regular  attender  and  helper  in  the 
musical  and  social  arrangements.  He  briefly  sketched  the 
history  of  the  Conference  and  its  objects,  alludirjg  to  its 
value  in  fostering  investigation  and  research,  and  speaking  of 
the  great  usefulness  of  the  Year-booh  of  Pharmacy  and  the 
work  of  the  Formulary  Committee.  He  then  gave  a  detailed 
report  of  the  visit  of  the  Bradford  delegates  to  the  last  Con- 
ference at  Bristol.  Alluding  to  the  reference  by  Mr.  Idris  to 
the  question  of  doctors  dispensing,  he  agreed  that  both  the 
doctor  and  the  chemist  often  go  over  the  line,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  at  some  future  date  it  would  be  possible  for 
the  representatives  of  the  medical  profession  and  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  come  to  some  definite 
understanding  on  the  question.  Describing  the  various 
arrangements  of  the  Bristol  programme,  whilst  he  expressed 
his  appreciation  of  the  pleasures  of  the  Conference,  he  gave 
voice  to  the  hope  that  more  time  would  be  found  in  future 
years  for  a  thorough  discussion  of  the  important  trade  matters 
raised  at  these  meetings. 

Mr.  Newboult  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Hanson, 
which  Mr.  Dutton  seconded. 

Mr.  Silson  and  Mr.  Marshall  also  spoke,  and  Mr. 
Hanson  replied. 


Seopping-days  for  Charities. 

The  meeting  discussed  a  circular  from  the  Bradford 
Chamber  of  Trades  advising  the  tradesmen  of  Bradford  to 
meet  with  a  firm  refusal  any  suggestion  which  might  be 
made  in  favour  of  a  charity  shopping-day,  and  it  was  decided 
to  comply  with  the  request,  a  general  opinion  being  expressed 
that  such  an  institution  would  be  distinctly  against  the 
int3rests  of  tradesmen. 

Buying  Sections, 

Mr.  Beacock,  of  Leeds,  who  was  asked  to  give  some  in- 
formation as  to  the  Leeds  Association,  said  that  they  were 
making  a  new  effort  to  infuse  fresh  life  into  the  Association, 
and  contemplated  various  arrangements  to  that  end.  They 
hoped  to  achieve  a  larger  membership,  and  looked  forward 
to  becoming  one  of  the  largest  associations  in  Yorkshire. 
One  member  had  already  gathered  some  ten  names.  The 
buying  section  was  a  separate  association,  and  had  a  mem- 
bership of  fifty.  It  had  been  in  existence  about  eight 
months.  Mr.  Waddington  said  he  had  some  doubts 
whether  it  was  not  better  to  have  the  buying  section  as  a 
part  of  the  general  Association.  In  Bradford  it  had  cer- 
tainly been  found  that  the  institution  of  the  buying  section 
in  connection  with  the  general  Association  had  strengthened 
the  latter. 

This  was  all  the  business. 


Stockport  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing, November  11,  at  the  Albert  Hall,  Mr.  We.  Dodge  in  the 
chair.  Mr.  Orrell  opened  a  discussion  upon  "  The  Protec- 
tion of  Prices  of  Poisonous  Medicines  "  (proprietary),  which 
only  chemists  can  sell.  Mr.  Dodge,  Mr.  Arnfield,  Mr. 
Wilson,  and  others  spoke  in  favour  of  protection ;  and  it 
was  unanimously  decided  to  leave  the  matter  over  for  indi- 
vidual consideration  until  the  next  meeting,  when  members 
will  try  to  come  to  an  unanimous  agreement  on  the  prices  of 
those  medicines. 


Midland  Chemists'  Dispensers'  Association. 

The  annual  general  meeting  was  held  at  the  Great  Western- 
Hotel,  Birmingham,  on  Wednesday,  November  4.  The 
report  for  the  year  showed  a  balance  on  the  right  side,  and 
that  the  list  of  members  includes  the  majority  of  the- 
qualified  dispensers  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Birmingham. 
Members  have  come  in  from  distant  places  such  as  Bradford, 
Cheltenham,  and  Sheffield.  The  members  considered  they 
had  cause  for  congratulation  on  the  past  year's  work  and 
looked  forward  hopefully  to  the  future.  The  following 
officers  were  re-elected  :  President,  Mr.  T.  Whitmore  Peck  ; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  F.  J.  Richards ;  and  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  Foster,. 
81  Burlington  Road,  Birmingham. 


Bristol  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  November  11,  a  special  meeting 
was  held  at  the  University  College,  Bristol,  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  new  patett-medicine  stamp  regulations.  Mr. 
A.  J.  White  presided,  and  there  was  a  representative 
attendance. 

The  late  Mr.  Stroud 

Mr.  H.  E.  Matthews  called  attention  to  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Stroud.  He  said  that  Mr. 
Stroud  was  for  a  great  many  years  a  valued  member  of  th&' 
Association,  and  he  believed  that  he  was  Treasurer  for  a 
lengthy  period.  He  proposed  that  a  vote  of  sympathy  should 
be  passed  and  forwarded  to  the  bereaved  relatives.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr.  G.  T.  Turner  seconded  the  motion.  He  mentioned 
that  Mr.  Stroud  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  oldest 
member  of  the  Association.  He  was  Treasurer  for  fourteen 
years.  He  was  most  energetic  in  his  work  and  beloved  by 
every  member  of  the  Association.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  Chairman  said  he  was  very  glad  to  hear  the  re- 
marks of  Mr.  Matthews  and  Mr.  Turner.  He  had  known 
Mr.  Stroud  for  many  years  and  had  a  great  esteem  for-  h'm 
Mr.  Stroud  was  a  very  genial  and  happy-minded  man,  and 
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industrious  and  strenuous,  not  only  on  behalf  of  the  local 
Association,  but  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Uritain,  of  which  he  was  local  secretary  for  a  number  of 
years. 

The  motion  was  passed,  and  the  Chairman  said  that  a 
letter  would  be  forwarded  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  E. 
Boorne). 

The  Stamped-medicine  Regulations. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Matthews  in  introducing  this  subject  sub- 
mitted points   and    principles   of   the    law  relating  to 
the  sale  of  the  stamped  medicines  with  which  they  had 
specially  to  concern  themselves  at  the  present  juncture. 
He  said  that  the  law  first  passed  (1783)  relating  to  the  sale 
of  medicines  was  aimed  at  individuals,  and  made  it  necessary 
for  all  persons  uttering  or  vending  medicines  (except  those 
who  had  passed  a  regular  apprenticeship  to  a  surgeon, 
apothecary,  druggist,  or  chemist)  to  take  out  a  licence 
aenually.    The  licence  cost  20s.    This  law  was  soon  super- 
seded (1785)  by  a  new  Act,  imposing  a  duty  on  certain 
medicines  vended,  and  required  persons  uttering  or  vending 
dutiable  medicines  to  take  out  a  licence  annually.  Further 
legislation  followed  at  different  dates.    With  the  Acts  they 
were  all  more  or  less  familiar,  but  most  of  them  required  to 
modify  their  ideas  with  regard  to  the  interpretation  of  the 
law,  in  view  of  the  important  alterations  in  its  administra- 
tion which  the  1903  decisions  would  bring  into  force  on 
January  1,  19J4.    It  was  not  a  question  of  new  law,  but 
of  different  interpretation  of  the  existing  law.    The  most 
important  point  for  them  to  study  was  the  new  way  in  which 
medicines  would  become  duitable ;  after  that  they  would 
consider  the  conditions  under  which  they  could  discontinue  to 
stamp  medicines  which  they  had  been  accustomed  to  regard 
-as  liable  to  duty.     On  January  1,  1904,  the  mere  use  of 
ailment-names  such  as  "  cough-mixtures  "  in  connection  with 
any  medicine  will  make  that  medicine  liable  to  stamp-duty 
unless  the  composition  of  the  remedy  is  disclosed  and  the 
rrelicine  sold  by  a  qualified  person.    As  to  ailment-names, 
it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  very  carefully  examine 
their  stock  of  labels,  and  wherever  the  article  became  liable 
either  to  disclose  the  formula  or  stamp  the  preparation.  With 
reference  to  theirgains  under  the  new  interpretation,  he  pointed 
out  that  there  is  a  long  list  of  drugs  exempt  from  duty.  He 
said  that  many  mixtures  of  drugs  thus  scheduled  had  been 
"unnecessarily  stamped  in  the  past,  and  chemists  might  take 
advantage  of  these  exemptions.    Chemists  who  intended  to 
take  advantage  of  the  special  exemptions  in  their  favour 
must  be  careful  to  avoid  making  the  medicine  dutiable  in 
any  other  way.    Mr.  Matthews  further  noted  the  primary 
conditions  on  which  a  medicine  comes  within  the  scope  of 
the  duty.    He  proposed  that  chemists  should  make  a  full 
«se  of  the  exemption  provided  with  regard  to  ailment-named 
medicines,  being  careful  either  to  disclose  the  formula  or 
to  stamp  it.    Further,  they  should  make  full  use  of  the 
exemption  of  pharmacopoe.ial  preparations  to  recommend 
these  particularly  to  the  exclusion  of  stamped  nostrums, 
which  were  and  always  had  been  the  bane  of  medical 
practice  and  a  disgrace  to  themselves  as  a  body,  in  that  they 
had  been  obliged  to  distribute  them.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Matthews  handed  round  a  number  of  labels  to 
illustrate  points  he  had  raised,  showing  where  they  made 
preparations  dutiable.  Attention  was  thus  directed  to 
points  in  the  general  charge  of  duty. 

Mr.  G.  T.  Turner  said  that  in  all  the  American  prepara- 
tions the  action  of  Somerset  House  seemed  to  have  been 
anticipated. 

Mr.  Matthews  replied  that  he  thought  the  ideas  that  had 
filtared  into  Somerset  House  had  been  in  the  air  for  some 
little  time. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Plumley  said  he  was  inclined  to  thank  the  Inland 
Revenue  officers  for  laying  down  the  law,  so  that  chemists 
began  to  know  where  they  were.  For  years  they  did  not, 
and  blunders  had  been  made  in  stamping. 

The  Chairman  said  that  they  were  indebted  to  Mr. 
Matthews  for  the  lucidity  with  which  he  had  dealt  with  the 
subject,  and  for  the  information  he  had  given  them  on  a 
variety  of  new  points.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  TrjENEB  argued  that  the  line  of  demarcation  ought  to 
be  clearly  defined.  He  said  that  they  could  not  accept 
anything  as  settled  at  present.  From  time  to  time  they  saw 
concessions  announced  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 


and  other  papers,  and  they  might  yet  have  to  still  further 
modify  their  ideas.  There  ought  to  be  after  all  this  agita- 
tion from  Somerset  House  a  period  of  grace  in  which 
chemists  would  have  time  to  overhaul  the  whole  of  their 
old  stock-labels  and  get  them  into  line ;  and  they  might 
refrain  for  three  or  six  months  from  pouncing  on  chemists  for 
anything  which  might  not  agree  with  Somerset  House  ideas. 
Chemists  ought  to  get  a  well-defined  schedule  published  in 
their  trade  journals  as  an  illustration  to  help  many  men. 
At  present  chemists  were  very  excited,  and  they  did  not 
know  where  they  were  to-day. 

Mr.  Plumley  agreed  with  Mr.  Turner's  suggestion  as  to 
three  months'  grace. 

The  Chairman  conveyed  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  to 
Mr.  Matthews  for  his  address. 

Mr.  Matthews,  in  his  reply,  said  that  Somerset  Hou.ce 
had  behaved  very  decently  in  cases  of  inadvertence  The 
time  of  grace  had  been  twice  extended  already. 

Mr.  Boorne  said  that  he  did  not  think  they  would  get  a 
further  extension  of  time. 

Mr.  Cooper  (Weston-super-Mare)  said  the  difficulty  was 
that  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  were  continually 
changing  their  minds.  Let  them  make  up  their  minds  and 
then  give  three  months'  grace. 

No  resolution  was  passed  on  the  point,  and,  after  further 
discussion,  the  meeting  terminated. 


School  of  Pharmacy  Students'  Association. 

The  first  sessional  meeting  was  held  in  the  Lecture  Theatre, 
Bloomsbury  Square,  on  Friday,  November  6.  Professor  H.  G. 
Greenish  presided,  and  called  upon  Mr.  Harold  Wilson, 
B.Sc,  to  deliver  his  address  upon  the  dispensing  of  resinous 
tinctures.  In  a  very  interesting  and  practical  manner  Mr. 
Wilson  put  forward  the  various  methods  which  may  be 
adopted,  and  also  gave  a  detailed  account  of  the  experiments 
which  he  had  previously  made,  specialising  those  methods 
which  he  found  by  experiment  to  yield  the  most  stable  and 
elegant  preparations.  Professor  Greenish  initiated  a  dis- 
cussion, in  which  Messrs.  Robinson,  Paterson,  Finnemore, 
Wallis,  and  Perredes  joined.  Apart  from  thanks  this  was 
all  the  business. 


Newcastle  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Hotel  Metropole,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  on  Wednesday  evening,  November  11,  at  8  30,  Mr. 
George  Foggan  (President)  in  the  chair.  Routine  business 
disposed  of,  Mr.  Barry  Noble  presented  to  a  full  meeting 
a  report  by  a  small  committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
whole  question  of 

Stamped  Medicines. 

The  committee  were  quite  of  opinion  that  nothing  new 
could  be  adduced,  but  they  desired  to  place  concisely  before 
the  meeting  the  state  of  matters  regarding  the  stamp-duties 
question  as  set  forth  week  by  week  in  the  pharmaceutical 
Press.    Their  findings,  in  brief,  were  :  — 

(1)  The  medicine  stamp  duty  is  the  greatest  blessing  the 
qualified  chemist  could  have. 

(2)  The  authorities  have  recognised  the  rights  of  registered 
chemists  in  their  concessions. 

(3)  It  is  made  clear  that  registered  chemists  and  their  assistants, 
whether  qualified  or  not,  can  sell  and  recommend  articles  for  the 
prevention  or  cure  of  ailments,  provided  (a)  the  names  of  the 
chief  ingredients  are  given  on  the  labels,  (6)  reference  is  given  to 
some  recognised  authority. 

(4)  A  formula  or  proprietary  article  once  liable  is  always  liable. 

(5)  Unqualified  traders  cannot  sell  small  quantities  of  cough- 
mixture,  antibilious  pills,  &c,  without  a  stamp. 

(6)  Standard  adventitious  collections  of  formulas  are  duly 
recognised — e.g.,  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  "  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas,"  Squire's  "  Companion,"  Martindale's 
"  Pharmacopoeia,"  &c. 

(7)  The  unqualified  trader  has  had  a  certain  concession  made 
him,  inasmuch  as  labels  such  as  "  Stomach-pills  "  may  be  sold 
without  a  stamp. 

Summarised  :  The  registered  chemist  has  in  every  way  the  best 
of  it  over  the  new  interpretation  of  the  law. 

A  lively  discussion  ensued,  in  which  the  committee's 
report  was  generally  endorsed.  The  President  thought 
more  use  should  be  made  of  common  drug-names  instead  of 
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coining  fancy  titles  for  elixirs  and  whatnots.  Mr.  Clague 
pointed  out  that  Dr.  Bow's  liniment  stood  on  all  fours  with 
chlorodyne  (now  exempt,  unless  proprietary  rights  are 
claimed).  The  original  article  was  prescribed  by  Dr.  Bow, 
a  medical  practitioner  of  Alnwick,  who  was  in  the  habit  of 
writing  prescriptions  to  his  patients,  and  copies  of  which 
prescriptions  were  to  be  found  in  the  recipe-books  of  a  score  of 
the  old-established  dispensing  firms  in  the  North  of  England. 
The  preparation  was  sold  in  "smalls"  as  an  open  remedy 
long  before  the  article  was  put  on  the  market  as  a  pro- 
prietary by  the  son  of  the  original  Dr.  Bow.  Mr.  Clague 
further  suggested  that  this  article  should  be  taken  up  by  the 
association  with  the  revenue  authorities  with  a  view  to 
getting  exemption  as  in  the  case  of  chlorodyne.  Messrs. 
Gibson,  Weight,  Merson,  Pattinson,  Kersb,  and  oth<  rs 
contributed  to  the  discussion,  and  the  report  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr.  C.  Ridley  moved  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that 
This  meeting  deprecates  any  effort  to  procure  the  abolition  of 
the  medicine  stamp  duties. 

Mr.  Clague  supported,  saying  that  the  predominant 
note  in  the  previous  report  was  that  registered  men  had  by 
far  the  best  of  the  bargain.  Did  they  wish  to  give  it  away  1 
If  not,  stick  to  the  continuance  of  the  stamp-duty,  even  if 
the  patent-medicine  licence  were  to  be  increased  to  a  much 
larger  fee  than  5s.  as  at  present.    Carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Clague  moved 

That  this  Association  recognises  the  fairness  with  which  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  are  endeavouring  to  interpret  the  Act 
in  fixing  the  liability  to  medicine  stamp  duty. 

He  instanced  personal  cases  in  which  the  authorities  had 
acted  in  a  reasonable  and  conciliatory  manner,  and  he 
thought  that  all  fair-minded  men  must  recognise  that  the 
Board  administer  fairly  a  very  difficult  statute.  Mr.  Ridley 
supported.  Mr.  Gibson  was  rather  doubtful  as  to  whether 
it  was  wise  to  send  the  resolution  at  this  stage.  He  quite 
endorsed  Mr.  Clague's  remarks,  but  thought  the  resolution 
was  somewhat  premature.  Mr.  Wright  and  Mr.  Wootton 
were  of  similar  opinion.  The  President,  while  warmly 
approving,  was  inclined  to  support  these  gentleman.  Mr. 
Clague  was  unable  to  withdraw  the  resolution  as  was  sug- 
gested, as  he  was  voicing  the  finding  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Association  to  consider  the  whole  question. 
A  lengthy  discussion  ensued,  and  ultimately  the  resolution 
was  unanimously  passed. 

Other  business  (C.O.D.  postal  system,  &c.)  was  unavoid- 
ably crowded  out,  and  a  special  meeting  is  to  be  called  to 
consider  the  subject. 

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on  Wednesday 
evening,  November  11,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  presiding.  After  an 
alteration  of  by-law  No.  4  relating  to  the  admission  of  mem- 
bers, which  places  the  election  in  the  hands  of  the  Council, 
Mr.  W.  Kirkby  delivered  a  lecture  on 

Old  Manchester,  and  Some  Old  Manchester 
Pharmacists. 

He  said  the  most  interesting  period  in  the  history  of 
Manchester  was  the  end  of  eighteenth  and  the  beginning  of 
the  nineteenth  centuries.  In  1821  an  Act  was  passed  to 
widen  Market  Street  21  yards,  and  other  streets  and  ap- 
proaches were  widened  at  the  same  time.  The  improvements 
were  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £232,C00.  In  1836  Market 
Street  was  a  spacious  street,  as  the  meeting  saw  by  nine 
lantern  views  of  it  and  its  approaches. 

In  1826  a  book  was  published  containing  "Rules  respect- 
ing the  closing  of  s-hops  of  the  apothecaries,  chemists  and 
druggists  of  Manchester  and  Salford."  Rule  1  was  as 
follows  : — 

That  our  shops  be  closed  throughout  the  year  at  nine  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  Saturdays  excepted,  when  they  shall  be  closed  at 
eleven  o'clock,  and  that  not  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  be 
allowed  for  shutting  up  under  any  consideration  whatever. 

(2)  That  our  shops  be  closed  on  Sundays  during  Divine  service, 
and  open  for  the  rest  of  the  day  for  the  sale  of  medicines  also. 

1  he  book  proceeded  : 

The  adoption  of  the  preceding  regulations  for  the  closing  of 
our  shops  having  led  to  the  consideration  of  the  advantages  that 
would  result  from  a  uniformity  in  the  retail  price  of  drugs,  we  are 


of  opinion  that  whatever  tends  to  give  respectability  to  a  trade  so 
intimately  connected  with  health  as  that  of  a  druggist,  is  of  no 
leas  importance  to  the  public  than  to  ourselves  ;  that  in  medicines, 
when  the  quality  is  prescribed  according  to  the  price,  it  would 
materially  conduce  to  uniformity  in  dosea  to  have  some  standard 
of  reference  by  which  we  might  be  guided  as  to  the  prices  of  such 
articles ;  and  that  a  general  agreement  in  prices  would  lead  to  a 
greater  certainty  of  quality. 

There  were  13  rules  as  to  prices,  &c,  from  which  they 
learnt  that  infraction  of  the  rules  involved  a  penalty  of  5;. 
(Laughter.)  The  committee  consisted  of  a  president, 
secretary,  and  10  others.  Members  paid  an  entrance  fee  of 
2  guineas. 

Manchester  was  incorporated  in  1838,  and  in  1844  an  Act 
was  passed  for  the  good  government  of  the  borough. 

Mr.  Kirkby  quoted  a  list  of  druggists  from  the  Man- 
chester Directory  of  1829,  six  of  whom  were  in  Market  Street 
and  five  in  Piccadilly. 

The  1842  list  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  read  :  John  Dalton  was  an  hon.  member.  The  members 
were :  Robert  Barker,  George  Dawson,  William  Darling, 
Thomas  Jackson,  Francis  Mayhorn,  John  Mottershead  (presi- 
dent), John  Pickup,  Thomas  Roberts,  and  James  Woolley. 

Mr.  Kirkby  followed  this  list  with  pithy  biographical 
sketches  of  John  Mottershead,  Thomas  Standring,  Henry 
Richard  Smith  Jewsbury,  George  Dawson,  James  Woolley, 
Josiah  Thomas  Slugg,  William  Scott  Brown,  Thomas 
Ransome,  William  Wilkinson,  John  Pickup,  James  Hart, 
F.  B.  Benger,  Robert  Hampson,  and  George  S.  Woolley,  the 
President  of  the  Association  now  in  office. 

Mr.  Jas.  Woolley  was  born  at  Dukinfield  in  1811.  At 
16  years  of  age  he  was  apprenticed  to  Samuel  Dean,  of 
4  Piccadilly.  After  his  apprenticeship  he  entered  the 
University  of  Edinburgh.  In  September  1833  he  opened  a 
chemist's  shop  in  King  Street,  and  in  1844  bought  the  busi- 
ness at  34  Market  Street,  which  had  previously  been  carried 
on  by  R.  H.  Hargreaves.  For  six  years  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Town  Council.  For  about  25  years  he  was  a  director  of 
the  Mechanics'  Institution,  and  held  at  various  times  all  the 
honorary  offices  upon  its  board  ;  and,  in  the  words  of  the 
report  of  that  Institution  for  1858,  "  had  aided  by  his  judg- 
ment, no  less  than  by  his  zeal,  in  securing  for  the  Institution 
the  respect  in  which  it  was  held  in  the  city."  His  interest 
in  professional  pharmacy  was  intense.  With  Dawson  and 
Standring  he  was  associated  in  securing  the  establishment 
of  a  School  of  Pharmacy  in  connection  with  the  Medical 
School.  In  that  school  in  1843  there  were  between  40  and 
50  students.  In  1854  he  was  a  lecturer,  with  Calveit,  to 
pharmacy  students,  and  in  the  following  year  was  elected 
President  of  the  newly-formed  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  It  was  worthy  of  remark  that  at  the  meeting 
at  which  James  Woolley  gave  the  inaugural  address,  his  son, 
Geo.  Woolley,  received  the  botanical  prize  from  Mr.  Leo. 
Grindon.  Mr.  Jas.  Woolley  was  a  fine  scholar,  and 
gave  many  learned  addresses  on  a  variety  of  sub- 
jects connected  with  pharmacy.  In  his  lecture  on  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  before  the  Manchester  Chemists'  Con- 
versational Society  in  1854,  he  made  certain  remarks 
which  revealed  him  as  a  man  greatly  in  advance  of  his  time. 
For  instance,  he  mentioned  that  concentrated  effusions  "are 
not  yet  incorporated  with  the  natural  formulas."  He  argued 
in  favour  of  a  percentage  arrangement  of  formulas.  "  In 
short,"  he  said,  "  let  the  components  be  given  so  as  to  form 
100  parts  of  the  compounds,  the  figures  opposite  each 
ingredient  representing  the  percentage,  and  how  simple  the 
constitution  of  our  Pharmacopteia  becomes."  At  that  meet- 
ing, also,  "  the  decimal  scale  was  generally  approved."  Mr. 
Kirkby  also  referred  to  an  address  by  Mr.  Woolley  in  1842 
on  "  The  present  state  of  Pharmacy  in  Great  Britain."  In 
the  course  of  this  Mr.  Woolley  demonstrated,  by  the  exhibi- 
tion of  specimens,  the  extent  to  which  inferior  and  adulterated 
drugs  were  circulated  in  the  market,  and  advocated  the 
reform  of  the  abuse  by  means  of  information  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  detecting  frauds  of  this  description. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Kirkby's  lecture  the  President  said 
he  had  never  listened  to  an  address  with  greater  pleasure. 
It  called  back  many  memories.  He  moved  a  vote  of  thanks, 
which  was  at  once  carried  with  acclamation.  Besides  some 
references  to  past  pharmaceutical  worthies  by  the  President, 
other  recollections  were  given  by  Mr.  R.  Bardsley  (Jewsbury 
&  Brown),  and  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Johnstone  (J.  S.  Woolley,  Sons 
&  Co.).

Wherefor  a  "  Piff-piff, 
whirr-r-r-r,  rattle-attle-attle,"  on  other  days  unheard,  echoed  up 
to  our  window,  arid  was  followed  a  few  seconds  later  by  a  com- 
manding figure,  which  had  escaped  the  relaxed  vigilance  of  the 
first  floor.  The  office  was  closed  at  11.30  a.m.  The  Lord  Major 
happens  to  be  a  fellow-townsman  of  some  of  our  staff ;  but  that 
has  little  to  do  with  the  closing  or  the  entry  of  the  commanding: 
motorist. 

"  Have  you  seen  that  ?  "  he  asked  U3. 

"  That  "  was  this  :  "  Medical  men  and  others,  as  chaffeur  to. — 
Advertiser,  nine  years'  experience  in  drug-trade,  now  thoroughly 
learnt  motor-engineering,  certificated  driver,  seeks  engagement, 
driven  Panhard,  Charron,  Star,  Brush,  cfcc.,  highest  recommenda- 
tions.   Apply,  &c." 

"  Think  of  it !  "  he  said,  as  we  calmly  read  the  advertisement- 
"  Isn't  it  a  nice  way  to  utilise  the  Minor  man's  ability  ?  Boyle's- 
law  and  a  soda-water  bottle !  Piff !  Give  me  the  chap  that'll 
apply  it  to  the  mechanism  of  my  motor.    I'll  give  him— — " 

"  Well,  what  will  you  give  him  ?  " 

"As  a  town  traveller  I  drive  my  own;  but  a  good  chaf- 
feur is  worth  150?.  a  year  any  day,  and  it's  a  softer  billet 
than  standing  behind  the  counter  fourteen  hours  a  day,  with  an 
occasional  diversion  towards  vittles  that  are  no;  on  the  oiher  side 
of  the  table.    I've  wondered  where  they've  all  been  going  to." 

"The  vittles?" 

"  No,  the  chemists'  assistants.  I  can't  get  them  for  my 
customers." 

"  Perhaps  you've  given  some  a  little  drive  into  the  country  on 
half-holidays  and  smitten  them." 

"  No  fear ;  there's  no  half-holiday  on  my  round.  I  tell  you,  Mr- 
Editor,  you'll  need  to  make  it  hot  for  them  about  the  Minor.  We 
don't  want  Boyle's  law  if  it's  going  to  make  the  fellows  chaffeurs. 
We  want  them  to  roll  pills  and  sell  patents,  and  Parliament  never- 
intended  the  Minor  certificate  to  be  accepted  by  the  Automobile 
Club.  Give  it 'em  hot.  Eh?  'Procession  coming  up  Cannons 
Street,'  and  I've  no  chaffeur  !  " 

With  this  the  motorist  strode  out  at  a  paoe  equal  to  pharma- 
ceutical evolution,  and  we  were  left  to  ponder  on  the  possibilities 
involved  in  his  parting  suggestion  that  a  chaffeur  is  not  above 
oleum  palmos  in  other  forms  than  pemiy  pomatum.

The  Parliamentary  Issue 

was  squarely  presented  at  the  Shef- 
field dinner,  reported  last  week,  in  the  speeches  of  Mr. 
Newsholme  and  Mr.  Batty  Langley,  M.P.  Oar  antagonist 
himself  states  our  case.  There  are  only  two  kinds  of  protec- 
tion, he  says,  which  we  have  a  right  to  look  for  from  the 
House  of  Commons  :  protection  of  the  public  interests,  and 
protection  of  fair  and  honourable  competition.  If  our 
project  of  law  asks  for  anything  more  than  is  covered  by 
Mr.  Batty  Langley's  own  contention,  it  deserves  all  the 
anathemas  which  he  and  his  friends  in  Parliament  and  out 
of  it  can  compile. 

The  One  Question 

which  we  are  putting  to  the  Legislature  is, 
Shall  company  pharmacists  be  subject  to  the  same  law  as 
individual  pharmacists?  If  they  are  to  be  specially  privi- 
leged as  they  are  now,  where  is  the  "  fair  and  honourable 
•competition  1 "  No  one,  as  Mr.  Newsholme  hinted,  asks 
Parliament  to  prevent  Mr.  Langley's  friends  from  selling 
for  9d.  what  chemists  sell  for  2s. — if  they  can,  and  if  they 
want  to.  The  employment  of  that  ancient  red-herring  in 
•the  controversy  is  an  indication  of  the  difficulty  of  meeting 
•our  case  squarely.  Sympathy  with  pharmacists  and  friendly 
feelings  towards  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  all  very  well ; 
it  is  comforting  to  know  that,  like  the  November  sun,  they 
are  there,  but  we  do  not  reckon  on  them.  All  we  are  de- 
manding just  now  is  simple  justice,  and  I  am  glad  to  see 
the  ex-President  declaring  that  we  mean  to  go  on  demanding 
that,  session  after  session,  till  we  get  it. 

Thirteen  Lady  Students 

at  the  Bloomsbury  School  of  Phar- 
macy create,  I  suppose,  a  record.    They  will  all  pass  the 
examination,  too,  if  they  are  aiming  at  it ;   they  all  do. 
There  is  no  70  per  cent,  of  failures  among  lady  candi- 
dates.    The    invasion    of    pharmacy    by    women  began 
almost  a  generation  ago,  and  so  far  it  has  not  had  much 
■effect  on  the  general  business.     A  considerable  number 
of  lady  dispensers  are  employed  in  institutions  and  in  the 
private  dispensaries  of  medical  men ;  but  women  have  hardly 
■secured  any  footing  in  open  shops  either  as  principals  or 
assistants.    There  are  signs,  however,  that  girls  of  the  new 
.generation  are  more  in  earnest,  and  the  next  twenty  years 
may  mark  a  considerable  difference.     The  most  serious 
aspect  of  this  eventuality  is  that  women,  as  a  rule,  can 
afford  to  work  for  less  remuneration  than  men.  Generally 
they  have  only  themselves— and  in  some  cases  only  their  own 
pocket-money — to  think  of.    The  school  professors  may  well 
be  proud  of  their  ladies'  class,  but  their  male  descendants 
are  doomed.    In  all  subjects  women  have  proved  themselves 
to  be  cleverer  teachers  than  men,  and  they  will  assuredly 
gradually  usurp  the  demonstratorships,  and  ultimately  the 
professorships,  in  most  of  our  schools. 

The  Hull  Report 

is  especially  interesting  among  the  last 
week's  record  of  the  proceedings  of  chemists'  associations. 
The  members  of  the  Hull  Chemists'  Association,  I  gather, 
are  trying  a  very  important  experiment.  "  It  was  desired," 
says  the  rep  art,  "to  add  another  popular  infants'  food,  in 
addition  to  Allenbury's,  to  the  list  of  proprietaries  already 
stocked  by  members."  This  must  mean,  then,  that  certain 
proprietaries  which  yield  no  profit  are  being  boycotted.  I> 
for  one,  cordially  sympathise  with  this  movement.  We  are 
under  no  obligation  to  give  shop-room  to  an  article  which 


costs  Is.  4fZ.  per  dozen,  and  sells  at  each,  however  good 
it  may  be.  The  only  question  is  how  the  scheme  works  out 
in  actual  practice.  Hull  is  a  large  city,  and  there  is  no 
chance  of  unanimous  action.  The  things  will  still  be  sold 
there,  but  the  customer  who  gets  the  simple  answer,  "  Don't 
keep  it "  in  half  a  dozen  pharmacies  will  begin  to  lose  his 
faith  in  it.  The  associated  chemists  will  not  lose  much  by 
changing  a  one-eyed  horse  for  a  blind  one,  unless  they  lose 
indirectly.  Perhaps  we  may  hear  more  of  this  experiment 
later. 

The  Value  of  a  Pound 

depends  on  what  it  will  buy.  This 
consideration  is  emphasised  by  a  remarkable  report  recently 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  entitled  "  Wholesale  and  Retail 
Prices,"  which  has  not  yet  attracted  the  attention  it  deserves. 
The  volume,  which  consists  of  450  pages  of  tables  and 
diagrams,  has  been  compiled  by  Mr.  Llewellyn  Smith,  then 
Deputy-Controller,  now  Controller,  of  the  Board's  statistical 
department.  It  aims  to  ascertain  by  scientific  methods  the 
cost  of  living  now  in  this  country  as  compared  with  previous 
periods  in  the  past  century,  and  the  method  of  inquiry  is  in 
itself  of  great  interest. 

The  Varying  Costs 

of  forty-five  leading  articles  have  been 
collected  from  all  sorts  of  sources,  and  to  each  is  assigned 
its  proportionate  position  in  the  average  individual's  budget. 
Pig  iron,  for  example,  is  one  of  the  articles.    You  may  not 
buy  much  p:g  iron,  but  you  travel  on  a  railway,  the  cost  of 
making  and  running  which  depends  to  some  extent  on  the 
price  of  pig  iron,  as  do  also  your  pokers  and  fenders,  and  the 
steel  spring  in  your  watch.    You  are  thus  responsible  for  a 
certain  demand  for  pig  iron,  perhaps  more,  perhaps  less, 
than  the  average.    So  with  coal,  corn,  meat,  eggs,  milk, 
textile?,  petroleum,  beer,  and  tobacco.    These  and  the  rest 
of  the  forty-five  things  go  to  make  up  your  expenditure.  On 
this  basis,  therefore,  sets  of  "  index  numbers "  have  been 
compiled,  and  these  are  applied  year  by  year.    The  results 
are  very  astonishing.    We  have  been  getting  most  of  our 
necessaries  and  many  of  our  luxuries  cheaper  so  gradually 
that  we  are  scarcely  aware  of  how  much  more  valuable  our 
pounds  are  now  than  they  were  a  generation  ago.    One  of 
Mr.  Smith's  tables  compares  1871  with  1902.     The  index 
numbers  show  that,  reckoning  prices  in  1871  at  100,  coal  and 
metals  in  1902  were  114  9.    This  is  the  only  general  division 
which  shows  an  advance,  and  it  is  largely  due  to  the  price  of 
coals.    On  the  same  basis  textiles  in  1902  were  65,  corn  63  7, 
meat,  fish,  and  dairy  produce  94  4  (beef  was  exceptionally 
dear  in  1902),  sugar,  tea,  wine,  and  tobacco  461,  and  mis- 
cellaneous things  (comprising  bricks,  petroleum,  oils,  hides, 
guttapercha,  &c.)  69  2,  all  as  compared  with  100  in  1871. 
The  general  result  is  that  11.  now  is  as  good  as  25s.  was 
thirty  years  ago.    From  this  calculation,  however,  it  must  be 
noted  that  all  professional  services  are  excluded. 

Four  Thousand  Formulas 

to  be  published  in  the  coming 
C.  §  B.  Diary !  And  these  not  a  mere  collection  from 
published  books,  in  which  they  are  everlastingly  going  the 
rounds,  but  the  cherished  private  recipes  from  hundreds  of 
chemists'  desks.  Perhaps  those  old  manuscript  books  are 
not  treasured  now  as  they  were  in  my  young  days.  Editors 
have  damaged  the  sanctity  of  the  secret  formula  by  tellirg 
all  about  it  in  an  "answer  to  a  correspondent."  My  old 
governor,  whose  recipes  had  come  to  him  from  his  father, 
used  to  keep  them  locked  up  in  his  safe,  and  for  certain  of 
the  more  precious  of  them  he  would  creep  out  to  the  ware- 
house at  meal-times,  and  with  his  own  hands  add  certain 
ingredients  to  the  compounds  which  the  juniors  were 
mixing.  He  died  many  years  ago,  but  he  would  have  died 
earlier  if  it  had  ever  been  even  suggested  to  him  that  he 
should  for  any  reason  send  1  ii  old  Vedas  to  be  published  in 
The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary.

Foreign  Medicines  in  Spain. 

"  El  Kestadrador  Farmaceutica  "  says  that  the  Spanish 
treasury  is  beiDg  robbed  regularly  of  large  sums  of  money 
to  the  benefit  of  foreign-medicine  vendors,  or,  as  it  [should 
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properly  be  put,  to  the  Spanish  vendors  of  imported  foreign 
medicines.  The  existing  Spanish  law  only  authorises  the 
entry  into  the  country  of  a  small  number  of  products  which 
have  to  pay  duties,  and  they  have,  further,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Royal  Academy  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  of  Madrid 
before  they  can  be  admitted.  In  spite  of  this,  the  market 
is  invaded  by  all  manner  of  mixtures,  and  against  all  law 
and  regulations  the  specifics  are  made  in  Spain,  the  manu- 
facturers taking  advantage  of  the  immunity  they  have  so 
long  enjoyed.  After  this  statement  the  following  table  is 
given,  showing  a  list  of  goods,  with  the  units  in  the  first 
column,  the  corresponding  duty  in  the  second,  the  estimated 
sale  of  such  units  in  Spain,  and  in  the  last  column  is  the 
estimated  amount  by  which  the  revenue  is  said  to  be 
defrauded,  the  total  being  4,403,000  pesetas  (176  O00Z.)  :

The  writer  of  the  article  believes  that  the  estimated  sales  are 
under  rather  than  over  the  truth.  The  list  makes  no  pretence 
to  being  complete.  A  typical  case  is  given  where  a  certain 
fpecific  carries  a  certain  name,  but  there  is  no  record  of  the 
manufacturer  haviDg  paid  any  duties  whatever.  It  is  not 
stated  how  the  goods  have  got  on  to  the  market  after  having 
been  made  in  Spain  ;  but  our  contemporary  "  presumes  that 
the  foreign  makers  are  in  league  with  local  pharmacists, 
who  make  up  the  medicines  according  to  formula,  bottle  and 
label  in  the  country,  and  so  escape  the  duty  payable  on  such  if 
imported."  This  is  rather  a  lame  conclusion,  if  we  may 
judge  from  Scott's  emulsion  alone,  which  has  been  made  in 
Spain  by  Scott  &  Bowne  for  fifteen  years.  Can  it  be  that 
fiscalitis  is  contagious,  and  has  travelled  to  the  Peninsula? 


The  "Tabloid"  Case. 

If  we  may  judge  from  correspondence  we  have  received  this 
week,  there  is  great  interest  throughout  the  drug-trade  in 
this  country  regarding  the  trade-mark  action  Wellcome  v. 
Thompson  &  Capper,  the  hearing  of  which  was  to  have  com- 
menced before  Mr.  Justice  Byrne  on  Monday,  but  has  been 
postponed  owing  to  the  lamentable  death  of  Mr.  I.  C. 
Thompson,  F.L.S.,  principal  of  the  defendant  firm.  As  will 
be  seen  from  the  report  on  page  815  it  was  suggested  that 
the  case  should  be  postponed  until  the  next  term  of  sittings, 
but  we  understand  that  no  further  delay  is  expected,  and 
the  hearing  will  proceed  forthwith.  Into  the  merits  of  the 
case  we  cannot  enter,  and  we  commend  this  attitude  to  all 
who  have  not  been  called  as  witnesses.  Our  present  refer- 
ence is  solely  based  upon  the  statement  made  in  court  last 
Saturday  when  certain  trade-marks  were  mentioned.  We 
subjoin  particulars  of  these,  which  are  trade-marks  re- 


gistered by  or  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Well:ome 
&  Co. 

38.154.  The  word  Tabloid  in  Class  3  (chemical  substances  not 
included  in  Class  1  used  in  medicine  and  pharmacy) 
entered  on  the  Trade-marks  Register,  July,  1834. 

36.155.  The  word  Tabloid  in  Class  42  (preparations  of  food  for 
human  use)  entered  same  time  as  36,154. 

42.378.  The  word  Tabloids  on  the  lid  of  a  small  tin  box  in 
Class  3  entered  May,  1885. 

42.379.  The  word  Tabloids  as  above  in  Class  43  entered  same 
time  as  42,378. 

225.812.  The  word  Tabloid  for  all  goods  in  Class  1.  [This  and  the 
following  four  marks  were  entered  on  the  Trade-marks 
Register  in  February,  1900.] 

225.813.  Same  for  all  goods  in  Class  3. 

225.814.  Same  for  all  goods  in  Class  39  (paper,  stationery,  and 
bookbinding). 

225.815.  Same  for  all  goods  in  Class  44  (mineral  and  ai:rated 
waters,  natural  and  artificial). 

225.816.  Same  for  all  goods  in  Class  48  (perfumery,  including 
toilet-articles,  preparations  for  the  teeth  and  hair,  and 
perfumed  soaps). 

These  trade-marks  are  the  property  of  Mr.  Wellcome,  the 
plaintiff  in  the  action.  In  some  respects  the  hearing  will 
be  historic,  as  it  is  to  bring  together  an  array  of  witnesses 
whose  names  are  familiar  in  every  pharmacy,  including 
leaders  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  at  least  one  ex- 
President  and  the  President,  who  will  not  be  on  one  side. 
The  medical  profession  will  also  be  represented  by  dis- 
tinguished men. 


United  States  Pharmacopoeia. 

We  are  informed  respecting  the  forthcoming  edition  of 
this  work  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  ha?  arrange  1  a  schedule 
of  rates  governing  the  use  of  the  text  or  parts  of  tb.3  text.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Murray  Gait  Motfcer,  18L5  Belmont 
Avenue,  Washington,  D.C ,  has  authority  to  furnis'a  the 
schedule  and  to  answer  inquiries  upon  this  subject;  and  we 
give  publicity  to  this  notice  as  there  are  people  in  this  country 
who  act  as  if  there  is  no  property  in  Pharmacopoeias. 

The  Sleeping  Sickness. 

An  article  in  the  Times  of  November  7,  on  the  visit  of 
Lieut-Colonel  David  Bruce,  R.A.M.C.,  F.R.S.,  to  Uganda* 
for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  the  sleeping  sickness,  shows 
that  his  investigations  point  to  the  conclusion  that  tie 
sickness  is  caused  by  the  entrance  into  the  blood,  and  thence 
into  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  of  a  species  of  trypanosomi 
(probably  the  Trypanosoma  ganibiense  discovered  by  ForJe 
and  described  by  Dutton),  which  is  transmitted  from  the 
sick  to  the  healthy  by  a  species  of  tsetse  fly  (  Glossina  palpal is) , 
and  by  it  alone.  Thus  sleeping  sickness  is  a  human  tsetse- 
fly  disease,  which  is  so  disastrous  to  horses  in  Africa. 

Malaria  Progress. 

Major  Ronald  Ross,  F.R.S.,  Professor  of  Tropical  Medicine 
at  the  Liverpool  University,  lecturing  before  the  Royal 
Colonial  Institute  on  November  10,  gave  some  striking  figures 
to  show  what  war  against  the  mosquito  has  done  to  cleanse 
some  pest  spots  of  malaria.  At  Havana  in  1930,  the  year 
before  mosquito- work  was  commenced,  there  were  325  deaths 
from  malaria;  in  190 L,  the  first  year  of  mosquito  work,  15L 
deaths;  in  1902,  77  deaths;  and  for  the  first  five  months  of 
1903,  21  deaths.  Owing  to  mosquito  war  at  Lagos,  malaria 
has  lost  its  terrors.  In  the  Hong-Kong  medical  report  for 
1902  it  was  said  that  the  deaths  of  the  Chinese  from  malarial 
fever  ,were  887  in  1900,  541  in  1901,  and  393  in  1902,  thus 
showing  a  reduction  of  over  50  per  cent,  in  malaria.  The 
most  striking  and  rapid  results  have  been  obtained  at 
Ismailia,  on  the  Suez  Canal.  At  the  end  of  1902  Sir  William 
MacGregor  and  Major  Ross  visited  the  place  in  order  to  report 
on  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  the  malaria,  which  had 
long  been  extremely  prevalent  in  the  town.    The  CaDal  Com- 
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pany  maintain  afc  Ismailia  a  very  effective  medical  depart, 
ment,  and  possess  accurate  statistics  extending  over  many 
years;  and  the  campaign  at  Ismaiiia  therefore  promises  to 
be  typical.  In  a  little  over  six  months  after  their  visit  the 
company  reported  that  one  class  of  mosquitoes  had  been 
practically  banished  from  the  town,  and  that  progress  was 
very  satisfactory.  "From  January  1  to  June  30  this  year 
there  were  only  three  cases  of  malarial  fever  in  hospital, 
against  52  for  the  same  period  last  year,  and  throughout 
Ismailia  there  were  559  cases  of  fever  from  January  1  to 
May  30,  1902  (an  average  year),  against  72  for  the  same 
period  this  year.  It  is  more  than  probable,  moreover,  that 
many  of  the  cases  were  relapses  from  previous  infection. 
Bearing  in  view  the  remarkable  diminution  in  malarial  fevers 
that  has  attended  the  present  operations  against  mosquitoes, 
it  is  more  than  probable  that,  when  they  are  completed, 
malarial  fever  will  practically  have  disappeared."  So  wrote 
Major  Penton,  R.A.M.C.,  to  the  lecturer,  who  made  some 
suggestions  for  carrying  out  the  mosquito-termination  cam- 
paign in  other  parts  of  the  world;  but  he  proved  too 
advanced  for  some  of  those  who  spoke  after  the  lecture, 
Sir  F.  Sweetenham,  for  example,  asking  where  the  money  is 
to  come  from.  Sir  Patrick  Mtnson,  who  criticised  the 
machinery  proposed  by  the  lecturer,  stated  that  he  had  only 
that  day  heard  that  in  the  blood  of  a  typhus-fever  patient  a 
parasite  similar  to  the  parasite  of  malaria  had  been  dis- 
covered. He  could  not  vouch  for  the  fact,  but  it  was,  he 
said,  probably  correct. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  British  Medical  Journal,  referring  to  the  Violets  Drug- 
company  matter,  says : 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  matter  to  which  attention  ought 
to  be  directed.  The  Legislature  enacted  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
that  for  the  protection  of  the  public  certain  things  which  it  falls 
to  the  duty  of  the  pharmacist  or  chemist  to  do  shall  only  be  done 
by  persons  who  have  undergone  a  certain  training  and  passed 
certain  lest  examinations,  and  even  these  trained  persons  in 
performing  certain  of  these  acts  must  keep  a  record  in  a  manner 
prescribed  by  the  statutes.  The  Acts  speak  throughout  of  a 
person,  and  in  1880  the  House  of  Lords  decided  on  appeal  that  a 
company  was  not  a  person  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts,  con- 
sequently it  is  held  that  none  of  the  provisions  inserted  in  the 
Act  for  the  protection  of  the  public  apply  to  a  company.  It  is 
rather  extraordinary  that  such  an  anomalous  state  of  things 
should  have  been  permitted  to  continue  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  We  are  informed,  in  response  to  an  inquiry,  that  the 
efforts  to  interest  the  Government  in  the  subject  have  not 
been  relaxed,  and  that  an  endeavour  made  last  Session  met  with 
encouragement,  and  is  believed  to  have  fallen  through  on  account 
of  the  pressure  of  other  business. 

We  hope  this  is  correct.  If  the  Government  take  up  the 
Bill,  or  anything  like  it,  there  will  be  a  chance  of  having 
the  matter  threshed  out.  The  prospect  seems  too  good  to 
be  true. 

"Truth"  and  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist." 

In  this  week's  Truth  some  space  is  devoted  to  a  little 
matter  which  has  passed  between  ourselves  and  the  Ethical 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association — viz ,  the 
reference-list  of  specialists  in  our  Diary.  Truth  says  the 
Editor  of  the  C.  $  B.  was  "  summoned  "  for  publishing  the 
list.  We  cannot  understand  what  has  given  rise  to  that 
idea.  The  Ethical  Committee  have  no  right  or  power  to 
summon  us  or  anybody  else.  What  they  did  was  to  politely 
ask,  through  their  Secretary,  if  our  Editor  would  have  a 
fiiendly  chat  with  them.  We  saw  no  reason  for  not  acced- 
ing to  the  request,  and  had  quite  a  pleasant  and  interesting 
interview  with  the  committee.  The  conclusion  of  Truth's 
article  is  : 

I  wish  the  Ethical  Committee  would  define  for  me  the  ethical 
difference  between  the  publication  of  names  of  specialists  or  con- 
sultants in  The   Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diaby  and  the 
inclusion  of  the  same  names  in  any  professional  book  of  reference,  1 
or  even  in  the  Post- Office  Directory  or  any  similar  lay  publication.  | 


They  would  add  to  the  obligation  if  they  would  explain  at  the 
same  time  why  it  is  an  offence  to  announce  the  days  of  the 
attendance  of  a  practitioner  at  a  hospital,  and  an  innocent  pro- 
ceeding to  publish  his  name  in  the  report,  appeals,  or  advertise- 
ments of  the  same  hospital.  The  truth  is  that  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings of  this  committee  lead  in  each  direction  straight  to  some 
absurdity  or  inconsistency ;  and  the  whole  thing  is  only  an 
illustration  of  the  irreconcilable  conflict  between  the  veto  on  pro- 
fessional advertising  and  the  conditions  of  modern  life. 

As  we  put  similar  arguments  before  the  committee  in 
reference  to  the  names  and  addresses  of  doctors  which  we 
publish  in  the  Diary,  we  ought  to  say  that  the  Truth  article 
is  not  inspired  by  us ;  indeed,  the  matter  involved  is,  from 
our  point  of  view,  of  secondary  importance,  and  the  com- 
mittee perfectly  recognised  that  there  are  two  sides  to  it. 


tfurtber  IRotea  on  tbe  Detection 
of  JPeaet^eytract 

By  A.  Searl,  F.C.S. 

WHILE  the  test  referred  to  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  October  10  (page  619)  for  the  detection 
of  yeast-extract  gives  satisfactory  results  in  cases  of  substi- 
tution of  yeast-extract  for  meat-extract,  or  gross  adulteration 
of  one  with  the  other,  it  is  not  so  suitable  for  the  detection 
of  small  admixtures  of  the  former. 

I  have  now  worked  out  a  method  by  which  one  is  enabled 
to  detect  an  admixture  of  as  little  as  1  per  cent.,  and  this 
may  act  as  an  efficient  corrective  to  the  temptation  which 
dealers  will  feel  to  work  off,  by  degrees,  stocks  o.f  yeast 
extract  masquerading  as  genuine  meat-extract,  which  are 
known  to  have  been  hurriedly  withdrawn  from  the  market 
since  the  test  was  published. 

If  the  sample  gives  doubtful  or  negative  results  by  that 
test,  but  is  still  open  to  suspicion,  take  from  50  gr.  to  100  gr. 
and  dissolve  in  1  dram  or  2  drams  of  water  (according  to 
the  quantity  taken)  ;  add  to  this  sufficient  spirit  (methylated 
will  answer  the  purpose)  to  throw  down  all  that  is  insoluble 
in  alcohol.  After  vigorous  shaking,  separate  the  insoluble 
residue  by  decanting  or  filtering,  dissolve  this  residue  in 
lfoz.  water,  filter,  if  necessary,  and  proceed  as  before.  If 
yeast-extract  is  present  the  characteristic  bluish-white  pre- 
cipitate will  be  thrown  down  on  boiling  with  the  modified 
Fehling's  solution,  and  may  be  collected  and  weighed. 

For  the  information  of  those  who  wish  to  make  experi- 
ments with  this  method,  "  Marmite  "  may  be  regarded  as  a 
typical  yeast-extract,  and  this  is  not  sold  as  a  meat-pre- 
paration.

Trade  Law. 

Nurses'  Negligence. — At  Manchester,  on  November  10,  Mr. 
Justice  Jelf  heard  an  action  brought  by  Mrs.  Hall,  of  Oldham, 
againBt  the  Oldham  Nursing  Association  for  compensation  for 
personal  injuries.  The  plaintiff's  case  was  that  two  nurses,  sent 
to  her  by  the  Association  to  nurse  her  during  and  after  an  opera- 
tion, burnt  her  right  leg  to  the  bone  and  seriously  injured  her 
left  foot  by  the  application  of  hot-water  bottles.  There  was  a 
conflict  of  evidence,  plaintiff's  case  being  that  the  injuries  were 
caused  after  a  surgical  operation,  while  she  was  in  charge  of 
nurses,  and  the  defence  being  that  the  injuries  were  sustained 
during  the  operation.  It  was  contended  that  the  Association, 
which  was  a  charity,  was  not  responsible  for  the  acts  of  its  nurses 
sent  out  on  the  application  of  patients.  The  case  took  two  days, 
and  a  verdict  was  ultimately  given  for  plaintiff,  with  300/. 
damages. 


High  Court  Cases. 

The  Ramsgate  Case. 

iN'our  report  of  Scobbell  v.  Gadd  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Baker 
for  the  plaintiff  was  unfortunately  omitted.  The  purport  of 
his  evidence  as  an  expert  was  that  after  deducting  working- 
expenses  from  the  gross  returns  the  net  profit  remaining  was 
160Z.,  and  not  310Z.  as  stated  to  defendant. 

Wellcome  v.  Thompson  &  Capper. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
Saturday,  November  7,  before  Mr.  Justice  Byrne,  Mr.  A.  J. 
Walter  applied  that  this  case,  and  that  of  "  In  the  matter  of 
the  Trademark,  Nos.  36,154,  36,155,  42,378,  42.379,  225,812- 
3-4-5-6,  and  the  Patent,  Design,  and.  Trade-marks  Acts, 
1888,"  which  had  been  fixed  to  be  heard  together  on  Monday, 
November  9,  stand  out  of  the  list  for  this  sittings,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  death  of  Mr.  Isaac  Cooke  Thompson,  one  of 
the  defendants. 

Mr.  Levett,  K.C.,  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  said  he 
could  not  insist  on  the  case  coming  on  as  fixed,  but  its  post- 
ponement was  extremely  inconvenient  for  both  parties. 
Mr.  Justice  Byrne:  And  for  the  Court. 
Mr.  Walter  pointed  out  that  it  had  not  yet  been  ascer- 
tained who  represented  the  interests  of  Mr.  Thompson. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne  said  when  that  had  been  done,  and  the 
proper  parties  joined,  a  date  of  hearing  might  be  fixed.  He 
suggested  that  the  case  should  stand  over  until  next  sittings, 
with  liberty  to  apply  to  appoint  an  earlier  day. 

Mr.  Levett,  K.C.,  said  that  the  case  was  so  important  to 
his  clients  that  he  would  rather  it  stood  over  for  a  week. 
The  defendants  were  only  one  shop,  and  the  plaintiff's  trade 
was  world-wide. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne  said  it  might  be,  on  consideration,  that 
the  plaintiff  would  consider  he  had  a  right  to  go  against  the 
survivor,  and  directed  that  the  case  was  not  to  be  in  the  list 
before  Monday,  November  16,  when  the  parties  could  let  him 
know  what  arrangement  they  had  come  to.

Fels  and  another  r.  Christopher  Thomas  &  Brothers  (Limited) 
came  before  Lord  Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Romer,  and 
Stirling  in  the  Appeal  Court  on  Monday,  November  9,  on  the 
plaintiffs'  appeal  from  an  order  of  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich. 
This  was  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy 
holding  that  the  sale  of  "  Christopher's  Naptha  Soap  "  is  not 
an  infringement  of  the  rights  of  the  appellants  (C.  &  D., 
April  4,  1900,  page  558). 

Mr.  Ralph  Neville,  K.C.,  on  their  behalf,  reviewed  the 
facts  in  the  case,  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  said 
the  plaintiffs'  article  had  this  peculiarity,  that  it  was 
spelt  in  the  American  way,  naptha,  instead  of  naphtha,  and 
the  respondents  in  the  present  appeal  had  followed  the 
American  style.  There  was  no  suggestion  of  similarity  of 
get-up,  but  plaintiffs'  evidence  showed  that  their  soap 
was  usually  asked  for  by  customers  as  naptha  soap.  It 
contained  benzine,  one  of  a  generic  class  of  naphthas. 
Plaintiffs  alleged  that  defendants' soap  contained  no  naphtha 
at  all,  though  it  was  said  to  contain  small  quantities  of 
naphthaline,  which  was  not  one  of  the  class  of  naphthas  at 


all,  and  in  spite  of  the  similarity  of  name  was  not  chemic- 
ally similar  to  naphtha. 

Their  Lordships,  without  calling  on  the  respondents,  dis- 
miss el  the  appeal.  Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams,  in  giving 
judgment,  said,  apart  from  registration  as  a  trademark,  a 
trader  may  practically  acquire  a  property  in  a  name  which 
is  applied  to  his  goods,  and  that  notwithstanding  that  the 
name  is  not  one  which  he  has  himself  given  to  his  goods, 
but  is  one  which  the  public  has  given  to  them.  When 
once  you  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  some  name 
has  been  given  to  an  article,  which  those  who  use  it  mean 
to  indicate  that  the  article  is  made  by  a  particular  manu- 
facturer, you  must  look  at  the  evidence  to  see  whether  the 
defendant  has  intended  to  pass  off  his  goods  as  those  of  the 
plaintiff.  But  you  must  first  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
plaintiff's  goods  have  become  known  by  the  particular  name. 
His  Lordship  did  not  think  that  had  been  established  in  the 
present  case.  He  did  not  think  the  words  "  naptha-soap  " 
had  come  in  fact  to  be  used  as  indicating  especially  the 
plaintiffs'  soap.  The  plaintiffs  called  their  soap  originally 
•■  Fels'  naptha-soap,"  and  that  was  the  name  they  intended  to 
attribute  to  it.  People  ask  for  naphtha  soap  because  they 
want  soap  with  naphtha  in  it.  The  evidence  was  that 
since  these  other  soaps  had  come  into  the  market,  when 
customers  had  asked  for  naphtha-soap  they  were  asked 
whether  it  was  Thomas's,  Fels',  or  Stevenson's  that  they  re- 
quired, which  showed  conclusively  that  in  the  minds  of  the 
retailers  "  naphtha-soap  "  does  not  apply  exclusively  to  the 
plaintiffs'/article,  and  he  had  no  hesitation  in  finding  that  the 
name  was  not  used  by  the  defendants  for  the  purpose  of 
imitation  of  the  plaintiffs'  soap  with  the  object  of  passing  off 
their  soap  as  the  goods  of  the  plaintiffs. 

Elliman  v.  Sequah. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Farwell,  on  Friday,  November  6,  Mr.  Austen  Cart- 
mell,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  James  Elliman  (carrying  on  business 
as  Elliman  Sons  &  Co.)  moved  for  an  interim  injunction  to 
restrain  "  Father "  Sequah,  and  Madame  Sequah,  his  wife, 
from  "representing,  contrary  to  the  fact,  that  the  defendants 
are  in  possession  of,  and  are  able  to  communicate  the  secret 
recipes  belongingl  to  the  plaintiff,  and  from  which  the 
plaintiff  manufactures  and  sells  the  embrocations  known  as 
'  Elliman's  Universal  Embrocation '  for  human  use,  and 
'  Elliman's  Royal  Embrocation '  for  horses  and  cattle." 
Plaintiff  also  asked  that  the  defendants  should  be  restrained 
from  "  selling,  or  advertising,  or  representing  any  recipe  as 
being  a  recipe"  for  any  of  plaintiff's  embrocations,  or  from 
"using  the  name  'Elliman'  in  connection  with  any  recipe 
for  the  manufacture  of  embrocation  or  liniment."  Mr. 
Justice  Farwell,  after  hearing  counsel,  said  it  seemed  to  be 
a  clear  case,  and  granted  the  interim  injunction. 


Dentists  Act. 

The  Position  of  Companies. 

The  Limerick  dental  case,  O'Duffy  v.  Jaffe,  Surgeon-Dentists 
(Limited),  reported  in  the  C.  D.,  June  6  and  13,  came 
up  on  November  5  and  6,  in  the  King's  Bench  Division,  before 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  (Lord  O'Brien),  Mr.  Justice  Gibson, 
Mr.  Justice  Madden,  and  Mr.  Justice  Boyd.  Counsel  for  the 
complainant  (Mr.  O'Duffy) :  Messrs.  Ronan,  K.C.,  Samuels, 
K.C.,  and  FitzGibbon,  B.L.  (instructed  by  Messrs.  W.  G. 
Bradley  &  Sons,  solicitors,  Dublin).  Counsel  for  the  de- 
fendants :  Messrs.  T.  M.  Healy,  K.C.,  M.P.,  and  Charles  J. 
Doyle,  B.L.  (instructed  by  Mr.  Gaffrey,  solicitor,  Limerick). 

This  was  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Irish  Branch  of  the 
British  Dental  Association  against  the  decision  of  the 
Limerick  magistrates  refusing  to  convict  Marcus  L.  Jaffe 
and  Jaffe,  Surgeon-Dentists  (Limited),  under  the  Dentists 
Act  for  using  titles  protected  by  the  Act.  The  case  stated 
by  the  magistrates  showed  that  Jaffe  is  director  of  the 
company,  which  was  registered  on  November  10,  1900,  with 
a  capital  of  500Z.,  to  carry  on  the  business  of  dentists  and 
dental-surgery,  with  offices  in  Cecil  Street,  Limerick.  There 
the  titles  objected  to  were  used,  and  dental-operations  per- 
formed which  were  the  subject  of  the  proceedings  which 
were  taken  against  Jaffe  as  an  individual  as  well  as  against 
the  company. 

Mr.  FitzGibbon,  B.L.,  in  opening  the  case  on  behalf  of  the 
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complainant  (Mr.  O'Duffy,  Secretary  to  the  Irish  Branch), 
said  the  case  was  on  the  construction  of  the  Dentists  Act, 
1878,  as  to  whether  the  word  "  person  "  in  the  section  of  the 
Act  includes  a  company,  limited  or  not  limited,  or  a  private 
or  public  corporate  body. 

Lord  O'Brien  :  Is  that  the  point  ? 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  said  that  was  the  point. 

Mr.  Healy,  K.C. :  Whether  a  limited  company  can  pass 
an  examination  or  be  exempt  from  serving  in  the  Militia  ? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  said  that  under  the  Act  any  person 
not  duly  registered  under  the  Act  is  liable  on  conviction  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  201.  He  repeated  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  and  contended  that  a  false  description  was  implied 
in  the  title  "  Jaffe,  Surgeon-Dentists  (Limited),"  on  the  bras3 
plate  on  the  door,  because  any  member  of  the  public  reading 
it  and  going  in  to  get  a  tooth  extracted  was  entitled  to 
assume  that  a  properly  qualified  dentist,  duly  registered, 
would  be  found  inside.  Such  was  not  the  case  in  the  present 
instance,  and  the  defendants  should  have  been  convicted  for 
using  the  style  and  title  of  dentists. 

Lord  O'Brien  :  You  contend  that  the  word  "  person  "  should 
include  a  body  corporate  ? 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  said  he  did. 

Mr.  Healy,  K.C. :  And  upset  the  decision  of  the  House 
of  Lords  in  the  Pharmaceutical  case. 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  said  it  was  admitted  that  the  company 
was  formed  with  the  title  of  surgeon-dentists  as  part  of  the 
name,  and  the  only  ground  on  which  they  could  escape  con- 
viction was  that  "  person  "  in  the  section  did  not  include  a 
company.  There  was  nothing  to  prevent  a  blacksmith 
pulling  a  tooth,  but  he  could  not  use  the  word  "  dentist  " ; 
if  he  did  he  was  liable  to  be  prosecuted  and  convicted  under 
the  Act. 

Lord  O'Brien  :  There  is  no  definition  of  the  word  "  person  " 
given  1 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  said  not  in  the  Dentists  Act,  but  in  the 
Medical  Act  of  1888,  passed  six  years  after  the  case  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  against  the  London  Supply 
Association  was  decided,  a  section  was  inserted  dealing 
with  the  Dentists  Act,  which  stated  that  unless  the  context 
otherwise  made  it  plain,  the  word  "  person  "  should  be  held 
to  include  a  body  of  persons  corporate  or  not  corporate. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson :  I  remember  when  Sequah  (Limited) 
used  to  pull  out  teeth  in  Cork  to  the  sound  of  trumpets. 
(Laughter.)    Is  he  gone  away  > 

Mr.  Healy,  K.C. :  I  believe  he  went  back  to  the  United 
States  after  amassing  a  large  fortune. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  :  I  remember  having  a  case  before  me 
in  Cork  where  a  person  sued  Sequah  for  pulling  out  a  sound 
tooth.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson:  Is  Jaffe  a  person  qualified  to  pull 
out  a  tooth  and  charge  2s.  Qcl.  1 

Mr.  FitzGibbon :  There  is  no  qualified  person  in  this 
establishment  at  all. 

Mr.  Healy,  K.C. :  To  put  it  shortly,  I  may  tell  your  Lord- 
ships that  this  is  simply  an  advertising  fight.  A  registered 
dentist  cannot  advertise ;  an  unregistered  dentist  can.  That 
is  the  whole  thing. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  :  A  company  cannot  be  licensed  as  a 
dentist  1 

Mr.  Healy,  K.C. :  That  is  it. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson :  Why  don't  you  prosecute  all  these 
"  performers  "  who  pull  out  teeth  1 

Mr.  FitzGibbon:  There  is  no  law,  as  I  have  said,  against 
a  blacksmith  pulling  out  teeth,  but  a  blacksmith  cannot  sell 
drugs.  I  ask  what  would  be  the  effect  of  a  contrary  decision 
against  the  prosecution  in  this  case  ? 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson :  I  should  say  the  cure  would  be  a  new 
Act  of  Parliament. 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  said  that  though  a  company  was  not  liable, 
the  directors  or  persons  composing  the  company  were. 

Lord  O'Brien  said  the  point  was  whether,  taking  the  Act  as 
a  whole,  "  person  "  meant  a  natural  person. 

Mr.  Justice  Madden :  An  artificial  person  cannot  go  on  the 
register,  therefore  the  Act  is  an  absolute  prohibition  of  the 
artificial  person  being  on  the  register  ? 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  :  That  is  so. 

Mr.  Justice  Madden  :  It  is  a  roundabout  way  of  preventing 
company  from  being  registered. 

Mr.  FitzGibbon :  The  object  of  the  Legislature  was  to 


prevent  an  unregistered  person  from  holding  himself  out  as  a 
surgeon-dentist. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  :  Say  that  a  man's  real  name  was  John 
Dentist,  would  the  Act  hit  at  him  1 

Mr.  FitzGibbon  said  it  would  not. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson :  Has  such  a  case  as  this  been  before 
the  High  Court  in  England  ? 

Mr.  Doyle  said  not ;  only  before  the  magistrates. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson  :  Then  we  are  asked  to  lay  down  the 
law  for  the  Empire  1 

Mr.  Ronan,  K.C. :  You  did  it  in  the  case  of  "  Quinn  v. 
Latham."    You  corrected  the  law  in  England. 

Mr.  Charles  Doyle  replied  on  behalf  of  the  defendants. 
He  submitted  that  if  it  is  legal  for  a  company  to  act 
without  registration,  it  is  legal  for  the  persons  composing 
it.  The  argument  of  Mr.  FitzGibbon  was  that  he  was  aided 
in  his  contention  by  the  Medical  Act.  The  defendants 
here  say  they  are  "  Jaffe,  Dentists  (Limited),"  and  are  pro- 
tected in  their  acts  by  being  members  of  a  duly  registered 
company  under  the  Companies  Acts.  Counsel  submitted 
that  there  is  no  power  to  a  private  person  to  institute  such 
a  prosecution  as  this,  which  must  be  brought  by  such  a 
body  as  the  plaintiff  represents ;  but  there  is  no  power  in 
such  a  body,  he  submitted,  to  prosecute  as  a  public  body, 
and  he  cited  the  Medical  Act  of  1886.  The  Medical  Acts  had 
been  amended  so  as  to  enable  a  joint- stock  medical  com- 
pany to  be  prosecuted,  but  no  such  amendment  had  been 
made  as  to  dentists. 

Mr.  Healy,  K.C,  M.P.,  followed  on  the  same  side.  He  said  that 
the  dentists  got  up  an  agitation  for  exclusive  dealing  to  their 
own  advantage,  and  the  Court  should  not  allow  it  to  be 
pushed  any  further.  For  hundreds  of  years  mankind  got  on 
splendidly  without  the  art  of  dentistry,  but  of  late  there  has 
been  a  tendency  to  magnify  and  glorify  particular  pro- 
fessions. Plumbers  must  now  be  registered,  so  that  anybody 
not  a  registered  plumber  would  not  be  allowed  to  pursue  his 
trade  ;  and  he  supposed  shoemakers  and  tailors  would  be  the 
next.  It  was  not  suggested  that  in  the  original  Dentists  Act 
the  word  li  person  "  had  any  meaning  but  that  of  natural 
person,  and  no  interpretation  Act  could  ingerminate  into  the 
law  a  new  spirit.  The  Dental  Association  was  powerful 
in  England,  and  published  a  magazine  ;  and  why  did  not 
they  take  action  under  this  Act  in  England,  and  not  leave  it 
to  the  Irish  branch  of  the  Association  to  prosecute  some 
obscure  persons  in  Limerick  1  The  only  difference  between  a 
registered  and  unregistered  dentiit  was  this— that  the  latter 
could  advertise  and  the  former  could  not ;  it  would  be  "  un- 
professional." Take  up  any  London  newspaper  any  day  and 
you  will  find  columns  of  advertisements  from  dentist 
companies.  In  the  Dublin  newspapers  you  find  the  same ; 
and  why  did  not  the  Irish  Dental  Association  prosecute  the 
metropolitan  firms  instead  of  going  against  an  obscure  firm 
in  Limerick?  Parliament  and  the  English  Courts  had  re- 
fused what  the  dentists  wanted,  and  now  the  Irish 
King's  Bench  Division  was  asked  to  enact  a  law  that 
Parliament  refused  to  do.  He  should  say  that  it  would  be  a 
monstrous  thing  to  extend  the  law  one  inch  further. 

Mr.  Ronan,  K.C,  followed  on  behalf  of  the  complainant, 
and  argued  that  the  word  "firm"  must  be  held  under 
Section  25  of  the  Medical  Act  of  1886,  as  applied  to  the 
Dentists  Act,  to  mean  a  body  corporate  or  not  corporate. 

The  Court  reserved  judgment. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Saveet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Wakefield,  on  November  6,  Josiah  Walshaw,  of  Outwood, 
was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  con- 
tained 0  86  excess  of  water.  The  case  was  dismissed  on  the 
objection  that  only  thirteen  days  instead  of  fourteen  had 
elapsed  between  the  day  of  service  and  the  day  of  hearing. 

A  False  Warranty. 
At  the  Bournemouth  Police  Court  on  November  6,  the 
Liverpool  Chemical  Company  (Limited)  was  summoned  by 
Mr.  John  Christie  (inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act) 
for  having  given  ajfalse  warranty  to  Mr.  Alfred  Thrift,  grocer, 
&c,  Southcote  Road,  Bournemouth,  in  respect  of  a  quantity 
of  cream  of  tartar  sold  to  him  by  them.  Formal  proof  was 
given  of  the  purchase  by  Mr.  Thrift  of  a  keg  of  cream  of 
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tartar,  from  which  a  sample  was  taken  by  the  inspector 
under  the  Food  Act,  and  which,  upon  analysis,  was  found  to 
contain  an  addition  of  sulphate  of  calcium  (plaster  of  Paris) 
and  other  ingredients.  Mr.  Thrift  was  prosecuted  (see 
G.  4'  D.,  October  24,  page  687),  but  the  case  was  dismissed 
on  Mr.  Thrift  producing  a  warranty  given  by  the  defendant 
company.  It  was  pleaded  for  the  defendant  company  that 
the  wrong  article  had  been  sent  to  Mr.  Thrift  in  error.  The 
foreman,  who  was  in  the  habit  of  sending  out  the  orders,  was 
away  on  holiday  at  the  time,  and  instead  of  pure  cream  of 
tartar  at  89s.  Qd.  per  cwt.  being  sent  as  ordered  by  Mr.  Thrift, 
"  patent  phosphate  cream  of  tartar "  at  65s.  per  cwt.  was 
sent  by  mistake  in  a  keg  labelled  "Pure  cream  of  tartar." 
This  substitute  was  described  as  "  being  for  use  by  bakers 
and  confectioners,"  and  was  said  to  produce  precisely  the 
same  result  as  pure  cream  of  tartar.  A  fine  of  10/.  and  14s. 
costs  was  imposed. 

Potash- watee. 

At  Swindon  on  November  5,  Walter  J.  Greenwood,  a  local 
licensed  victualler,  was  summoned  for  selling  potash-water 
not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded,  and 
Messrs.  Kinmond  &  Co.,  of  Leamington,  manufacturers  of  the 
water,  were  proceeded  against  for  applying  a  false  trade 
description  to  potash-water  supplied  to  Greenwood.  The 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  inspector  stated  that  soda-water  was 
supplied  for  potash-water,  and,  in  reply  to  the  Bench,  he  said 
that  there  were  about  5  gr.  of  soda  in  each  bottle.  Mr. 
Greenwood  said  that  the  bottles  in  question  were  labelled 
"Potash-water"  when  received.  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer,  the 
county  analyst,  deposed  that  the  samples  were  practically 
destitute  of  potash.  In  reply  to  defendant's  solicitor,  Dr. 
Dyer  said  that  people  who  drink  soda-water  do  not  care  so 
much  for  the  soda  in  it  if  it  effervesces.  Soda-water  is 
something  that  effervesces,  and  people  who  take  potash- 
water  think  they  are  having  something  with  special  medicinal 
properties.  The  defence  was  that  the  bottles  were  labelled 
potash-water  by  mistake,  and  the  case  against  Kinmond  &  Co. 
was  dismissed,  Greenwood  being  fined  10s.  and  19s.  6d. 
costs. 

Cinnamon. 

On  November  9,  at  Aberdeen  Sheriff  Court,  John  Hedderwick 
Findlay,  grocer,  New  Byth,  was  charged  with  having  sold  as 
cinnamon  an  article  which,  when  analysed  by  Mr.  James 
Hendrick,  county  analyst,  was  found  to  contain  112  of 
mineral  constituents,  being  5  per  cent,  in  excess  of  what  is 
contained  in  cinnamon.  Accused  pleaded  guilty,  and  his 
solicitor  contended  that  Mr.  Findlay  had  ordered  cinnamon 
from  the  wholesale  merchants  ;n  the  ordinary  way.  At  that 
time  he  thought  cassia  was  synonymous  with  cinnamon, 
although  the  price  of  cassia  was  9d.  per  lb.  and  that  of 
cinnamon  Is.  9d.  per  lb.  Mr.  Findlay  sold  the  article  at  the 
price  for  which  he  bought  it — that  is,  he  did  not  sell  it  for 
the  price  of  cinnamon.  The  price  paid  by  the  inspector  was  Is  , 
and  the  price  of  cinnamon  would  have  been  Is.  Qd.  Sheriff 
Robertson  imposed  a  penalty,  including  expenses,  of  37.,  the 
alternative  being  seven  days'  imprisonment. 


Bankruptcies  ano  ^failures. 


Be  J.  Saundebs,  Bexliill-on-Sea,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — This 
debtor's  estate  has  yielded  a  first  and  final  dividend  of  3s.  1(7.  in 
the  pound. 

Be  F.  Booth,  Ossett,  Druggist. — The  Official  Receiver  of  the 
Dewsbury  Bankruptcy  Court  reports,  as  a  result  of  the  realisation 
of  this  debtor's  eBtate,  a  first  and  final  dividend  of  6s.  in  the 
pound,  to  be  paid  on  November  16. 

Be  Samuel  Hurman  Longman,  Cwmaman,  near  Aberdare, 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  this  debtor 
(particulars  of  whose  affairs  appeared  in  last  week's  issue  on 
page  736)  was  held  at  Merthyr  on  November  5.  The  statement 
of  affairs  showed  gross  liabilities  1737.  13s.  6d.,  of  which  1677.  3s. 
is  expected  to  rank  for  dividend.  The  net  assets  available  for 
distribution  amount  to  197.  2s.  3(7.  Debtor  attributed  his  failure 
to  delay  in  starting  business  after  he  had  taken  the  premises 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  the  previous  tenant  to  quit,  bad 
trade,  and  pressure  by  a  creditor.  No  resolutions  were  passed, 
and  the  estate  therefore  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Official 
Receiver. 


Be  Samuel  Smith  (trading  as  J.  Smith  &  Son),  47  Market 
Place,  and  of  "  Redcroft,"  Wokingham  Road,  Reading,  Berks, 
Perfumer. — The  statement  of  affairs  filed  in  this  case  shows 
liabilities  8197.  7s.  10(7.  and  net  assets  2377.  12s.  8(7.  Debtor 
states  that  he  began  to  trade  as  a  perfumer,  &c,  under  the  name 
of  "J.  Smith  &  Son,"  at  47  Market  Place,  Reading,  in  1880, 
without  capital.  The  unsecured  liabilities  have  been  incurred  in 
respect  of  goods  obtained,  overdraft  at  bankers,  work  done,  &c. 
At  the  date  of  the  receiving  order  many  creditors  had  obtained' 
judgment  against  the  debtor,  and  several  creditors  were  suing 
him.

Not  "Tiber  Alles." 

Sir, — We  are  receiving  letters  from  various  buyers  of 
Elliman's  embrocation  in  Germany  respecting  re-wrapping 
and  labelling  of  such  stock  of  it  as  they  may  have  on  hand 
when  the  new  German  law  comes  into  force  on  January  1, 
1901,  and  we  think  it  may  interest  you  to  know  that  we  are 
positively  refusing  to  entertain  any  request  to  make  our 
goods  saleable  under  such  law,  taking  up  the  position  that 
the  law  was  not  in  force  at  the  time  the  goods  were 
purchased,  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  German  buyer  to 
have  our  previous  consent  to  making  changes  in  the  labelling 
and  wrapping  of  Elliman's  at  the  time  the  orders  were  placed 
when  they  expected  that  tbey  might  have  stock  on  hand  at 
the  moment  of  the  new  regulation  coming  into  operation. 
We  are  certain  that  any  disclosures  made  by  English 
manufacturers  will  be  used  to  their  detriment  not  only  in 
Germany,  but  in  other  export  markets.  It  is,  therefore,  our 
intention  to  sacrifice  the  market  rather  than  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  new  German  law.  We  shall  neither  furnish 
facilities  nor  authorise  means  of  making  Elliman's  saleable 
if  it  cannot  be  sold  in  its  present  form  under  any  circum- 
stances whatsoever,  nor  shall  we  accept  any  orders  in  the 
future  subject  to  such  conditions  of  packing.  A  chemist 
recently  wrote  to  us  to  know  what  we  intended  to  do,  and 
we  found  him  to  take  the  same  view  of  the  busine:s  as 
ourselves.

Mr.  Lxngley  on  Company  Pharmacy. 

Sir, — Mr.  Langley  in  his  speech  at  Sheffield  said  the 
House  of  Commons  protects  "  fair  and  honourable  com- 
petition." It  is  fair  to  assume  from  this  remark  that  Mr. 
Langley  holds  the  opinion  that  limited  companies  of  un- 
qualified men  in  pharmacy  constitute  fair  and  honourable 
competition.  If  he  had  passed  the  examinations  which  we, 
as  pharmacists,  had  to  pass,  he  would  probably  have  added 
an  important  prefix  to  each  of  these  words.  He  might  then 
have  thought  that  for  a  man  to  undergo  severe  examinations, 
on  the  understanding  that  the  practice  of  a  profession  was 
to  be  confined  to  him,  only  to  find  that  he  must  become  a 
hewer  of  wood  or  a  drawer  of  water  to  a  crowd  of  ignorant 
dividend-hunters  does  not  constitute  what  we  call  justice 
and  honour.  Unless  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  wishes  to 
depress  chemists  more  than  they  are  already  depressed,  or 
wishes  to  exasperate  chemists  beyond  all  bounds  against 
itself,  it  will  neither  ask  nor  countenance  the  asking  of 
men  of  the  Langley  type  to  address  pharmaceutical  meetings. 
One  of  the  most  difficult  things  connected  with  this  fight 
has  been  the  getting  of  something  like  a  healthy  fighting 
spirit  infused  into  pharmaceutical  ranks,  and  that  spirit 
must  not  be  damped  out  in  this  way.  All  the  verbose  and 
long-winded  orations  we  can  be  treated  to  in  defence  of 
"  fair  and  honourable  competition"  cannot  make  fair  that 
which  is  unfair,  just  that  which  is  unjust,  honourable  that 
which  is  dishonourable,  white  that  which  is  black,  and  as 
there  is  no  hope  of  us  being  able  to  convert  these  men  to  our 
views  I  do  not  see  why  we  should  lay  ourselves  open  to 
theirs.

Citral  in  Lemon  Oil. 

Sir, — Your  issue  of  October  31  contains  a  letter  from  Dr. 
Berte  on  the  citral  value  of  lemon  oil,  in  which  I  regret 
he  practically  suggests  that  I  have  misrepresented  Messrs. 
Schimmel  &  Co.'s  views  as  to  the  accuracy  of  his  process 
for  determining  the  citral  in  lemon  oil.    The  expression  of 


Messrs.  Schimmel's  opinion  upon  his  process  is  verbatim  as 
follows  (Beriohte,  1897,  April,  20)  : 

The  same  paper  [i.e.,  by  Soldaini  and  Berte]  containg  a  report 
on  efforts  for  a  quantitative  estimation  of  citral,  employing  the 
method  used  by  us  for  the  determination  of  cinnamii  aldehyde, 
now  also  applied  to  lemon  oil.  Years  ago  we  tried  to  determine 
citral  quantitatively  by  the  decrease  of  volume  taking  place  when 
lemon  oil  is  agitated  with  a  solution  of  alkaline  bisulphite.  As 
no  reliable  results  were  obtained  we  discontinued  farther  experi- 
ments. The  analytical  results  of  these  investigators  (i.e.,  Soldaini 
and  Berte)  bear  additional  evidence  to  our  former  statements 
that  this  method  of  examination  fails  to  afford  any  sure  criterion 
for  the  estimation  of  the  quality  and  purity  of  lemon  oil. 

If  this  is  not  an  emphatic  condemnation  of  the  process, 
what  more  does  Dr.  Berte  want '.'  I  regret  that  he  should 
make  the  most  improper  suggestion  that  I  should  distort 
a  scientific  opinion  for  the  purpose  of  argument.  The 
reference  to  the  "  rational "  nature  of  the  process  in  Gilde- 
meister  and  Hoffmann  is  clearly  to  the  principle  of  an 
aldehyde  absorption,  the  authors,  after  saying  that,  pro- 
ceeding to  condemn  the  process. 

I  will  not  discuss  with  Dr.  Berte  any  question  of  figures, 
as  so  many  have  already  been  published  by  Burgess,  whose 
results  I  have  many  times  confirmed.  I  will  content  myself 
with  again  pointing  out  that  no  terpenes  produced  in  the  manu- 
facture of  terpeneless  lemon  oil  are  found  to  contain  citral. 
This  fact  is  attested  not  only  by  myself,  but  by  those  Messina 
analysts  who  persist  in  giving  the  7  per  cent,  certificates 
and  by  Schimmel  &  Co.  {Beriohte,  1893,  April,  33),  who  say 
that  the  terpenes  contain  practically  no  citral.  Will  someone 
explain  in  definite  terms,  then,  where  the  missing  4J-  per 
cent,  of  citral  goes  to  ?  for  the  average  yield  of  5  to  6  per 
cent,  of  terpeneless  oil  of  lemon,  containing  45  to  50  per  cent, 
of  citral,  only  accounts  for  3  per  cent,  of  citral  at  most.  If 
this  question  cannot  be  answered,  the  7  per  cent,  of  citral  is 
reduced  to  a  positive  absurdity  apart  from  chemical  evidence. 
I  fear  that  the  practice  of  giving  certificates  of  this  nature 
will  have  to  be  killed,  as  it  appears  to  refuse  to  die  naturally. 
I  unhesitatingly  affirm  that  the  great  majority  of  English 
and  continental  chemists  (leaving  Messina  analysts  out  of 
the  question  for  the  moment)  agree  with  me  when  I  state 
as  positive  facts  that — 

1.  Lemon  oil  does  not  contain  '/  par  cent,  of  citral. 

2.  Any  method  which  could  suggest  that  7  per  csnt.  of  citral 
were  present  is  absolutely  inaccurate. 

3.  Any  certified  parcel  with  a  7-per  cent,  guarantee  is  either 
(a)  not  according  to  guarantee,  (b)  or  is  adulterated  with  lemon- 
grass  citral. 

4.  No  delivery  of  lemon  oil  on  a  contract  guaranteeing  7  per 
cent,  of  citral  could  be  good  delivery,  and  every  seller  who  issues 
such  a  contract  is  running  the  risk  of  an  action  for  breach  of 
contract.

Sir, — I  observe  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  draws  attention  to  a 
statement  of  mine  at  a  meeting  of  the  N.B.  Executive, 
which  he  thinks  "  amounted  to  a  charge  that  the  C.DA.  had 
shirked  its  legal  obligations."  I  should  be  very  sorry  indeed 
to  misrepresent  the  C.D.A.,  which  I  believe  is  doing  a  good 
work,  but  I  do  not  think  that  I  have  misrepresented  it.  I 
am  reported  to  have  said  that  my  chemist  friend  was  told 
that  the  C.DA.  "  was  not  prepared  to  take  the  case  up."  I 
had  not  at  that  time  seen  the  actual  C.DA.  communication, 
but  I  have  now  seen  it ;  and  while  the  letter  does  not,  in  so 
many  words,  say  that  the  C.DA.  is  "  not  prepared  to  take  the 
case  up,"  it  gives  reasons  why  the  C.DA.  should  not  take  it  up, 
and.  advises  my  friend  to  settle  privately  by  paying  a  modified 
penalty.  If  my  paraphrase  has  exceeded  the  just  limits  of 
interpretation  I  gladly  apologise  to  the  C.DA.  I  may  add 
that  the  letter  gives  no  indication  that  the  member  is 
entitled  to  be  defended  "  whatever  his  label  may  have  been," 
as  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  now  admits  is  his  right,  nor  does  it  say 
whether  the  C.DA.  intends  to  pay  the  modified  penalty.

Apothesaries'  Assistants. 

Sir, — Referring  to  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
v.  Bairstow,  the  status  of  the  English  assistant  being,  as  you 
say,  on  a  different  footing  from  the  Irish  assistant,  does  not 
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appear  to  me  to  be  at  all  affected  by  the  above  decision, 
•which  went  no  further  than  to  decide  that  the  Irish 
certificate  is  invalid  in  England  and  Wales ;  but  as  a 
correspondent  in  your  columns  has  written  objecting  to 
English  apothecaries'  assistants  being  entitled  to  come 
within  the  exemption  as  legally  qualified  apothecaries,  I  beg 
to  claim  that  holders  of  the  Minor  qualification  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  (the  so-called  "  Hall 
certificate")  are  legally  qualified  apothecaries  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1838,  although 
not  apothecaries  within  the  meaning  of  Section  40  of  the 
Medical  Act,  1858.  It  is  under  Section  31  of  this  Act 
that  every  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  is  entitled, 
according  to  his  qualifications,  to  practise  "  in  any  part  of 
his  Majesty's  dominions." 

An  apothecary  is  denned  as  (1)  a  seller  of  drugs  and 
medicines,  (2)  a  compounder  of  medical  prescriptions,  (3)  a 
keeper  of  a  store  or  magazine.  While  the  L.S.A.  is  a  general 
practitioner  of  medicine,  the  "  Encyclopedia  Britannica," 
under  "  Apothecary,"  says  : 

In  Scotland  the  term  is  often  applied  to  one  who  compounds 
and  sells  drugs,  but  this  class  is  now  defined  in  the  language  of 
some  recent  Acts  of  Parliament  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  and 
chemists  and  druggists  both  in  Eogland  and  Scotland. 

The  assistant  is  certified  as  qualified  to  assist  a*i 
apothecary  in  compounding  and  dispensing.  Compounding 
means  to  "  mix  after  the  art  of  the  apothecary,"  and 
dispensing  meant  in  1815  "  to  deal  out,  sell,  distribute," 
especially  applied  to  medicines,  whence  it  sometimes  in 
later  years  has  been  incorrectly  used  to  mean  "  to  make  up." 
Judge  Bompas,  K.C.,  is  reported  as  having  said  in  the  course 
of  the  case  that  the  assistant's  certificate  gives  no  authority 
to  sell,  apparently  forgetting  it  has  been  laid  down  by 
other  judges  that,  in  considering  an  old  Act,  it  is  necessary 
to  consider  the  conditions  existing  at  the  time  the  Act  was 
passed,  and  in  1815  there  was  no  certificate  which  gave  such 
authority,  as  there  was  absolutely  free  trade  in  poisons. 
Why  should  any  mention  be  made  of  selling?  The  good 
folk  of  1815  had  no  idea  that  people  would  come  to  be  such 
fools  as  to  employ  qualified  men  to  give  medicine  away. 
Clause  3  of  the  petition  presented  in  the  last  session  of 
Parliament  by  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  stated,  "  part  of 
the  duty  of  an  apothecary  is  to  sell,  dispense,  and  compound 
drugs."  If  the  assistant  cannot  sell,  or  receive  money, 
he  is  as  useless  as  a  fire-engine  at  the  North  Pole.  Circum- 
stances would  be  comical  in  the  extreme  if  assistants 
engaged  in  any  other  business  could  not  sell.  It  is  well 
to  remember  here  that  the  exempting  section  does  "  not 
interfere  with  the  business,  &c."  Business  being  equivalent 
to  art  or  mystery  (see  old  indentures  of  apprenticeship). 
The  science,  practice,  or  profession  of  an  apothecary  was 
outside  the  operations  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  :  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  no  more  right  or  reason  to  interfere  with 
the  practise  of  medicine  than  General  Booth  has  to  legislate 
for  the  Church  of  England.  Does  anyone  think  Section  16 
was  inserted  because  of  the  power  and  magnanimity  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  ?  It  was  inserted  because  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  demanded  that  their  rights  should 
be  fully  preserved,  and  had  the  exempting  section  not  been 
included  the  Bill  would  not  have  passed. 

In  the  case  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society  v.  Allen  the  duties 
of  an  apothecary  were  defined  as  "  to  prepare  with  exactness 
such  medicines  as  may  be  directed  for  the  sick  for  any 
physician  lawfully  licensed."  In  Davis  v.  Makuna,  Justice 
Cotton  said  "though  the  Apothecaries  Act  does  not  define  the 
nature  of  an  apothecary's  employment,  the  dispensing  and 
mixing  of  medicines  must  be  construed  as  acting  in  that 
capacity."  Under  Section  5  of  the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815, 
any  person  using  the  art  and  mystery  of  an  apothecary,  who 
refuses  to  make,  sell,  &c  ,  any  medicine  ordered  by  a  physi- 
cian is  liable  to  penalties,  the  penalty  for  a  third  offence 
being  "  forfeiture  of  the  certificate."  The  certified  assistant 
is  a  person  within  the  meaning  of  this  section  using  the 
art  and  mystery  of  an  apothecary.  As  only  the  licentiates 
and  assistants  have  certificates,  this  forfeiture  can  only 
apply  to  them,  and  if  it  does  not  apply  to  the  assistant  the 
whole  section  is  useless.  In  Section  7  the  words  "  the 
several  persons  practising  the  art,  or  mystery,  or  profession 
of  an  apothecary "  are  used,  as  the  Act  only  gives  legal 
recognition  to  licentiates  and  assistants — the  title  "  Apothe- 
cary "  being  previous  to  1858  common  property — the  "  several 


persons  "  could  only  refer  to  the  licentiates  and  certified 
assistants.  In  this  connection  the  following  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal,  vol.  xii.,  page  558,  is  interesting : 

As  I  read  Section  12  (Pharmacy  Act,  1852)  it  merely  prohibits 
the  assumption  of  a  title,  but  it  does  not  prevent  anyone  carrying 
on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  pharmaceutist, 
but  then  he  must  call  himself  apothecary  or  chemist  and  druggist, 
or  any  name  but  the  prohibited  two. 

Previous  to  January  1,  1869,  the  Society  of  Apothecaries' 
licentiates  and  assistants  were  entitled  to  call  themselves 
chemists  and  druggists,  &c,  and  could  legally  sell  by  retail 
or  dispense  poisons  in  Great  Britain;  so  could  any  other 
person  or  corporation.  The  Act  of  1868  provides  that  no 
persons  shall  keep  open  shop,  &c,  unless  they  are  registered 
under  that  Act ;  but  by  Section  16  nothing  contained  in  the 
sections  dealing  with  the  sale  of  poisons  "  shall  extend  to  or 
interfere  with  the  business  of  any  legally  qualified  apothe- 
cary." In  Sections  3,  4,  and  5  chemists  and  druggists  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act  are  defined,  and  provision  is  made 
for  the  registration  of  apprentices  and  assistants  to  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists,  but  no  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  registration  of  legally  qualified 
apothecaries'  assistants.  The  assistants'  qualification  being 
a  statutory  qualification  could  not  be  repealed  except  by 
statute,  and  apart  from  the  axiom  "the  greater  includes 
the  less,"  as  no  clause  other  than  Section  16  is  applicable 
to  the  legally  qualified  apothecaries'  assistant,  it  follows  he 
has  all  the  rights  and  privileges  accruing  to  his  qualification 
prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

The  assistants'  qualification,  being  a  question  of  title, 
comes  within  the  law  of  prescription  as  an  incorporeal  here- 
ditament ;  it  has  been  held  that  a  regular  usage  for  twenty 
years  uncontradicted  is  sufficient  to  warrant  a  jury  in  finding 
an  immemorial  custom  (Jenkins  v.  Harvey).  The  fact  that 
the  Sosiety  of  Apothecaries  state  that  the  certificate  does 
not  entitle  the  holder  to  use  any  title  does  not  appear  to 
make  any  difference,  as  it  is  not  stated  in  the  Act  of  1815, 
or  any  other  Act,  nor  is  it  recorded  on  my  certificate.  It  is 
without  question  that  from  1815  to  1868  the  assistant  had  a 
regular  and  uncontradicted  usage  of  the  title  of  "  chemist 
and  druggist,"  &c,  which  is  far  beyond  the  twenty  years 
requisite  to  prove  "  immemorial  custom  "  Starkie,  in  his 
"  Law  of  Evidence,"  says  it  is  good  evidence  of  prescription 
to  prove  that  the  usage  has  been  continued;  a  mere  cir- 
cumstantial variation  in  that  to  which  the  prescription  is 
annexed  makes  no  difference,  as  when  a  corporation  take* 
a  new  name,  or  when  the  unlicensed  apothecary  of  1816 
assumed  the  title  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who,  again, 
from  1853  till  1859  became  an  irregular  apothecary,  finally 
becoming  registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  1868. 
The  Pharmacy  Acts  reserve  all  the  titles  which  can  be 
used  by  those  who  exercise  the  art  and  mystery— as  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  science,  practice,  or  profession— of  an 
apothecary.  The  Medical  Act  of  1858  makes  it  illegal  for 
any  person  to  use  the  title  apothecary  unless  he  is  a 
registered  medical  practitioner;  it  does  not  say  unless  a 
licentiate  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries.  If  the  Act  of 
1868  allows  no  title  to  be  used  by  the  legally-qualified 
apothecaries'  assistant,  who  had  by  primogeniture,  pre- 
scription, and  statute,  the  right  to  use  any  title  except 
those  of  pharmaceutical  chemist,  pharmaceutist,  or  apothe- 
cary, it  made  him  "  a  nameless  bastard,"  which  is  unreason- 
able. If  the  Minor  qualification  of  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries confers  no  legal  recognition  or  rights  on  its  holder,  so 
that  he  is  only  upon  the  same  level  legally  in  spiling  and 
dispensing  poisons  as  "an  unqualified  assistant"  or  "the 
doctor's  groom,"  then  for  thirty-five  years  the  ancient  and 
august  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  has  been,  after 
due  examination  as  to  their  fitness  and  qualification,  granting 
to  applicants— signed  by  gentlemen  of  the  highest  profes- 
sional attainments  and  reputation— "  a  valueless  piece  of 
parchment"  ;  which  is  absurd. 

If  the  certified  assistant  is  "a  legally  qualified  apothe- 
cary "  within  the  meaning  of  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  it  follows  he  may  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  and 
dispensing  of  poisons,  call  himself  chemist  and  druggist,  or 
chemist,  or  druggist,  or  dispensing  chemist.

druggist,  using  that  title  and  selling  poisons.  "We  feel  sure  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  would  oblige  him  by  taking  action  against 
him. — Editor.]

Foreign  Trade  in  October. 

Continued  increases  in  both  imports  and  exports  are  the  features 
of  the  Board  o£  Trade  returns  for  October,  the  former  having 
advanced  by  904,0007,.,  or  1  9  per  cent.,  and  the  latter  by  726,3407., 
or  2'9  per  cent.  Imports  of  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours 
for  the  month  were  697,4207.,  or  9,0007.  more  than  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  1902.  The  improvement  was  due  to  larger  importa- 
tions of  bleaching  materials,  soda  compounds,  borax,  glycerin, 
quinine  and  quinine  salts,  cutch,  gambier,  aniline  dyes,  and 
indigotin.  Lessened  quantities  of  cinchona,  alizarine,  brimstone, 
tanning-bark,  and  valonia  were  imported.  The  exports  of 
chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  for  October  amounted  in 
value  to  1,065,0007.,  an  increase  of  62,5007.  compared  with  October, 
1902.  The  feature  here  is  the  larger  shipments  of  bleaching 
materials  by  36,875  cwt.  to  the  United  States  and  "  other 
countries,"  although  the  value  of  same  decreased  by  1,0837.  There 
was  a  slackening  off  in  the  export  of  drugs  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions by  45,4807. ;  but  on  the  ten  months  of  this  year  there  is  an 
increase  of  13,0457.  compared  with  1902,  the  total  exports  being 
practically  1,191,0007.  The  following  figures  show  the  imports 
and  exports  of  quinine  and  quinine  salts  ;

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  heavy-chemical  market  generally  maintains  a  steady  tone 
and  at  all  the  principal  centres  there  is  a  fair  bulk  of  business 
passing,  both  on  prompt  and  forward  account.     Exports  are

druggist,  principal  of  the  firm  of  Thompson  &  Capper, 
homoeopathic  chemists,  Liverpool,  Birkenhead,  Manchester, 
Sheffield,  and  Southport.  Mr.  Thompson  had  been  in  per- 
fect health  up  to  the  day  of  his  death,  when  he  was  suddenly 
seized  with  an  attack  of  apoplexy,  from  which  he  never 
recovered  consciousness,  and  passed  away  within  a  few 
hours.  Mr.  Thompson  was  less  known  to  the  drug- trade 
than  he  was  to  biologists.  Yet  he  was  a  competent  phar- 
macist, and  did  great  service  to  homoeopathic  pharmacy. 
As  a  scientist  he  was  one  of  the  best  who  have  been  given 
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to  science  by  pharmacy.  Like  the  late  Dr.  H.  B.  Brady,  he 
devoted  his  wide  knowledge  and  keen  insight  to  the  investi- 
gation of  the  marine  fauna,  and,  in  conjunction  with  others, 
was  associated  with  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Liverpool 
Marine  Biological  Committee.  When  the  Biological  Society 
was  formed  he  was  appointed  treasurer,  and  worked  on  the 
Council  of  the  Society  until,  in  1897,  he  was  elected  presi- 
dent. He  communicated  many  valuable  papers  to  the 
Linnean  Society  and  the  British  Association.  Until  a  few 
years  ago  he  was  identified  with  the  Liverpool  Microscopical 
Society.  Mr.  Thompson  was  also  well  known  as  a  lecturer 
on  scientific  subjects,  and  his  manner  always  delighted  his 
audiences.  Estimates  of  his  work  in  biology  have  appeared 
this  week  in  the  Liverpool  Mercury  from  Sir  Oliver  Lodge 
and  Professor  W.  A.  Herdman,  the  latter  writing  particularly 
of  the  branches  of  science  which  Mr.  Thompson  enriched. 
In  the  course  of  his  letter  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  says  : 

It  is  with  no  ordinary  sense  of  shock  that  one  hears  of  the 
sudden  termination  of  a  happy  and  useful  life,  such  as  that  of  my 
friend  Isaac  Thompson,  who  was  one  of  the  earliest,  and  remained 
to  the  end  one  of  the  most  intimate,  of  the  men  of  Liverpool 
whom  I  was  privileged  to  meet  and  know.  ...  In  addition  to 
his  microscopical  and  biological  work,  for  which  he  was  so  well 
known,  he  took  a  keen  interest  in  science  of  all  kinds ;  he  was 
an  original  member  of  the  Liverpool  Physical  Society,  and  he  was 
always  to  the  fore  among  that  group  of  Liverpool  men  whose 
lives,  outside  their  profession,  are  devoted  to  intellectual  pursuits. 
His  too  early  death,  in  apparently  full  vigour  of  life,  is  a  great 
loss,  not  only  to  Liverpool,  but  also  to  his  department  of  biolo- 
logical  science  throughout  the  world.  It  will  be  still  more  keenly 
felt  by  the  large  group  of  personal  friends  who  loved  and  admired 
his  sterling  personal  qualities.  In  a  quiet,  unobtrusive  way,  he 
exerted  a  beneficent  and  harmonising  influence  wherever  he  was 
known,  and  the  circle  of  his  friends  were  annually  growing  wider. 
Happy  in  his  family,  and  gifted  till  quite  lately  with  excellent 
health,  he  might  have  been  expected  to  withstand  the  attacks  of 
time  for  many  years ;  but  he  did  not  spare  himself  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  and  some  recent  strain  must  have  told  upon 
him  more  severely  than  his  friends  were  aware  of.  You  will 
permit  me,  while  on  a  short  visit  to  Liverpool,  thus  publicly  to 
lament  his  loss  as  a  good  man  and  a  true  friend. 

The  strain  to  which  Sir  Oliver  alludes  was  the  trade-mark 
law-suit  in  which  he  was  principal  defendant.  Mr.  Thompson 
is  survived  by  Mrs.  Thompson,  his  son  (Mr.  Edwin  Thompson), 
and  several  daughters.  At  the  funeral  at  Toxteth,  on 
Monday,  there  were  present,  besides  Mr.  Thompson's  rela- 
tives, Lady  Lodge,  Professor  W.  A.  Herdman  and  others  of 
the  University  College  professorate,  representatives  of  com- 
merce and  industry,  and  Messrs.  C.  F.  Jesper.  K.  C.  Cowley, 
and  T.  Fell  Abraham,  representing  local  pharmacy. 

Walshaw  — At  Huddersfield  on  November  6,  the  wife  of 
Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  forty- 
three. 

DEALINGS  IN  "PATENTS." 

At  the  Clerkenwell  Sessions  on  Thursday,  November  12,  before 
Sir  Wm.  McConnell,  K.C.  (Chairman),  James  Lloyd  Davies  (37), 
chemist  and  druggist,  trading  as  Thomas  &  Co.,  the  Drug-stores, 
411  Mare  Street,  Hackney,  Arthur  Levy  (61),  general  dealer,  Oriel 
Road,  Homerton,  and  Wm.  Fordham  otherwise  Peake  :57).  comb- 
maker,  Elsdale  Street,  Hackney,  surrendered  to  their  bail  to 
answer  the  indictment  of  feloniously  receiving,  well  knowing  they 
were  stolen,  595  boxes  of  patent  pills  and  360  vials  of  Carter's 
little  liver- pills,  the  property  of  the  Co-operative  Wholesale 
Society  (Limited),  Leman  Street,  E.  The  case,  as  presented 
before  Mr.  Haden  Corser,  the  Magistrate  at  the  Worship  Street 
Police  Court,  has  already  been  fully  reported  in  recent  issues  of 
this  journal. 

Mr.  Charles  Matthews,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Guy  Stephenson  appeared 
for  the  prosecution  ;  and  Mr.  Marshall  Hall,  K.C,  with  Mr.  Curtis 
Bennett,  represented  Davies ;  Mr.  Pridham  Whipple  and  Mr.  P. 
Danford  Thomas  for  Fordham ;  and  Mr.  Lincoln  Reed  for  the 
prisoner  Levy. 

Mr.  Charles  Matthews,  addressing  the  jury,  in  opening  out- 
lined the  facta  of  the  case,  and  said  that  the  prosecution  began 
through  a  Mr.  Oldham,  head  packer  at  Messrs  Thomas  Beecham's 
seeing  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Supplement  of  May  16, 
1903,  an  advertisement  inserted  by  the  prisoner  Davies,  beginning 
"  Overstocked,"  and  detailing  certain  articles  which  included 
Beecham's  pills  which  were  offered  for  sale  under  the  wholesale  ' 
price.  About  the  same  time  Mr.  Edmunds,  of  Dr.  Williams's  ! 
pink  pills,  also  saw  the  advertisement,  which  offered  their  "ilia 
at  the  wholesale  price,  and  he  became  suspicious,  and  saw  the 
prisoner  Davies,  who  asserted  he  had  bought  largely  years  ago, 


and  was  overstocked,  whereas  it  would  be  proved  the  advertised 
goods  were  not  manufactured  until  this  very  year.  The  Court  must, 
therefore,  fully  understand  that  the  prosecution  was  brought  about 
by  the  prisoner  Davies's  own  advertisement  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Supplement.  Mr.  Matthews  then  detailed  the  sub- 
sequent investigations  which  resulted  in  the  present  prosecution. 
He  said  it  was  important  to  note  that  Davies  said  he  had  not 
bought  pills  for  at  least  two  years,  yet  the  whole  of  the  stolen 
goods  were  found  on  his  premises.  And,  again,  he  was  adver- 
tising in  The'Chemist  and  Druggist  Supplement  as  overstocked, 
whereas  he  was  buying  then  and  after  then  the  same  class  of 
goods.  Mr.  Matthews  said  he  would  leave  the  jury  to  draw  their 
own  inferences  to  the  story  of  Inspector  Divall  that  attempts 
were  made  to  bribe  him.  It  was  a  matter  for  the  jury  to  say 
whom  they  believed -the  inspector  or  Davies,  who  denied  the 
suggestion. 

Mr.  Edmunds,  on  behalf  of  Messrs  John  Morgan  Richards 
&  Sons  (Limited),  Holborn  Viaduct,  said  that  the  wholesale  price 
of  Dr.  Williams's  pills  was  23.S.  a  dozen.  He  then  repeated  his 
police-court  evidence.  In  answer  to  Mr.  Marshall  Hall,  he  said 
he  had  not  heard  of  a  firm  named  Sanger  supplying  the  trade 
at  17s.  (id.    If  they  had  it  so  in  their  list  it  would  be  an  error. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall :  Will  you  swear  the  intrinsic  value  of  a 
single  box  is  a  penny  ?    (Loud  laughter.) 

Witness  :  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall :  It  is  the  advertising,  not  the  compound, 
that  sells  these  pills  ? 

Sir  William  McConnell  :  Do  not  let  us  go  so  deep  into  the 
private  pill  trade  as  that.  (Laughter.) 

A  Juryman  :  Are  any  pills  worth  anything  ?    (Loud  laughter.) 

Mr.  Geo.  Oldham,  head  packer  of  Messrs.  Beecham,  said  that 
every  box  of  their  pills  found  on  Davies's  premises  bore  a  number 
supplied  only  to  the  Co  operative  Wholesale  Society  (Limited) 
in  London,  except  as  regards  one  number,  of  which  Messrs. 
Hovenden's,  of  Berners  Street,  Oxford  Street,  had  some.  Every 
number  was  put  on  10,000  boxes. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall :  And  you  make  these  pills  by  the  ton  ? 
(Laughter.) — Witness:  Well,  yes. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall :  And  millions  a  year  ? — Witness  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall :  And  they  are  worth  a  guinea  a  box,  so  that 
a  man  that  gets  thirty  boxes  for  a  thirty-guinea  debt  is  fully  paid 
(Loud  laughter.) 

A  Juryman  :  Is  not  this  a  waste  of  time  ?  We  do  not  want  to 
stop  here  all  day  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Marshall  HaU  :  If  the  juryman  has  already  made  up  his 
mind  on  the  case,  I  hope  he  will  leave  the  jury-box  and  let  us 
get  on. 

Mr.  Thomas  Carter  was  called  to  identify  certain  of  Dr.  Scott's 
liver-pills  consigned  by  Messrs.  Lambert's  (Limited),  his  em- 
ployers, to  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society  (Limited). 

Sir  William  McConnell :  Are  you  the  inventor  of  Carter's  little 
liver-pills  ? 

Mr.  Matthews:  No;  this  witness  is  concerned  with  Dr.  Scott's 
liver-pills. 

Sir  William  McConnell:  Carter  comes  for  Scott's— rather 
confusing. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Whipple,  witness  admitted  that  the  discount 
allowed  to  grocers  would  be  different  from  that  given  to  chemists 
and  druggists. 

Mr.  Whipple :  Have  you  seen  advertisements  selling  your  pills 
by  auctions  and  by  lot  ? 

Witness  :  Not  at  cheap  prices. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall:  What  is  the  difference  in  the  discount 
between  grocers  and  chemists  ? 

Witness :  Well,  it  would  be  about  5  per  cent,  difference.  We 
give  the  chemist  pure  and  simple  the  better  terms. 

Mr.  Sharting,  in  charge  of  the  grocery  department  of  the 
Co-operative  Wholesale  Society,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  loss  of 
the  pills,  and  said  that  subsequently  he  was  shown  the  goods 
found  at  Davies's  shop. 

By  Mr.  Marshall  Hall :  Although  three  men's  lives  were  at 
stake,  and  although  his  firm  only  received  720  out  of  each 
10,000  boxes,  he  still  would  identify  the  boxes  found. 

Mr.  Marshall  Hall :  Could  not  they  be  part  of  the  9,280  supplied 
to  other  firms  ? 

Sir  Wm.  McConnell  :  Would  that  not  be  a  question  for  the  jury 
not  the  witness  ? 

Mr.  Whipple  :  Is  not  your  turnover  62,000Z.  per  day  '?  Witness  : 
I  could  not  pledge  myself  to  any  figure. 

Mr.  Stephenson  :  We  do  not  dispute  that,  but  it  is  mostly  in 
the  country. 

Mr.  Kenniford,  of  the  statistical  department  of  the  Co-opera- 
tive Wholesale  Society,  said  that  the  turnover  would  be  60,0002.  a 
day,  but  there  should  be  no  deficiency  or  leakage  over  pills  if  with 
other  goods. 

At  this  stage  the  hearing  was  adjourned  until  Friday  at 
10.30  a.m.  We  understand  that  seven  police  officers  have  still  to 
be  called  for  the  prosecution,  and  there  are  many  witnesses  for 
the  defence,  including  Mr.  Butterworth,  of  Walworth,  and  Mr. 
Theophilus  Nicholls,  of  Hackney.

I THINK  it  desirable  to  draw  particular  attention  to  the 
non-compliance  of  much  genuine  English  oil  of  lavender, 
as  now  met  with  in  trade,  with  the  Phavmacopceial  require- 
ments. I  communicated  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  September  3,  1898  (page  429)  particulars  of  analyses  of 
French  lavender  oils,  and  in  a  schedule  of  figures  showed 
that  of  the  samples  which  I  had  examined  the  average 
sp.  gr.  was  0  8879,  and  the  average  ester  percentage  35  87, 
and  stated,  further,  that  these  specimens  represented  the 
very  highest  types  of  French  lavender  oil.  These  statements 
followed  on  one  by  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  (see  C.  <$•  D.,  August  13,  1898,  page  309), 
based  upon  the  reports  of  some  French  distillers,  that  the 
sp.  gr.  of  French  oils  of  lavender  rarely  reached  the  lower 
limit  of  sp.  gr.  as  set  out  in  the  B.P. — namely,  0  885  The 
different  chemical  constitution  of  English  and  French 
lavender  oil  is  now  fairly  well  understood,  and  although  some 
may  prefer  the  soft  French  oil,  with  its  high  percentage  of 
esters,  others  regard  more  highly  the  characteristic  pungency, 
due  in  large  part  to  cineol,  of  the  English  oil. 

The  methods  of  distillation  of  lavender  oil  in  vogue,  both 
in  the  South  of  France  and  also  in  the  Mitcham  district  of 
Surrey,  may  be  desoribed  as  primitive.  Distillations  are 
conducted,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  much  in 
the  same  way  as  they  have  been  for  the  last  fifty  years.  It 
is  the  custom  of  the  large  distillers  at  Mitcham  to  separate 
lavender  oil  distillates  into  two  portions,  this  separation  not 
being  based  upon  any  definite  chemical  characters,  but  upon 
practical  experience,  since  the  last  runnings  of  the  still  are 
not  so  pleasant  as  the  first,  although  the  portions  set  aside 
as  "  second  runnings  "  are  any  thing  but  uniform.  It  comes 
about,  therefore,  that  many  of  the  English  oils  are  not 
normal  distillates  of  lavender— that  is  to  say,  they  are  not 
the  whole  of  the  essential  oil  distilled  from  lavender,  bat  in 
a  sense  fractionated  oils,  which  in  many  instances  have  a 
sp.  gr.  below  0  885.  In  order  to  see  whether  there  is  any 
ground  for  a  division  and  classification  of  these  oils  in  the 
way  that  I  have  indicated,  I  have,  by  the  courtesy  of  Messrs. 
J.  &  G.  Miller,  of  Mitcham,  Surrey,  been  allowed  the  oppor- 
tunity of  making  observations  upon  oils  of  lavender  of  their 
production.  Operating  upon  a  charge  of  1|  ton  of  lavender, 
freshly  cut,  with  1,200  gals,  of  water,  and  allowing  the  dis- 
tillation to  proceed  for  three  hours  (which  is  the  usual  time 
method  adopted),  and  subsequently  pushing  the  distillation 
to  a  finish,  one  is  able  to  obtain  distillates  which  are  divided 
into  two  parts,  the  second  fraction  varying  from  4  to  8  per 
cent,  of  the  final  oil  obtained.  I  have  in  this  way  divided 
and  examined  oils  distilled  in  the  years  1901,  1902,  and 
1903,  and  the  sp.  gr.  of  these  oils,  with  their  percentages  of 
esters  calculated  as  linalyl  acetate,  are  set  out  in  the  sub- 
joined table :

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  idea  that  the  sp.  gr.  of 
the  oil  increases  on  keeping,  which  has  been  long  accepted, 
is  confirmed.  When  freshly  distillei  the  so-called  "first 
runnings"  rarely  possess  as  high  a  sp.  gr.  as  is  required  by 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  although  after  keeping  for  two  or 
three  years  the  oil  having  an  original  sp.  gr.  of  0  831  appears 
to  rise  to  0-885  or  0-835. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  quoted  that  ths  psrcsntage 
of  esters  contained  in  the  second  fractions  is  higher  than  in 
the  first.  This  is  what  one  would  expect  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  relative  boiling-points  of  ths  constituents,  but, 
judged  by  smell,  in  every  instance  ths  second  fraction  is 
decidedly  less  pleasant  than  the  first,  ths  selection  of  the 
proiucts  as  practised  by  ths  distillers  being  for  trading 
purposes  fully  confirms!.  In  my  opinion,  the  difference  in 
these  fractionated  distillates,  however,  is  due  rather  to  the 
presence  of  decomposition  products  in  the  second. 

I  have  also  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  samples  of 
lavender  oil  distilled  from  fresh  lavender  grown  in  othsr 
districts,  having  made  observations  for  five  years  on  the 
annual  products  from  lavender  grown  on  Sir  Walter  Gilbey's 
estate  at  Elsenham,  where  the  soil  is  strong  clay  with  soms 
chalk. 

The  sp.  gr.  of  those  oils  (not  divided  into  two  portions  on 
distillation)  examined  were  as  under  :

In  every  instance'it  will  be  observed  that  the  sp.  gr.  are  as 
required  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

From  these  characters,  and  also  from  further  observa- 
tions, it  would  appear  that  soil  has  a  distinct  influence 
upon  the  characters  of  lavender  oil,  espsciahy  the  sp.  gr.. 
I  have  been  able  to  determine  that  the  oil  distilled  from 
lavender  grown  at  Warlingham,  in  precisely  the  same  stills 
and  in  the  same  method  as  lavender  grown  at  Mitcham,  has 
a  distinctly  higher  sp.  gr.  The  soil  at  Warlingham  is  strong 
loam  on  clay,  whilst  the  soil  in  the  Mitcham  district,  upon 
which  these  particular  observations  were  made,  was  light 
loam  on  chalk.  There  is  also  a  little  difference  in  the 
altitudes,  although  not  anything  really  very  material,  War- 
lingham being  about  four  hundred  feet  higher  than  Mitcham 
and  Ewell,  whilst  Elsenham  is  about  three  hundred  and  sixty 
feet  above  sea-level. 

To  meet  the  present  position,  howsver,  what  should  be 
done?  Should  the  characters  and  tests  of  the  B.P.  be  main- 
tained, or  should  the  minimum  sp.  gr.  be  somewhat  lowered  1 
The  question  is  a  little  difficult  to  answer,  but,  in  my  opinion, 
it  would  be  bstter  to  reduce  this  sp.  gr.  limit  to  0-883,  and 
even  this,  with  the  other  characters,  would  still  practically 
ensure  an  unsophisticated  oil. 

In  the  meantime,  when  judging  English  lavender  oils  it  is 
obviously  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  not  only  the 
physical  and  chemical  characters  as  shown  by  analysis,  but 
also  the  sweetness  of  odour. 


According  to  the  report  of  the  United  States  Acting  Consul  at 
Nice,  there  is  but  one  essential-oil  distillery  at  Mentone,  and  the 
only  proiucts  distilled  are  orange  leave?  and  flowers.  He  calcu- 
lates the  aggregate  crop  of  bo'Ji  at  350,000  lbs  ,  and  the  entire 
output  of  the  distillery  is  contracted  for  by  a  well-known  German 
manufacturer  of  eau  de  Cologne.  As  regards  the  crop  of  rose- 
geranium  leaves,  the  Consul  states  that  the  annual  production  ia 
Southern  France  is  about  3,300,000  lbs.  Oae  hectare  (24  acres) 
produces  55,000  lbs.  to  66,000  lbs.  of  leaves,  and  about  2  lbs.  of 
the  essential  oil  is  obtained  from  each  2,300  lba.  Grasse  also 
annually  imports  a  small  quantity  of  geranium  oil  from  Italy, 
about  65,000  lbs.  is  brought  from  Africa,  and  55,000  lbs.  from 
Beunion.

COUNCIL  MEETING. ' 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  1 
Wednesday,  November  4.  The  President  (Mr.  Johnston 
Montgomery,  of  Belfast)  occupied  the  chair,  and  the  other 
members  of  Council  who  attended  were  the  Vice-President 
(Mr.  Wells),  Messrs.  John  Smith,  P.  Kelly,  Vincent  Johnston, 
White  (Sligo),  and  Brown,  and  Dr.  Walsh. 

Me.  Kelly  and  Other  Matters. 

After  the  minutes  had  been  read,  but  before  they  were 
signed,  Mr.  Kelly  rose  to  speak  on  a  personal  matter. 

The  Vice-President  asked  that  the  minutes  might  be 
signed. 

Mr.  Kelly  said  he  wished  to  have  an  answer  from  the 
President  upon  a  matter,  and  he  did  not  think  it  necessary 
that  any  other  member  of  the  Council  should  interfere. 

The  minutes  signed,  Mr.  Kelly  said :  An  allusion  was 
made  by  Mr.  Wells  to  him  as  a  salaried  officer  at  the  last 
meeting  which  he  (Mr.  Kelly)  did  not  think  conveyed  a  just 
idea  of  his  position  there.  He  never  sought  the  position 
which  he  held  in  connection  with  the  School.  When  Mr. 
Charles  Evans  was  President  he  asked  him  to  take  it,  and 
with  great  hesitancy  he  consented  to  do  so.  He  worked  at 
the  School,  and  during  the  first  year  it  did  not  pay.  He  had 
since  worked  at  it  with  the  greatest  conscientiousness,  and 
he  defied  anyone  to  say  that  he  had  used  his  position  there 
^  in  any  possible  way  to  further  his  own  interests.  He  had 
been  deputed  to  go  to  London,  and  had  been  called  on  to 
take  many  other  positions  of  confidence  in  connection  with 
the  Society ;  and,  that  being  so,  he  could  not  understand 
the  way  in  which  he  had  been  referred  to  in  connection 
with  the  office  of  Vice-President.  Several  friends  of  his 
had  objected  to  it.  He  had  heard  since  that  the  question  as 
to  the  election  of  Vice-President  was  settled  in  Belfast,  and 
that  men  were  buttonholed  to  vote  for  Mr.  Wells.  Those 
from  whom  he  heard  that  were  incapable  of  speaking  un- 
truth. Another  thing  which  he  wished  to  ask  was,  Had 
the  legal  opinion  obtained  in  connection  with  the  case  of 
Dr.  Crawley  been  received  by  the  Registrar,  and,  if  so,  why 
had  it  not  been  read  to  the  Council  1 

The  President  said  that  before  the  business  of  the  day 
was  taken  up  he  desired  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  honour 
they  had  conferred  on  him  by  electing  him  President  in  his 
absence.  In  the  past  they  had  not  acted  without  due  con- 
sideration, and  it  was  not  for  him  to  say  that  in  the  present 
instance  they  had  departed  from  that  wise  policy,  but  he 
felt  that  his  being  placed  in  the  chair  was  not  unattended 
with  risk  to  the  effective  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
'Council.  He  felt  that  it  was  not  "alone  an  honour  to  himself, 
but  a  high  compliment  to  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  the 
North.  They  had,  however,  elected  as  Vice-President  a 
gentleman  who  was  a  veteran  in  pharmaceutical  lore,  and 
who  had  never  spared  time  or  trouble  in  working  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Society,  and  he  (the  President) 
felt  that  he  should  have  to  look  to  him  for  assistance 
and  to  ask  the  Council  to  bear  with  his  shortcomings, 
promising  that  he  would  endeavour  to  the  utmost  of  his 
ability  to  sustain  the  dignity  of  the  position  in  which 
they  had  placed  him.  (Hear,  hear.)  With  regard  to  Mr. 
Kelly's  questions  he  thought  he  must  be  under  a  misappre- 
hension. He  (the  President)  had  been  very  unwilling  to  be 
put  forward  for  the  position  he  occupied.  Mr.  Kelly  had 
referred  to  the  election  having  been  arranged  in  Belfast. 
What  happened  in  Belfast  was  that  he  (Mr.  Montgomery) 
was  waited  on  not  only  by  members  of  the  Council  in  Belfast, 
but  by  a  good  many  of  the  licentiates  and  members  and  asked, 
Would  he  accept  the  position  of  President  1  He  totally  de- 
clined, feeling  that  he  would  never  have  time  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  office,  and  that  it  would  not  be  for  the 
advantage  of  the  Society  to  have  the  President  so  far 
removed  from  the  centre.  With  that  assurance  Mr.  Tate 
and  ethers  left  Belfast.  Mr.  Kelly  stated  that  this  was  all 
arranged  in  Belfast. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  I  do  not  allude  to  that  at  all.  I  supported 
your  appointment.  I  alluded  to  Mr.  Wells's  remarks  and  to 
Mr.  Wells  being  in  Belfast,  which  you  have  not  mentioned. 


The  Vice-President  :  Mr.  Wells  mentioned  it  to  you  at 
the  last  meetirjg,  or  jou  would  have  known  nothing  about  it. 
I  told  you  this  day  month  that  I  was  in  Belfast.  I  stated  it 
at  the  table  here. 

The  President  :  Mr.  Tate  was  anxious  that  I  should  be 
appointed  as  well  for  the  honour  to  myself  as  to  the  North. 
He  proposed  the  Vice-President,  and  I  felt  that  under  those 
conditions  I  could  fill  the  position  for  a  year.  Therefore  you 
will  understand  that  any  arrangement  in  Belfast  is  out  of 
the  question. 

The  Vice-President  said  that  after  the  way  in  which  Mr. 
Kelly  had  spoken  it  was  only  fair  that  he  should  answer  him. 
He  was  sorry  that  Mr.  Kelly  had  taken  this  matter  up  the 
way  he  had  done.  The  same  thing  happened  last  year.  He 
(the  Vice-President)  had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  last  year 
of  proposing  Mr.  Montgomery  as  their  Vice-President.  He  did 
so  after  consultation  with  a  number  of  members  of  the 
Council  in  Dublin,  and  after  receiving  several  letters  from 
the  North  of  Ireland  asking  if  the  time  had  not  come  when 
they  ought  to  elect  a  representative  from  the  North  of  Ireland 
as  their  Vice-President.  He  wrote  at  once  saying  that  he 
would  have  great  pleasure  in  nominating  Mr.  Montgomery 
for  the  position.  He  did  so.  Mr.  Kelly  was  nominated  also, 
and  took  umbrage  because  he  (Mr.  Wells)  had  the  audacity 
to  canvass  members  of  the  Council  to  vote  for  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery ;  and — to  show  how  innocent  Mr.  Kelly  was  about 1 
convassing— he  reminded  him  that  he  (Mr.  Wells)  had  re-' 
ceived  a  telegram  suggesting  that  he  (Mr.  Kelly)  should 
be  elected  Vice-President.  It  was  not  a  telegram  asking 
to  have  it  done,  but  a  peremptory  telegram  almost 
ordering  him  to  do  what  he  could  to  have  him  elected.  t 
Therefore,  when  Mr.  Kelly  was  in  a  glass  house  he  ought  not 
to  throw  stones.  He  (the  Vice-President)  personally  did  not 
canvass  any  member  of  the  Council  in  any  underhand  way. 
Dr.  Whitla  was  in  the  room,  and  he  did  not  ask  him  to  vote 
for  Mr.  Montgomery.  He  knew  that  Mr.  Montgomery's 
name  did  not  want  any  canvassing  ;  and  he  thought  it  was 
bad  taste  for  Mr.  Kelly  to  allow  his  name  to  be  run  against 
Mr.  Montgomery's.  He  (the  Vice-President)  had  been  in1 
Belfast  on  some  private  business. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  You  always  have  under  such  circum- 
stances. 

The  Vice-President  :  Well,  I  think  that  is  most  uncalled 
for.  I  was  interested  in  some  house  property  there  belonging 
to  my  wife,  and  was  trying  to  sell  it.  I  stopped  a  night 
with  Mr.  Montgomery,  who  came  with  me,  knowing  the 
district,  next  morning,  and  I  saw  my  solicitor  and  settled 
my  business  with  him.  I  am  very  sorry  that  Mr.  Kelly  has 
taken  this  matter  up  as  he  has.  If  a  man  takes  offence 
because  he  is  not  elected  to  a  position,  it  is  a  very  sorry  state 
of  things  that  we  have  come  to. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  You  are  misstating  the  matter. 

The  Vice-President  :  I  am  in  possession  of  the  chair ; 
let  me  have  my  say. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  But  you  ought  to  stick  to  what  is  common 
sense  and  to  what  is  to  the  point. 

The  Vice-President:  At  the  last  meeting  when  Mr. 
Kelly's  name  came  forward  for  the  Vice-Presidentcy,  I  said 
"give  up  the  School,  because  I  do  not  think  it  would  be 
consistent  with  the  dignity  of  the  Society  that  the  Vice- 
President  or  the  President  should  be  a  salaried  and  paid 
official  of  the  Society."  Mr.  Kelly  need  not  be  ashamed  of 
the  position.  He  has  been  the  paid  teacher  of  the  School 
for  a  number  of  years.  On  the  same  occasion  a  year  ago  I 
asked  the  gentleman  who  was  going  to  propose  Mr.  Kelly, 
would  he  give  up  the  School,  and  he  told  me  that  he 
believed  he  would.  On  the  recent  occasion,  before  I  allowed 
my  name  to  be  put  in  opposition  to  Mr.  Kelly's,  I  asked  him 
would  he  give  up  the  School,  and  he  declined  to  do  so.  As 
to  its  having  been  settled  in  Belfast  that  I  was  to  be  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  Tate  never  mentioned  the  Vice-Presidentship 
to  me  ;  it  was  only  when  you  (the  President)  were  proposed 
by  Mr.  Beggs  that  Mr.  Tate  suggested  that  if  I  took  the  Vice- 
Presidentship  you  would  be  induced  to  take  your  present 
position.  I  am  sorry  to  have  got  Mr.  Kelly's  back  up  about 
this  appointment ;  but  we  all  have  to  take  the  vote  of  the 
meeting. 

Counsel's  Opinion. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  There  has  been  no  answer  given  with  regard 
to  the  counsel's  opinion. 
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The  President  :  That  was  on  the  last  occasion.    I  was 
not  present. 
Mr.  Kelly  :  It  should  be  here. 

The  Vice-President  :  Mr.  Kelly  knows  very  well  why  it 
is  not  here.  Mr.  Kelly  this  day  month  did  not  suggest  it. 
It  is  not  here  yet,  but  it  can  be  got  from  Mr.  Clay. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  These  are  inconsistencies  that  ought  not  to 
be  carried  on. 

The  Vice-President  :  Some  few  years  ago  we  got  a  legal 
opinion,  and  on  that  occasion  what  was  in  it  was  made 
public  property,  and  the  result  was  that  those  outside,  with 
whom  we  were  contesting  the  matter,  got  free,  gratis,  and  for 
nothing  the  opinion  that  we  paid  for.  I  hope  the  Council 
will  protect  the  Law  Committee,  and  not  allow  a  counsel's 
opinion  to  be  laid  on  the  table  and  made  public  property. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  You  are  going  on  with  such  nonsense. 

The  Vice-President  :  It  was  arranged  at  the  Law  Com- 
mittee, at  which  Mr.  Kelly  was  present,  that  it  should  not  be 
made  public,  and  Mr.  Kelly  took  no  exception  to  that.  Now 
he  gets  up  in  the  most  innocent  manner  and  asks  why  it  was 
not  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  What  I  cannot  understand  is  the  wriggling 
way  in  which  Mr.  Wells  goes  on. 

The  Vice-President  :  Wriggling !  What  is  the  wriggling 
about  ? 

Mr.  Kelly  :  You  talk  of  the  public.  I  say  the  Council 
have  a  right  to  it. 

The  Vice-President  :  Mr.  Kelly  heard  Mr.  Clay  read  the 
document  when  I  heard  it.    Did  you  or  did  you  not  1 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Certainly.  I  do  not  want  the  public  to  know 
it ;  but,  I  ask,  have  we  not  a  right  to  know  counsel's 
opinion  ?  or  else  what  is  the  use  of  coming  here  when  the 
thing  is  only  known  to  a  few  of  us  ? 

The  President  :  It  was  decided  before  that  these  matters 
should  be  kept  private. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Do  not  you  think  it  ought  to  be  here  1 

The  Vice-President  :  You  must  take  the  ruling  of  the 
chair.  You  know  you  can  see  the  opinion  if  you  want  it, 
and  so  can  any  other  member  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  knew  that  if  he  wanted  to  see  the 
opinion  he  could  procure  it  at  any  time.  ("  Hear,"  from  Mr. 
Wells.)  He  admitted  that  its  not  being  there  placed  some 
members  of  the  Council  at  a  disadvantage  in  discussing  the 
matter ;  at  the  same  time,  the  opinion  was  there  for  anyone 
to  see.  Perhaps  it  was  just  as  well  that  it  should  remain 
in  its  present  custody. 

The  President  said  it  was  the  custom  of  all  public  bodies 
only  to  bring  up  such  opinions  in  committee.  If  Mr.  Kelly 
wanted  to  see  the  opinion  the  Law  Committee  would  give  it 
to  him. 

The  Vice-President  :  He  is  a  member  of  the  Law  Com- 
mittee himself. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  It  ought  to  be  in  Mr.  Ferrall's  possession ; 
but  I  do  not  want  it  published.  The  publication  of  it  never 
entered  my  mind. 

Dr.  Walsh  :  Are  all  the  legal  papers  kept  by  the 
solicitor  ? 

The  President  :  Some  of  them  are.  We  do  not  keep 
them  all  here. 

The  Vice-President  :  The  Law  Committee  met  at  Mr. 
Clay's  and  heard  this  opinion  read,  and  I  suggested  that  it 
should  remain  there  for  the  present. 

The  matter  dropped. 

The  Late  Sir  George  Duffey. 

The  President  said:  At  the  last  meeting  your  Vice- 
President  referred  to  the  retirement  of  Sir  George  Duffey, 
the  Lord- Lieutenant's  Visitor.  To-day  it  is  my  sad  duty  to 
refer  to  bis  demise.  He  was  not  long  spared  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  his  retirement  from  active  duty.  It  was  not  my 
privilege  to  be  personally  acquainted  with  him,  but  from 
what  I  heard  from  time  to  time,  I  am  justified  in  saying  that 
he  was  a  gentleman  of  very  high  intellect  and  kind  genial 
manners,  and  that  he  gained  the  confidence  of  us  all.  I  there- 
fore move  that  a  record  be  made  on  our  minutes  of  our  regret 
at  his  death,  and  that  a  copy  of  it  be  sent  to  Lady  Duffey, 
with  an  expression  of  the  Council's  sincere  regret  at  her 
bereavement. 

Dr.  Walsh  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  unani- 
mously. 


Correspondence. 

The  Privy  Council  reported  the  appointment  of  Sir  John  W. 
Moore,  M.D.,  as  Visitor  to  the  examinations. 

The  Petty  Sessions  Clerk  of  Ballinasloe  sent  13/.  6s.  8^., 
two-thirds  of  the  fines  imposed  on  Messrs.  L.  Curry  and 
T.  Hebbett. 

The  Curator  of  Trinity  College  Botanical  Garden,  Dublin, 
conveyed  permission  to  Mr.  Laird,  the  Society's  lecturer  in 
botany,  to  give  demonstrations  to  his  class  in  the  garden, 
and  thanks  were  voted  to  the  Board  and  the  Curator. 

The  Society's  Chemistry  Course. 

A  report  from  a  special  committee,  which  had  been, 
appointed  to  consider  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  Science 
and  Art  stating  the  terms  on  which  the  Department  would 
recognise  the  Society's  courses  in  chemistry,  recommended 
the  Council  to  take  no  further  steps  in  the  matter  as  they 
could  not  advise  a  recognition  of  the  Society's  chemistry 
course  at  an  elementary  stage  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Smith  said  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
settled  the  matter.  The  Department  could  only  see  theu 
way  to  recognising  an  elementary  stage  of  chemistry,  and 
the  stage  under  which  the  Council  thought  they  could  get 
their  students  in  was  no  longer  adopted  by  the  Department 
in  Ireland.  The  total  grant  that  they  could  earn  from  the 
Department  would  be  about  21.  per  student. 

The  President  said  the  Council  were  under  obligations  to 
Mr.  Smith  for  his  services  in  this  matter. 

The  Committees. 

The  President  said  it  was  time  that  each  of  the  com- 
mittees should  adopt  the  practice  usual  in  public  and 
corporate  bodies  of  appointing  a  chairman.  It  would  greatly 
facilitate  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  each  committee 
and  bring  the  committees  more  into  touch  with  the  Council, 
as  each  chairman  would  have  a  full  grasp  of  the  business  of 
his  committee,  and  be  able  to  put  the  details  before  the 
Council  in  the  best  way.  He  put  this  forward  as  a  sugges- 
tion. 

The  Vice-President  :  It  is  what  they  are  doing  in  the 
English  Pharmaceutical  Society  now. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  seconded  by  Mr.  KELLY.it 
was  ordered  that  a  sum  of  200/.  should  be  transferred  from  the 
Society's  current  bank  account  to  2|  per  cent.  Government 
Stock. 

The  resolutions  passed  at  the  recent  annual  meeting 
regarding  the  Assistants'  examination  and  other  matters 
were,  after  a  brief  discussion,  referred  to  committee.

Drugs  and  Chemicals  valued  at  262,000/.  were  imported 
into  Cape  Colony  during  the  eight  months  ending  August, 
1903,  compared  with  278  000/.  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1902. 

For  Sale. — The  business  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  Donian, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Fordsburg,  is  at  present  in  the 
market.  The  deceased  gentleman  had  a  large  German  and 
Dutch  connection. 

Mr.  W.  Birch,  who  was  until  recently  with  Lennon 
(Limited),  Bulawayo,  has  opened  a  pharmacy  at  Vereeniging, 
a  rising  little  town  on  the  Vaal  river,  now  famous  as  being 
the  place  at  which  the  Peace  Conference  took  place. 

-  Recruiting. — Mr.  Rive,  of  Messrs.  Smith,  Rive  &  Co., 
Johannesburg,  has  gone  to  the  coast  to  recruit  his  health  for 
a  couple  of  weeks. — Mr.  G.  C.  Hudson,  of  the  Archway 
Pharmacy,  Doornfontein,  is  at  present  in  Cape  Colony,  on  a 
brief  holiday. 

With  the  Change  in  the  Government  Natal  chemists 
are  hoping  for  a  slight  modification  of  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  with  a  view  to  removing  some  of  the  obnoxious 
clauses  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons.  When  this  is  done 
there  will  be  some  chance  of  bringing  the  Act  into  line  with 
the  Cape  Colony  Act,  and  of  establishing  some  prospect  of 
reciprocity  between  the  two  Colonies. 

Transvaal  Notes. — Mr.  Allan  Brondum,  a  qualified 
pharmaceutical  chemist  from  Denmark,  has  opened  a 
business  in  Newlands,  Johannesburg,  on  his  own  account. 
Mr.  Brondum  is  a  younger  brother  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Brondum 
(also  a  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemist),  of  Friedrich, 
Brondum  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists  and  hardware 
merchants,  Fordsburg,  Johannesburg. 

Cape  Colony  Notes. — Dr.  A.  H.  Petersen,  brother  of  the 
principal  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.,  Cape 
Town  and  Johannesburg,  is  a  candidate  for  the  Cape  Upper 
House  at  the  next  election. — Mr.  Charles  Fullerton  Hardie 
and  Mr.  James  Carnegie  have  been  granted  licences  to 
practise  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  Cape  Colony. — Syal 
Ahamad,  an  Arabian  dealer,  Cape  Town,  was  charged  on 
October  19  with  contravening  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
Act.  Accused  refused  to  treat  one,  James  Bileo,  till  he  paid 
30»\,  but  commenced  on  receipt  of  26s.  A  saucer  was  filled 
with  water,  accused  then  dipped  a  pen  in  the  ink  and  wrote 
some  character  on  the  water  in  the  saucer,  and  requested 
witness  to  drink  it.  After  three  days'  treatment  Bileo  was 
still  sick  and  asked  for  his  money  back.  Further  evidence 
having  been  given  accused  was  remanded. 

Trade  in  Orangia.— The  Collector  of  Customs  at  Bloem- 
fontein,  O.R.C.,  has  issued  a  specification  of  goods  imported 
into  the  Colony  during  the  quarter  and  year  ending  June  30, 
1903,  compared  with  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902 
From  Cape  Colony  the  drugs  and  chemicals  imported 
were  valued  at  19,918/.  during  1902-3,  against  20,421/.  in 
1901-2.  From  Natal  the  imports  were  2,359/.,  against 
2,448/.  Extracts  and  essences  imported  from  Cape  Colony 
amounted  in  value  to  1,434/.,  against  3  211/.  during  1901-2. 
From  Natal  the  imports  amounted  to  752/.,  against  252/. 
Medicinal  preparations  imported  from  Cape  Colony  were 
valued  at  11,723/.,  against  9,882/.,  and  from  Natal  the  im- 
ports amounted  to  2.660/.,  against  1  399/.  in  1901-2. 


Notes  and  Criticisms. 

By  a  Johannesburg  Chemist. 

By  the  past  few  mails  American  journalists  have  been  indus- 
triously endeavouring  to  introduce  South  African  druggists  to 
U.S.A..  exporters,  with,  I  am  informed,  no  great  success.  Per- 
sonally, I  have  always  found  the  staff  on  our  Cannon  Street 
journal  most  obliging  in  pointing  out  where  to  buy  to  the  best 
advantage. 

The  railway  at  last  is  working  fairly  well.  From  off-loading 
the  vessel  at  Durban  until  the  goods  reach  the  store  in  Johannes- 
burg a  period  of  two  to  six  weeks  elapses,  which  is  a  great 
improvement  on  six  months.  Case3  are  not  now  so  frequently 
opened  and  pilfered  in  transit  as  previously,  but  there  are  a  lot 
still  lost  entirely.  Eighty  clerks  are  employed  at  Kazerne 
(Johannesburg  goods  station)  investigating  claims. 

The  syllabus  of  the  Qualifying  examination  for  British  chemists 
and  druggists,  which  appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  15,  has 
been  an  eye-opener  to  several  local  chemists  who  have  not  seen 
it  previously,  and  made  some  budding  M.P.S.'s,  who  intend  going 
over  for  it,  rather  timid.  I  wish  the  latter  all  speedy  success,  and 
would  say  to  them,  as  Mr.  Wm.  Duncan,  School  of  Pharmacy, 
Edinburgh,  said  to  me  many  years  ago, "  Keep  at  it.  '  Joy  cometh 
with  the  morning.' " 

The  Director  of  Customs  ha3  recently  sent  his  secretary  to 
Johannesburg  to  learn  from  the  chemists  what  questions  he  will 
be  required  to  answer  at  the  coming  conference  between  him  and 
the  pharmaceutical  reprenentatives.  This  secretary  has  -only 
met  one  or  two  chemiBts  of  this  town,  but  it  is  understood  he'lias 
intimated  to  them,  amongst  other  wonderful  information,  that 
ol.  terebinth  is  not  an  essential  oil,  and  that  fullers'  earth,  castor 
oil,  glycerin,  pulv.  glycyrrh.  co.  in  packages  ready  for  sale  are 
patent  medicines  on  which  25/.  per  cent,  must  be  paid,  and  anent 
which  no  further  argument  or  remarks  are  necessary.  It  is 
commonly  mentioned  that  no  two  chemists  are  charged  Cu9tom3 
dues  alike,  as  this  depends  so  much  on  what  the  individual 
Customs  clerk  thinks  and  how  he  feels. 

Although  money  is  not  so  flush  as  it  was  a  year  ago,  and  the 
share- market  is  about  as  low  as  it  can  be,  with  whisperings  of  big 
houses  being  "  shaky,"  and  reports  of  leading  mines  requiring  to 
close  down  for  want  of  labour,  and  tales  of  the  Chinamen  not 
arriving  for  eighteen  months,  chemists  have  not  much  cause  to 
complain.  There  is  no  chemist  and  druggist  of  reasonable  posi- 
tion in  this  town  who  is  "  shaky  "—of  that  I  am  also  sure.  The 
most  have  fairly  large  stocks,  and  where  a  fair  amount  of  attention 
is  given  to  a  pharmacy  it  seems  to  prosper  as  well  as  any  other 
commercial  concern.  To  all  steady  young  chemists  commencing 
business  the  London  wholesale  drug-house3and  the  Johannesburg 
banks  have  been  indulgent,  and  this  indulgence  has  rarely  been 
misplaced.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  are  in  for  a  long  spell  of 
depression  of  trade.  I  think  the  Chinamen  will  soon  be  here, 
and  with  them  will  come  the  old  "  booming  times  "  to  the  Golden 
City. 

The  Transvaal  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  bsen  in  existence 
for  nine  years,  and  has  on'y  been  able  so  far  to  hold  a  general 
meeting  of  members  once  a  year.  At  the  last  meeting  (usual 
annual)  it  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Rennie  that  all  other  societies 
in  Johannesburg,  mercmtile  and  scientific,  are  able  to  meet  once 
a  month,  when  some  member  usually  contributes  a  paper  of 
interest  to  their  calling ;  and,  he  continued,  "  the  druggists  are 
either  deficient  in  energy  or  intellect  if  they  cannot  do  likewise." 
This  aroused  the  members  somewhat,  and  papers  and  meetings 
were  promised  monthly.  Two  months  have  now  elapsed,  and 
there  is  no  sign  of  either.  I  have  no  doubt  the  next  meeting  will 
be  the  annual  one  in  June,  1904,  when  the  usual  apologies  for 
having  done  nothing  be  forthcoming,  with  a  little  of  the 

customary  blame  laid  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Government.  If 
the  members  are  expected  to  continue  paying  two  guineas 
annually  they  are  surely  entitled  to  hear  of  something  being  done 
for  the  trade  generally.  Perhaps  we  are  now  a  little  stale  in 
this  part,  and  could  be  rejuvenated  by  some  fresh  blood  from
